Gentlemen — I  return  to  you  disapproved.  Ordinance  No.  1515.  entitled  : 

"To  amend  Section  150,  Article  11,  Chapter  10  of  the  Code  relating  to  Ex- 
plosives and  Hazardous  Trades." 

I  have  been  requested  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  to  take  this  action.  It  is  pointed 
out  that  the  present  practice  is  to  issue  a  garage  permit  to  owners,  lessees  or  occu- 
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pants  of  the  building.  If  this  ordinance  became  a  law,  and  permits  could  only  be 
issued  to  a  lessee  or  owner,  that  would  exclude  permits  being  given  to  tenants 
wfthout  leases.  I  am  informed  that  a  great  many  garages  are  held  by  the  smaller 
owners  in  this  way  who  would  find  it  impossible  to  secure  permits.

Dear  Sir — On  February  6th,  1917,  we  made  application  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  for  corporate  stock  to  the  amount  of  $30,000,  with  which 
to  purchase  machinery  for  the  Laundry,  Kings  County  Hospital.  This  fequest  was 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  by  the  Board  of  Estimate,  with  the  suggestion 
that  revenue  bonds  be  issued  instead  of  corporate  stock.  The  matter  is  still  with 
the  Finance  Committee. 

As  you  are  probably  aWare  the  laundry  situation  at  Kings  Couxity  Hospital  has 
been  very  bad  for  several  years  and  is  growing  worse  rapidly.  We  have  just  com- 
pleted a  large  new  building  which  is  ready  for  the  installation  of  machinery,  but  we 
have  no  money  with  which  to  buy  it.  The  original  amount  appropriated  would  have 
been  sufficient  to  complete  the  building  and  equip  it,  had  the  price  of  labor  and 
material  not  increased  so  greatly  since  the  appropriation  was  made. 

We  very  much  need  facilities  offered  by  this  laundry,  and  I  sincerely  hope  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  can  see  its  way  clear  to  grant  the  revenue  bonds  asked  for.

Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity — Recommendation  for  Adop- 
tion of  "An  Ordinance  to  Prevent  the  Waste  of  Water." 

The  City  of  New  York,  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity, 
Office  of  the  Commissioner,  Municipal  Building,  New  York,  June  26,  1917. 
Hon.  Frank  L.  Dowling,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Dear  Sir — I  submit  herewith  a  proposed  ordinance  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water, 
and  recommend  that  it  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  as  an  amendment 
to  Chapter  25  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances.  If  adopted  it  will  add  a  new  section, 
prohibiting  persons  from  opening  faucets  or  tampering  with  water  fixtures  for  the 
purpose  of  wasting  water  or  interfering  with  the  supply  of  water  to  other  persons, 
or  defrauding  or  injuring  the  city  or  any  private  water  company  or  any  person 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  water  rates  charged  for  the  water  so  wasted.  This 
ordinance  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  condition,  the  existence  of  which  has  been  fre- 
quently asserted  by  owners  of  multiple  family  dwellings,  particularly  in  connection 
with  the  discussion  of  the  extension  of  the  meter  system.  Where  meters  are  not 
installed  the  effect  of  the  wilful  waste  of  water  for  the  purpose  of  depriving  fellow 
tenants  of  a  supply,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  is  to  injure  and  defraud  the  city. 
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Where  meters  are  installed  the  effect  of  such  action  is  to  injure  and  defraud  the 
property  owner,  who  is  responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  water  bills.  In  either 
case  it  is  appropriate  that  the  acts  referred  to  should  be  made  a  punishable  offense. 
The  effect  of  the  proposed  ordinance  as  drafted  would  not  be  to  curtail  in  any 
respect  the  use  of  water  for  legitimate  purposes,  but  would  merely  reach  those 
cases,  if  any,  where  persons  cause  water  to  be  wasted  with  a  wrongful  intent. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  following  ordinance  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen : 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  25  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thereto,  as  section  45  of  article  3  thereof,  the  following: 

Section  45.  Wilful  waste  of  water  prohibited.  No  person  shall  open,  hold 
open  or  fasten  open,  or  damage  or  tamper  with  any  piping  or  water  fixtures  con- 
nected with  the  municipal  water  supply  or  with  the  public  water  supply, _  within  The 
City  of  New  York,  of  any  private  water  company,  or  cause  any  such  piping  or  water 
fixtures  to  be  opened,  or  held  or  fastened  open,  or  damaged  or  tampered  with,  for 
the  purpose  of  wasting  water  or  interfering  with  the  supply  of  water  to  other 
persons,  or  of  defrauding  or  injuring  the  city  or  any  private  water  company  or 
any  person  responsible  for  the  payment  of  water  rates  or  water  rents  pertaining 
to  the  water  so  wasted.  ,         ■       i  n 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $25,  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  exceeding  30  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

and  sixteen  dollars  ($29,716),  to  the  Uvalde  Asphalt  Paving  Company,  1  Broadway, 
New  York  City,  for  additional  work  in  connection  with  a  contract  now  in  progress 
between  this  Department  and  said  Company,  for  the  improvement  of  Eastern  Park- 
way Extension,  from  Ralph  Avenue  to  Bushwick  Avenue,  comprising  regulating 
and  grading,  construction  of  asphaltic  concrete  pavement  upon  concrete  foundation, 
etc.,  etc.,  for  which  additional  work  a  corporate  stock  appropriation  in  the  amount 
of  twenty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  ($29,716)  was  author- 
ized by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  June  29,  1917.

"For  the  Janitor  of  Public  School  14,  The  Bronx,  additional  compensation  is 
to  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  $84  per  annum  for  the  care  of  a  one-room  portable 
building  erected  on  the  grounds. 

"An  increase  in  the  rate  of  compensation  is  proposed  for  the  Janitor  of 
Public  School  13,  Richmond,  from  $3,276  to  $3,324  per  annum,  due  to  the  use 
of  an  additional  class  room  for  school  purposes. 

"For  the  Janitofs  assigned  to  the  temporary  care  of  Public  School  51,  Man- 
hattan, and  178,  Brooklyn,  temporary  rates  of  compensation  are  proposed  as 
follows : 

Temporary  Rate. 

Public  School  51,  Manhattan    $3,504  00  per  annum  less  $299  00 

Public  School  178,  Brooklyn    4,296  00  per  annum  less    300  00 

"When  positions  of  Janitors  of  school  buildings  which  are  in  full  use  become 
vacant  through  transfer,  death  or  other  causes,  it  is  necessary  to  put  Janitors 
of  nearby  schools  in  charge  pending  the  appointment  of  regular  Janitors  to  the 
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vacant  positions.  When  thus  temporarly  assigned  to  schools  under  the  indirect 
system,  Janitors  have  in  the  past  received  regular  compensation  fixed  for  such 
schools  less  the  rent  allowance,  on  the  theory  that  any  one  Janitor  should  receive 
but  one  allowance  for  rent,  the  rent  allowance  ranging  from  a  minimum  of  $221 
to  a  maximum  of  $365  per  annum.  With  regard  to  fixing  of  rates  of  compen- 
sation for  temporary  care  of  school  buildings  in  full  use,  the  Efficiency  Staff 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Accounts  recommends  that  in  schools  for  which  the 
Janitor's  compensation  has  been  fixed  in  conformity  with  surveys  made  by  that 
staff,  the  amount  of  compensation  for  temporary  care  should  be  arrived  at  by 
making  the  following  deductions  from  the  full  day  school  compensation  : 

$204  per  annum  deduction  in  schools  where  Janitors  are  employed. 

$300  per  annum  deduction  in  schools  where  Janitor-Engineers  are  em- 
ployed. 

"This  reduction  is  based  on  the  probable  difference  in  compensation  which 
would  obtain  for  two  schools  set  up  for  one  incumbent  of  the  janitorial  position, 
in  comparison  with  the  compensation  for  the  same  two  schools  under  two  separate 
individuals. 

"The  temporary  rate  requested  for  Public  School  178,  Brooklyn,  namely, 

$4,296  per  annum,  less  $300,  is  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  recommendation 
of  the  Efficiency  Staff.  For  Public  School  51,  Manhattan,  the  temporary  rate 
requested  is  the  old  rate  of  $3,504  per  annum,  less  the  rent  allowance  of  $299, 
inasmuch  as  the  compensation  for  this  school  has  as  yet  not  been  determined  on 
the  new  basis."

Dear  Sir — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  held  yesterday  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  hereby  makes  application  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  the  passage  by  the  said 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  following  resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  this  Board  by 
Section  419  of  The  Greater  New  York  Charter,  the  Board  of  Education  of  The 
City  of  New  York  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  in 
the  form  approved  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  June  14,  1917,  with  The 
Craigrick  Construction  Company  for  completing  and  finishing  item  1,  general

It  appears  that  the  only  way  in  which  the  contract  for  the  completion  of  the 
above-mentioned  building  can  be  let  with  the  funds  available  is  by  permitting  the 
Board  of  Education  to  award  the  contract  as  set  forth  in  the  above-quoted  resolution. 
The  bid  of  The  Craigrick  Construction  Co.  is  the  lowest  of  four  bids  received^  the 
next  lowest  being  in  the  sum  of  $223,700  and  the  highest  in  the  sum  of  $265,000.

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Sites  respectfully  reports  that  it  has  con- 
sidered a  communication  from  the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings,  under  date 
of  June  25,  1917,  reading  as  follows  : 

'The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  addition  to  Public  School  4, 
173d  street  and  3d  avenue,  The  Bronx,  contemplated  the  use  of  a  bearing  wall 
on  lower  story,  the  retaining  wall  along  the  3d  avenue  front,  which  we  had 
reason  to  believe  was  sufficiently  substantial  for  the  purpose.  Subsequent  ex- 
aminations indicated  otherwise,  and  we  have  been  refused  permission  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Buildings  for  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  to  use  this  wall.

of  materials  and  labor  necessary  to  build  a  brick  wall  to  replace  the  stone  wall. 
This  estimate  amounts  to  $12,832,  which  I  believe  to  be  reasonable,  and  would 
therefore  respectfully  request  approval  thereof.

Hon.  Frank  L.  Dowling,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  Manhattan: 

Sir — On  April  13,  1917,  this  Department  requested  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  to  have  sold  and  removed  the  remaining  portion  of  the  pier  at  the 
foot  of  West  45th  Street,  North  River,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  about  395  feet  in 
length  and  60  feet  in  width.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  at  meeting 
held  May  3,  1917,  directed  the  sale  and  removal  of  the  structure. 

The  Comptroller  states  that  the  old  pier  was  offered  for  sale  on  May  31,  1917, 
but  no  bids  were  received. 

It  is  necessary  that  this  old  pier  be  removed  in  connection  with  the  improvement 
work  at  West  46th  Street,  North  River,  in  order  that  the  slip  space  adjoining  the  pier 
will  be  available  for  use.  This  Department  addressed  a  communication  to  seventeen 
contractors  requesting  bids  for  the  removal  of  the  structure.  The  lowest  bid  is  from 
the  Riverside  Contracting  Company,  said  company  offering  to  do  the  work  for  the 
sum  of  $2,718.    Two  other  bids  were  received,  one  at  $3,500  and  another  at  $5,900. 

I  request  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  authorizing  me 
to  issue  an  order  for  this  work  to  the  Riverside  Contracting  Company  at  a  cost  of 
$2,718  without  public  letting.    Yours  respectfully,

Memorandum  for  the  Committee  on  General  Welfare  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
Upon  the  Recommendation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity in  Relation  to  the  Installation  of  Water  Meters  in  Apartment  Houses, 
Tenements  and  Flat  Houses  Having  Passenger  Elevators. 

The  Commissioner's  original  lettei*  and  recommendation  were  addressed  to 
President  Dowling  under  date  of  March  30,  1917.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  General  Welfare  and  public  hearings  were  held  as  follows :

_  At  the  outset  of  the  first  hearing  the  Commissioner  amended  his  proposed  reso- 
lution so  as  to  limit  it  to  multiple  family  residential  buildings  having  passenger  eleva- 
tors. This  amendment  was  confirmed  and  the  reason  for  it  explained  in  a  letter  to 
President  Bowling  dated  June  15,  1917.  So  much  that  was  entirely  beside  the  mark 
was  said  by  the  opponents  of  the  measure  at  the  hearings  that  the  Commissioner 
deems  it  desirable  briefly  to  summarize  the  principal  reasons  why  he  recommends 
as  above.    This  will  be  done  under  five  headings : 

1.  Number  and  character  of  buildings  affected. 

2.  Additional  revenues  to  be  secured  as  a  result  of  the  installation  of  water 
meters  in  these  buildings. 

3.  Cost  of  installing,  maintaining  and  inspecting  the  meters,  if  installed. 

4.  Impracticability  of  devising  any  scheme  of  flat  rate  charges  that  will  apply 
equitably  to  this  class  of  buildings. 

5.  Present  use  of  water  meters  in  New  York  City  and  elsewhere. 
1.    Number  and  character  of  buildings  affected. 

At  our  request,  the  Department  of  Taxes  and  Assessments,  whose  records  in- 
clude in  Class  4  hotels  and  elevator  apartment  houses,  has  gone  through  it  books 
and  separated  the  elevator  apartment  houses  from  ordinary  hotels  and  supplied  a 
list  of  multiple  family  residential  buildings  in  the  several  boroughs  which  are 
equipped  with  passenger  elevators.    This  list  shows  the  number  to  be  as  follows:

Total   2,063 


A  considerable  number  of  these  buildings  were  at  one  time  fully  metered,  but 
since  the  amendment  of  the  ordinance  making  the  frontage  rates  apply  to  buildings 
above  as  well  as  below  five  stories  in  height,  the  meters  have  been  removed  from 
many  of  these  buildinfis,  with  the  result  that  at  the  present  time  only  a  few  are  fully 
metered.  A  tabulation  made  from  our  frontage  rate  books  in  1916  indicated  that 
there  were  at  that  time  1,001  buildings  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  more  than  six 
stories  high  upon  which  frontage  rates  were  being  charged.  This  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  slightly  more  than  one-half  of  the  elevator  apartment  houses  included 
in  the  Tax  Department's  list  are  buildings  more  than  six  stories  high,  the  remainder 
consisting  almost  entirely  of  six  story  apartment  houses  with  elevators. 

The  arguments  sometimes  advanced  that  the  installation  of  meters  would  tend 
to  curtail  the  consumption  of  water  in  the  houses  of  the  poor  and  also  give  un- 
scrupulous tenants  a  weapon  by  which  they  could  injure  a  landlord  with  impunity, 
whatever  force  they  may  have  in  relation  to  the  cheaper  class  of  tenement  houses, 
certainly  have  no  force  as  applied  to  the  class  of  apartment  houses  here  under  con- 
sideration. People  who  live  in  elevator  apartment  houses  will  not  voluntarily  cur- 
tail the  use  of  water  below  what  is  essential  for  cleanliness  and  good  health,  nor 
will  they  submit  to  the  curtailment  of  the  supply  by  those  having  control  of  the 
buildings.  Water  is  not  expensive.  At  the  New  York  City  meter  rate  a  consumer 
gets  75  gallons  for  one  cent.  As  to  the  other  point,  it  is  not  to  be  supposed,  in  the 
absence  of  convincing  proof,  that  tenants  occupying  elevator  apartment  houses  would, 
through  spite  and  in  order  to  injure  the  owners,  wilfully  let  the  water  run,  and 
practical  experience  gained  from  the  presence  of  meters  in  a  number  of  apartment 
houses  and  hotels  fails  to  disclose  any  such  tendency.  Even  in  the  case  of  ordinary 
tenement  houses  we  believe  that  this  is  largely  an  imaginary  fear  put  forward  by 
those  who,  for  other  reasons,  are  opposed  to  the  introduction  of  water  meters  by 
which  the  owners  of  each  separate  building  would  be  required  to  pay  for  the  amount 
of  water  actually  consumed  in  the  building  and  would  have  to  assume  responsibility 
for  keeping  the  plumbing  in  proper  repair  so  as  to  prevent  unnecessary  waste  of 
water.  This  would  relieve  the  City  of  the  necessity  of  making  frequent  inspections 
and  would  place  upon  the  property  owner,  where  it  belongs,  the  responsibility  for 
taking  care  of  the  interior  piping  of  his  building,  under  penalty  of  having  to  pay 
for  any  waste  of  water  which  might  result  therefrom.    Certainly,  in  the  case  of 
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elevator  apartment  houses,  this  change  of  responsibility  would  not  work  an  un- 
reasonable hardship  on  the  property  owners. 

2.  Additional  revenues  to  be  secured  as  a  result  of  the  installation  of  water 
meters  in  these  buildings. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  Commissioner's  letter  of  March  30,  the  annual  surplus 
of  more  than  four  million  dollars,  which  the  department  has  hitherto  enjoyed,  will 
be  changed  into  a  large  deficit  by  the  assumption  of  the  carrying  charges  of  the 
Catskill  debt.  Considering  the  size  of  the  City's  investment  in  water  works,  the 
revenues  now  derived  from  the  consumers  of  water  are  very  low.  Indeed,  at  the 
present  time  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  water  amount  to  less  than  four  per  cent, 
gross  upon  the  investment,  and  after  the  deduction  of  the  necessafy  operating  and 
maintenance  charges,  the  net  revenues  are  less  than  three  per  cent,  on  such  invest- 
ment. Under  these  circumstances,  it  seems  no  more  than  just  that  the  water  con- 
sumers should  be  required  to  pay  in  the  water  rates  a  sufficient  amount  to  prevent 
the  municipal  water  works  from  incurring  an  actual  deficit  in  connection  with  the 
assumption  of  the  Catskill  debt.  For  this  purpose,  considerable  additional  revenues 
will  be  needed,  and  while  the  metering  of  the  apartment  houses  will  not  alone  suf- 
fice to  make  up  this  prospective  deficit  it  will  go  a  long  way  in  that  direction  and 
is  the  most  obvious  step  which  should  be  taken  immediately  in  an  effort  to  meet  the 
financial  situation. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  estimate  with  precision  what  the  revenues  from 
elevator  apartment  houses  would  be  if  the  water  were  measured  and  charged  for  at 
meter  rates.  We  have  to  make  our  estimate  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  consumption 
shown  in  those  cases  where  meters  are  or  at  some  previous  time  have  been  in 
service,  comparing  the  revenues  derived  therefrom  at  the  meter  rate  on  the  basis 
of  the  amount  of  water  actually  consumed  with  the  revenues  derived  therefrom  on 
the  basis  of  the  existing  frontage  and  miscellaneous  rates.  On  the  basis  of  such 
information,  we  estimate  that  these  buildings  on  the  average  are  paying  at  frontage 
and  miscellaneous  rates  about  $300  less  per  annum  than  they  would  pay  if  required 
to  pay  for  the  water  consumed  at  the  regular  rate  of  ten  cents  per  hundred  cubic 
feet,  which  is  chargeable  wherever  meters  are  in  service.  Of  course,  the  increase 
in  revenues  from  the  smaller  apartment  houses  would  be  much  less  than  tlie  average, 
while  the  increase  from  the  largest  ones  will  mount  into  thousands  of  dollars.  In 
39  typical  apartment  houses  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  ranging  from  6  to  15 
stories  high,  for  each  of  which  the  department  has  the  complete  records  necessary 
for  accurate  comparison,  the  ratio  of  the  frontage  and  miscellaneous  rates  to  the 
meter  rates  ranges  from  22  per  cent,  to  86  per  cent.,  with  42.5  per  cent,  when  the 
entire  group  is  taken  together.  On  these  particular  buildings  the  average  excess  of 
meter  rates  over  frontage  rates  is  a  little  more  than  $500.  The  department  believes 
that  the  installation  of  meters  in  all  apartment  houses  having  passenger  elevators 
would  result  in  an  increase  of  approximately  $600,000  per  annum  in  the  water  rev- 
enues. This  increase  would  be  derived  from  those  who  now  escape  paying  a  fair 
share  of  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  municipal  water  works  and  this  additional 
revenue  would  result  from  charging  at  a  reasonable  rate  for  "the  amount  of  water 
actually  consumed  in  each  building. 

3.  Cost  of  installing ,  maintaining  and  inspecting  the  meters,  if  installed. 

At  present,  meters  are  installed  by  plumbers  hired  by  the  individual  property 
owners,  or  in  case  the  property  owner  neglects  to  comply  with  the  directions  of  the 
Water  Department  as  to  the  installation  of  the  meters,  then  by  plumbers  designated 
by  the  department  for  the  purpose.  We  estimate  that  approximately  3,000  meters, 
ranging  in  size  from  one  inch  to  four  inches,  will  be  required  to  equip  the  buildings 
here  under  consideration.  Many  of  the  larger  buildings  will  require  two  meters. 
According  to  our  estimates  the  total  number  of  meters  of  the  different  sizes  required 
will  be  approximately  as  follows :

Under  the  present  system  meters  are  purchased  and  mstalled  by  plumbers  m  the 
employ  of  the  individual  property  owners.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  meters  and 
their  installation,  according  to  the  various  sizes  that  wolud  be  required  m  the  ele- 
vator apartment  houses,  is  as  follows :  „ 
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2-  Inch   meter    100  00 

3-  Inch  meter    175  00 

4-  Inch  meter   330  00 

The  cost  of  installing  the  entire  number  of  meters  required  to  equip  all  elevator 
apartment  houses,  under  the  present  system  of  installation  by  plumbers,  would  be, 
therefore,  approximately  $320,000.  If  the  work  were  to  be  done  by  the  City  accord- 
ing to  a  plan  referred  to  in  the  Commissioner's  letter  of  March  30,  and  which  is 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  near  future,  the  cost  of  the  meters 
and  their  installation  would  be  about  25  per  cent,  less  than  the  above  estimates. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  meters  in  service  in  elevator  apart- 
ment houses,  exclusive  of  interest  and  depreciation,  would  be  about  $2.35  per  annum, 
or  a  total  of  approximately  $7,000  a  year. 

Meters  properly  cared  for  have  an  average  useful  life  of  from  25  to  40  years. 
Therefore  the  element  of  depreciation  and  interest  on  the  investment  would  not 
amount  to  more  than  $8  or  $10  a  year  on  the  average,  which,  with  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance," would  make  an  average  expense  to  be  paid  either  by  the  property  owner  or 
by  the  City,  of  say  $12  per  meter,  or  $18  per  apartment  house.  This  represents  the 
additional  cost  of  the  meter  system,  as  a  result  of  which  the  estimated  additional 
revenues  derived  by  the  City  from  each  of  these  buildings  would  be  on  the  average 
of  about  $300  per  annum.  In  other  words,  for  every  six  cents  spent  on  meters  in 
this  class  of  buildings  the  City  would  secure  an  estimated  additional  revenue  of  $1. 

So  far  as  the  class  of  buildings  to  which  the  Commissioner's  present  recom- 
mendation refers  is  concerned,  their  transfer  from  the  frontage  rate  accounts  to 
the  meter  accounts  would  not  require  the  employment  of  a  single  additional  In- 
spector; in  fact,  the  reading  of  one  or  two  meters  at  monthly  intervals  in  each  of 
these  great  buildings,  the  keeping  of  the  meter  records  and  the  issuance  of  the 
meter  bills,  would  not  appreciably  affect  the  work  of  the  department.  The  depart- 
ment already  has  to  read  and  inspect  about  103,000  meters  and  the  increase  of  this 
number  by  only  3  per  cent,  is  of  no  material  consequence  in  the  matter  of  cost. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  administration  of  the  meter  system  in  such  buildings  as 
those  here  under  consideration,  so  far  as  meter  reading  and  clerical  work  are  con- 
cerned, ought  to  be  cheaper  than  the  administration  of  the  frontage  and  miscellaneous 
fixture  rates  which  involve  elaborate  and  expensive  inspection  of  the  interiors  of 
these  great  buildings.  If  such  inspections  are  not  made  from  time  to  time,  then 
the  department  has  no  means  whatever  under  the  frontage  rate  plan  of  checking 
leaks  and  waste  and  of  "picking  up"  additional  fixtures  installed  from  time  to 
time  for  the  convenience  of  tenants. 

4.  Impracticability  of  devising  any  scheme  of  flat  rate  charges  that  will  apply 
equitably  to  this  class  of  buildings. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that  if  the  elevator  apartment  houses  are  paying 
at  present  frontage  rates  less  than  their  fair  share  of  the  cost,  these  rates  should 
be  increased.  Obviously  it  would  be  perfectly  possible  to  change  the  frontage  rates 
so  as  to  secure  from  this  class  of  buildings,  taken  altogether,  an  amount  of  revenue 
as  great  as  would  be  derived  from  meter  rates  and  even  larger  amounts  could  be 
secured,  but  after  trying  to  devise  some  intelligent  plan  that  would  distribute  the 
burden  on  the  basis  of  flat  rates  equitably  among  the  individual  buildings  in  this 
class,  the  department  is  satisfied  that  no  such  plan  can  be  devised.  We  have 
figured  on  a  modification  of  the  frontage  rates;  a  charge  based  upon  the  square 
feet  of  floor  space;  a  charge  based  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  land,  or  of  the 
building,  or  of  the  land  and  building  together ;  a  charge  based  upon  the  number 
of  families;  a  charge  based  upon  the  number  of  baths  and  water  closets  taken 
together;  a  charge  based  upon  a  combination  of  floor  and  lot  area  with  special  rates 
for  fixtures. 

None  of  these  schemes  works  out  fairly  in  practical  application.  For  example, 
in  the  39  typical  apartment  houses  already  referred  to,  a  flat  rate  per  family  would 
result  in  the  families  of  one  apartment  house  getting  more  than  eight  times  as 
much  water  for  the  same  price  as  the  families  in  another  house,  and  this  shows 
how  obviously  impossible  it  is  to  establish  any  fixed  charge  on  the  family  basis 
that  would  be  in  any  degree  equitable.  In  the  same  buildings  a  flat  charge  per  1,000 
square  feet  of  floor  area  would  result  in  one  house  getting  four  times  as  much  water 
as  another  for  the  same  price.  A  flat  charge  per  fixture  (baths  and  water  closets) 
would  result  in  one  house  getting  more  than  seven  times  as  much  water  for  the 
same  price  as  another;  while  the  present  combination  of  frontage_  and  fixture  rates 
ranges  from  22  per  cent,  to  86  per  cent,  of  the  meter  rates,  showing  a  variation^  of 
almost  four  times  in  the  amount  of  water  secured  for  the  same  price.  Similar 
differences  would  be  shown  if  assessed  valuations  or  any  other  arbitrary  standard 
in  relation  to  the  use  of  water  were  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for  fixing  the  water 
charges. 
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The  elevator  apartment  houses  represents  widely  differing  types  of  construction 
and  great  variations  in  the  uses  of  water.  As  a  building  increases  in  the  luxuri- 
ousness  of  its  apointments,  and  as  the  standard  of  living  of  its  occupants  rises, 
the  element  of  diversity  of  use  becomes  an  essential  factor,  and  makes  it  wholly 
futile  to  attempt  to  estimate  the  consumption  of  water  by  any  arbitrary  standard ; 
nor  is  there  any  sense  in  doing  so,  when  a  simple,  obvious  and  scientific  method 
of  measuring  the  water  actually  consumed  is  available,  at  reasonable  expense,  as 
a  means  of  distributing  equitably  the  water  charges. 

5.    Present  use  of  water  meters  in  New  York  City  and  elsewhere. 

Water  meters  serve  two  principal  purposes:  (a)  they  conserve  the  water  sup- 
ply, and  (b)  they  distribute  the  cost  of  service  equitably  amongst  the  consumers. 
It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are  already  in  use  in  New  York  City  over 
100,000  water  meters,  and  no  one  seriously  contemplates  their  removal.  The  service 
rendered  by  these  meters  is  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  both  to  the  authorities  and 
to  the  property  owners.  Minor  complaints  arise  from  time  to  tim.e,  particularly 
with  reference  to  partly  metered  premises,  where  the  meters  cover  a  small  consump- 
tion for  business  purposes,  while  the  main  portion  of  the  supply  is  paid  for  at 
frontage  and  miscellaneous  rates.  This  particular  difficulty  is  chiefly  due  to  the 
Commissioner's  lack  of  authority  to  require  the  metering  of  the  entire  premises 
where  a  portion  of  the  building  is  used  for  residential  purposes. 

In  other  large  cities  of  the  United  States  and  abroad,  the  trend  of  public  opinion 
and  the  most  enligliiened  practice  are  in  the  direction  of  metering,  on  both  private 
and  municipal  systems,  and  particularly  in  the  case  of  buildings  where  the  uses  of 
water  are  diverse  and  the  amounts  consumed  large.  Boston  is  now  more  than  half 
way  through  with  a  program  of  universal  metering.  Washington,  Cincinnati,  Detroit, 
Los  Angeles,  Seattle,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis,  Kansas  City  and  other  large  cities 
are  well  on  the  way.  Philadelphia  has  recently  made  a  start,  and  Chicago  is  agitating 
the  subject.  Cleveland,  Milwaukee  and  New  Orleans,  as  well  as  many  New  England 
cities,  are  already  fully  metered.  In  our  own  State,  Rochester,  Syracuse  and  Yonkers 
completed  the  metering  of  their  services  several  years  ago.  Abroad,  among  other 
cities.  Paris  is  entirely  metered,  and  Berlin  is  over  90  per  cent,  metered. 

The  removal  of  the  meters  from  the  premises  where  they  are  now  installed, 
except  under  most  exceptional  circumstances,  is  not  to  be  thought  of,  and  this  is 
the  experience  elsewhere.  Cities  do  not  go  backward  in  metering.  It  is  hard  to  un- 
derstand hov/  any  reasonable  and  intelligent  person  can  suggest  that  instead  of  using 
meters  to  measure  the  water  supplied  to  the  great  apartment  houses,  some  of  which 
consume  several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  water  a  year,  the  charges  for  the  service 
should  continue  to  be  levied  in  an  arbitrary  and  haphazard  manner  without  regard 
to  the  amount  actually  consumed.  WILLIAM  WILLIAMS,  Commissioner.

Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  New  York.  City  Hall,  Manhattan  : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Elections  of  The  City  of  New  York  requests  per- 
mission to  contract  for  the  reproduction  of  signature  copies  of  the  registers  of  the 
various  election  districts  within  The  City  of  New  York,  without  the  necessity  of 
public  letting,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  for  the  first  copy  40  cents  per  page,  and 
where  a  second  copy  is  necessary,  30  cents  per  page,  together  with.  90  cents  per  book 
for  binding  the  same  with  fibre  board. 

This  work  has  to  be  completed  in  time  for  use  at  the  polls  on  Primary  Day. 
September  19,  1917.  of  the  signature  copies  of  the  registers  throughout  the  City 
where  election  districts  have  to  (under  the  new  amendments  to  the  Election  Law) 
be  arranged  to  contain  as  near  as  may  be  400  voters. 

As  near  as  can  be  estimated  now,  there  will  be  between  40,000  and  60.000  pages 
to  be  reproduced.  The  time  is  limited  in  which  to  complete  this  work,  which  can- 
not be  commenced  until  action  is  taken  by  your  Honorable  Board  in  apportioning 
the  assembly  districts  within  the  five  counties  of  the  Greater  City,  and  there  are 
only  a  very  few  firms  in  the  reproducing  line  who  could  possibly  handle  the  kind 
of  work  involved  in  the  rearrangement. 

We  respectfully  request  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  so  that  no  time  will  be  wasted.

Sir — It  is  requested  that  your  Board  authorize  an  issue  of  revenue  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  $76,747.54,  which  sum  will  be  required  in  addition  to  the  regular  appropria- 
tion, for  other  than  personal  services,  to  conduct  the  department  during  the  current 
year. 

The  average  increase  in  cost  on  practically  all  kinds  of  supplies  is  conservatively 
estimated  at  30%,  which  means  that  $145,500,  in  addition  to  the  budget  allowance,  will 
be  required  to  purchase  the  quantity  of  supplies  which  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  fixed  as  the  requirement  of  this  department  for  the  year  1917.

Law  Department — Opinion  of  Corporation  Counsel  Re}?arding  the  Addition  of  a 
New  Section  to  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  to  Be  Known  as  Section  145  of 
Article  XL 

City  of  New  York,  Law  Department,  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  New 
York,  July  2,  1917.

Dear  Sir — I  have  received  your  communication  of  June  26,  1917,  which  reads 
as  follows : 
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"The  enclosed  matter  'An  Ordinance  relating  to  public  carts  and  cartmen' 
is  now  before  the  Committee  on  General  Welfare  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  consideration. 

"Will  you  at  your  earliest  convenience  kindly  submit  to  the  Committee  an 
opinion  as  to  the  board's  jurisdiction  in  the  matter?" 
The  ordinance  referred  to  provides : 

"Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  as 
follows  : 

"Section  1.  That  a  new  section  be  added  to  the  Code  of  Ordinances  to  be 
known  as  Section  145  of  Article  XI. 

§145.  Every  public  cartnian  shall  keep  a  book  of  record  of  all  transportations 
or  removals  made  by  him  of  such  goods,  household  or  office  furniture  or  other 
bulky  articles  from  any  private  dwelling,  tenement,  apartment  house,  office, 
boarding  house,  hotel  or  restaurant,  which  record  shall  contain:  (1)  the  name 
and  address  of  such  public  cartmen;  (2)  the  name  or  names  of  the  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  association  owning  or  claiming  to  own  such  goods,  house- 
hold or  office  furniture  or  other  bulky  articles  and  employing  such  public  cartmen 
for  such  transportation  and  removal,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm, 
corporation  or  association  to  whom  or  to  which  such  articles  are  delivered;  (3) 
the  street  and  house  numbers  of  the  respective  premises  from  and  to  zvhi:h  such 
transportation  or  removal  shall  be  made,  and  if  such  premises  or  either  of  them 
shall  not  be  designated  by  a  street  number,  such  public  cartman,  in  lieu  thereof, 
shall  otherwise  clearly  identify  the  same.  Such  book  or  record  shall  be  upon  a 
form  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses.  The  entries  therein 
of  said  removals  or  deliveries  shall  be  made  on  the  day  or  days  of  said  re- 
movals and  deliveries  and  shall  not  be  obliterated. 

"A  record  .of  each  of  such  transportations  or  removals  so  made  by  such 
public  cartmen  for  the  preceding  week  shall  be  filed  at  the  end  of  each  week 
in  the  Bureau  of  Licenses. 

"Such  record  shall  be  deemed  a  public  document  and  open  for  public  in- 
spection between  the  hours  of  nine  A.  M.  and  four  P.  M.,  except  on  Sundays 
and  Holidays. 

"Such  record  shall  be  indexed  in  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  by  the  names  of 
the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  procuring  such  removals  or  receiving  such 
articles  and  by  the  Block  and  Section  of  the  premises  from  and  to  zvhich  such 
removals  are  made,  according  to  the  Land  Map  of  the  City  of  New  York,  or  to 
the  Land  Map  of  the  County  of  Kings,  as  the  case  may  be.  If  the  premises 
either  from  or  to  which  such  removal  is  made  is  in  a  part  of  the  City  not  within 
the  limits  of  the  Land  Map  of  the  City  of  Nezu  York  or  the  Land  Map  of  the 
County  of  Kings,  the  record  of  such  removal  shall  be  indexed  according  to  the 
name  of  the  street,  avenue  or  road  to  or  frorn  zvhich  such  removal  is  made,^  in 
addition  to  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  procuring  such 
removal  or  receiving  the  articles  so  removed.  If  the  premises  either  from  or  to 
which  such  removal  is  made  is  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the 
record  of  such  removal  shall  be  indexed  according  to  the  Post  Office  address  of 
said  premises  in  addition  to  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations 
procuring  such  removal  or  receiving  the  articles  so  removed. 

"Upon  the  application  of  any  party  interested  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses, 
in  his  discretion,  for  good  cause,  may  order  the  report  of  a  removal  sealed. 
Such  report  shall  not  be  deemed  a  public  document.  Information  of  such  re- 
moval shall  not  be  divulged  except  upon  an  order  of  a  City  Magistrate  or  a 
Court  of  record. 

"It  shall  be  unlazvful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  procuring  the  re- 
moval of  any  of  the  properties  herein  described,  or  receiving  the  same,  to  give 
to  the  owner  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  employed  to  remove  such  property  a 
fictitious  name  or  refuse  to  giz'c  the  correct  name  of  the  ozvncr  or  the  party  in 
possession  of  said  property,  or  wilfully  deceive  him  as  to  the  same.  Any  public 
cartman  upon  conviction  by  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses  for  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  suspension  or  the  revocation  of  his  license  or  the 
imposition  of  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $10  for  each  offense. 

"Sec.  2.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

"Note — New  matter  in  italics.'' 
By  section  51  of  the  Charter,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  vested  with  power  "to 
provide  for  the  licensing  and  otherwise  regulating  the  business  *  *  *  public  cartmen. 
*  *  *  " 

While  one  or  more  of  the  provisions  of  this  proposed  ordinance  may  possibly 
be  open  to  legal  objection,  yet  on  the  whole,  in  view  of  certain  decisions  of  our 
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courts,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  would  be  held  to  be  within  the 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  the  sale  and  prescribing  the  weight  and  quality  of  bread 
m  the  loaf,  and  prescribmg  a  standard  loaf,  sold  or  offered  for  sale  within  The  Citv 
of  New  York.  ^ 
Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows- 
Section  1.    All  bread  rnade  or  procured  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  sold,  offered  or 
exposed  for  sale  m  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  made  in  a  clean  and'sanitary  place 
of  good  and  wholesome  flour  or  meal,  tind  shall  contain  no  deleterious  substance  or 
material. 

Section  2.  Every  loaf  of  bread  made  or  procured  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  sold, 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall  weigh  a  pound  avoirdupois 
(except  as  hereinafter  provided),  and  such  loaf  shall  be  considered  to  be  the  standard 
loaf  in  The  City  of  New  York.  Bread  may  also  be  made  or  procured  for  the  purpose 
of  sale,  sold,  offered  or  exposed'  for  sale  in  half,  three-quarter,  double,  triple,  quadruple, 
quintuple  or  sextuple  loaves,  and  in  no  other  way. 

Every  loaf  of  bread  made  or  procured  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  sold,  offered  or 
exposed  for  sale  in  the  city,  shall  have  affixed  thereon  in  a  conspicuous  place  a  label 
at  least  one  inch  square,  or,  if  round,  at  least  one  inch  in  diameter,  upon  which  label 
there  shall  be  printed  in  plain  type,  the  letters  and  figures  of  which  label  shall  be 
printed  in  black  ink  upon  white  paper,  the  weight  of  the  loaf  in  pounds,  or  fraction  of 
a  pound,  avoirdupois,  whether  the  loaf  be  a  standard  loaf  or  not.  The  business  name 
and  address  of  the  maker,  baker  or  manufacturer  of  the  loaf  shall  also  be  printed 
plainly  on  each  label. 

Section  3.  Every  maker,  baker  or  manufacturer  of  bread,  every  proprietor  of 
a  bakery  or  bakeshop,  and  every  seller  of  bread  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall 
keep  scales  and  weights  suitable  for  the  weighing  of  bread  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  baker}'-,  bakeshop  or  store,  and  shall,  when  ever  requested  by  the  buyer,  and  in 
the  buyer's  presence,  weigh  the  loaf  or  loaves  of  bread  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

Section  4.  If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  make,  or  procure  for  the 
purpose  of  sale,  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  within  The  City  of  New  York  any  bread 
which  is  not  made  of  good  and  wholesome  flour  or  meal,  any  bread  which  contains 
a  deleterious  substance  or  material,  any  bread  the  loaf  or  loaves  of  which  are  not 
standard,  half,  three-quarter,  double,  triple,  quadruple,  quintuple  or  sextuple  loaves, 
as  defined  in  section  2  of  this  Ordinance,  or  any  bread  which  is  not  made  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  place,  or  shall  make  or  procure  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  sell,  offer  or 
expose  for  sale  within  The  City  of  New  York  any  standard  loaf  or  loaves  of  bread 
which  do  not  weigh  one  pound,  or  any  bread  the  loaf  or  loaves  of  which  do  not 
have  affixed  thereon  the  label  marked  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  any  bread  the 
loaf  or  loaves  of  which  do  not  weigh  as  much  as  the  weight  marked  thereon,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  other  than  the  provisions  of  section  1  and 
section  4  (so  far  as  section  4  relates  to  violations  of  section  1),  shall  not  apply  to 
crackers,  pretzels,  biscuits,  buns,  scones,  rolls,  or  loaves  of  fancy  bread  weighing 
less  than  one-fourth  of  a  pound  avoirdupois,  or  to  what  is  commonly  known  as 
"stale  bread,"  sold  as  such  provided  the  seller  shall  at  the  time  of  sale  expressly 
state  to  the  buyer  that  the  bread  so  sold  is  stale  bread.

Dear  Sir— Pursuant  to  subdivision  7,  section  188  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter,  I  hereby  respectfully  request  the  issue  of  special  revenue  bonds  in  the  sum  of 
$10,000,  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  medical  and  surgical  supplies  for  the  use  of 
this  department. 

The  budgetary  allowance  for  the  Department  of  Correction  for  the  purchase  of 
medical  and  surgical  supplies  is  $5,000,  and  is  segregated  within  the  money  allowed 
to  the  General  Drug  Department  of  the  Department  of  Public  Charities. 

Up  to  June  1,  1917,  the  distributions  by  them  to  our  institutions,  have  aggregated 
$6,057.49,  leaving  a  deficit  at  the  present  time  amounting  to  $1,057.49.  This  deficit  is 
caused  by  the  unprecedented  increase  in  the  cost  of  gauze,  absorbent  cotton,  and  in 
fact  all  medical  supplies,  and  the  additional  money  requested  is  to  provide  proper 
medical  treatment  for  the  inmates,  during  the  balance  of  the  year. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  inmates  is  one  of  the  important  factors  considered 
by  the  Parole  Commission  in  determining  eligibilty  for  parole,  it  is  therefore  in- 
cumbent upon  the  Department  of  Correction  to  provide  facilities  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  inmates  especially  those  suffering  from  contagious  venereal  diseases 
and  drug  addiction. 

Also  in  addition  to  those  sentenced  to  our  institutions,  the  Judges  are  committing 
drug  addicts  to  the  Workhouse  Hospital  for  treatment  prior  to  passing  sentence.

Sir — The  communication  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Correc- 
tion to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  dated  June  11,  1917,  No.  1682,  in 
which  a  request  is  made  for  the  issue  of  special  revenue  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $10,000 
for  the  purchase  of  medical  and  surgical  supplies,  need  not  have  been  addressed  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  appropriations  for  medical  and  surgical  supplies  for  the  Departments  of 
Public  Charities,  Health,  Correction  and  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  have  been 
depleted  to  such  an  extent  by  the  continued  rise  in  prices  that  there  are  not  sufficient 
funds  available  to  let  a  joint  contract  for  the  medical  and  surgical  supplies  necessary 
to  the  activities  of  these  departments  during  the  third  quarter. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  let  a  contract  for  these  supplies  within  the  ensuing  weeks. 
A  proposed  contract  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Central  Purchase  Committee.  Owing 
to  the  fluctuation  of  prices  it  will  be  impossible  to  tell  at  present  just  how  much 
money  will  be  needed  by  each  or  all  of  the  four  departments  concerned  until  bids 
have  been  received.  In  any  event,  revenue  bonds  will  be  necessary  for  the  payment 
of  the  contract,  and,  in,  my  opinion,  this  is  an  emergency  which  falls  properly  within 
the  provisions  of  subdivision  7,  section  188  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter.

Dear  Sir — As  requested  in  your  communication  of  May  22,  1917,  I  have  had  three 
bridges  under  your  jurisdiction  on  the  drive  in  Forest  Park  examined  with  reference 
to  repairs  needed  to  these  bridges. 

The  following  shows  approximately  what  repairs  are  needed  and  also  gives  an 
estimate  of  cost  for  making  same. 

Bridge  No.  1,  which  carries  the  drive  over  the  Rockaway  Division  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad.  This  is  a  steel  viaduct  214  feet  long,  wtih  a  roadway  20  feet  wide 
and  two  sidewalks  each  6  feet  3  inches  wide.  Carpenters  are  now  at  work  replanking 
the  roadway  and  sidewalks  and  repairing  the  lower  deck  flooring.  In  general,  the 
stringers  and  lower  deck  flooring  on  the  roadway  are  still  serviceable.  Some  of  the 
stringers  are  in  poor  condition,  but  can  be  reinforced  without  much  trouble  by  placing 
additional  stringers  alongside  those  which  are  defective.  Several  of  the  '2-inch  by 
2-inch  by  5-16-inch  angle  lateral  braces,  which  hold  the  sidewalk  brackets  normal  to 
the  girders,  are  badly  rusted  but  are  not  worth  repairing  and  can  be  cut  out.  The 
sidewalk  stringers  serve  for  bracing.  The  railing  needs  some  small  repairs ;  the  bent 
or  broken  scrolls  could  be  cut  out  and  loose  pickets  reriveted.  All  masonry  work  is 
in  good  condition. 

Bridge  No.  2,  which  carries  the  drive  over  Myrtle  Avenue.  This  is  a  steel  viaduct 
110  feet  long  with  a  roadway  20  feet  wide  and  two  sidewalks  each  6  feet  3  inches 
wide.  Repairs  are  needed  to  the  roadway  and  sidewalk  floors  similar  to  the  repairs 
now  being  made  to  the  flooring  at  Bridge  No.  1.  There  are  defects  in  the  sidewalk 
bracket  bracing  and  railings  similar  to  those  given  above  for  Bridge  No.  1.  The 
masonry  is  in  good  condition. 

Bridge  No.  3,  which  carries  the  drive  over  the  Main  Line  Division  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad.  This  is  a  steel  viaduct  125  feet  long  with  a  roadway  20  feet  wide 
and  two  sidewalks  each  8  feet  wide.  The  railing  is  in  bad  condition,  the  scrolls  being 
badly  bent  and  the  channel  under  the  pipe  cap  rusted  out.  The  upper  portions  of  the 
newel  post  should  be  removed  and  covers  made  for  four  newel  posts  to  keep  out 
water. 

The  steel  structure  of  each  bridge  is  almost  entirely  without  protection  against 
rust,  and  the  need  of  painting  is  apparent  and  urgent. 

With  the  exception  of  minor  defects  above  mentioned  the  steel  work  on  the  bridges 
is  in  good  condition  and  the  deterioration  from  rust  thus  far  is  not  serious. 

It  is  estimated  that  for  the  structural  repairs  on  the  bridges,  including  the  rail-

Sir — In  accordance  with  your  request,  the  above  matter  was  investigated  and  the 
Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision  reports  thereon  as  follows : 

An  inspection  of  these  bridges  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  the  1917  budget 
showed  that  they  were  in  bad  condition,  and  an  allowance  of  departmental  labor  and 
materials  was  made  for  the  repair  of  Bridges  No.  1  and  No.  2,  the  Commissioner 
agreeing  to  repair  No.  3  from  his  1916  appropriations. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  material  the  allowance  for  material  for  these 
two  bridges  only  proved  sufficient  for  repairing  the  superstructures  of  Bridge  No.  1, 
and  nothing  has  been  done  to  Bridges  No.  2  and  No.  3. 

While  the  iron  work  of  these  bridges  has  been  painted  within  the  last  two  years, 
this  painting  was  very  indifferently  done,  little  attempt  apparently  having  been  made  to 
scrape  off  flakes  of  rust  and  to  do  other  work  necessary  before  the  painting. 

The  amount  requested  for  repairing  these  bridges  is  reasonable  and  the  work 
should  be  done,  but  it  is  work  for  which  the  mechanical  force  of  the  Park  Department 
is  not  properly  equipped  and  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  City  if  the 
work  were  to  be  done  by  the  Department  of  Plant  and  Structures. 

No  funds  are  available  in  the  Park  Department  for  this  work.

To  the  Armory  Board: 

Gentlemen— On  February  21,  1917,  you  referred  to  the  Bureau  of  Contract  Super- 
vision for  consideration  and  recommendation  the  question  of  changing  the  lighting 
systems  in  the  large  drill  hall,  47th  Infantry  Armory  and  in  the  drill  hall,  14th  In- 
fantry Armory. 

At  the  14th  Infantry  Armory  it  is  proposed  to  substitute  a  single  unit  lighting 
system  in  place  of  the  combination  gas  and  electric  coronas  now  there,  and  make 
necessary  repairs  and  replacements  in  the  company  rooms,  and  the  rifle  range. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  that 
under  the  plan  for  the  new  lighting  system  as  prepared  by  them,  there  will  be  about 
fifty  per  cent,  increased  illumination  with  about  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent, 
reduction  in  cost.  During  1916  the  cost  for  lighting,  which  is  by  electricity  only, 
was  $844.20.  It  is  estimated  under  the  proposed  system  the  cost  will  be  about 
$561.60,  or  a  saving  of  about  $282.  The  activities  at  all  armories  have  been  very 
much  increased  over  1916,  so  the  actual  saving  would  probably  be  much  greater. 

At  the  47th  Regiment  Armory  the  work  proposed  in  the  large  drill  hall  is 
similar  to  the  work  proposed  in  the  drill  hall  at  the  14th  Regiment  Armory,  and  the 
fixtures  are  of  the  same  type.  Both  gas  and  electricity  are  used  for  lighting  at  this 
armory.  , 

The  cost  of  illumination  during  1916  was  $1,164.60.  It  is  estimated  by  the  De- 
partment of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  that  under  the  new  system  the  cost 
would  be  $561.66  per  year  if  the  activities  are  not  greater  than  1916  with  fifty  per 
cent,  increased  illumination.  This  would  show  a  saving  of  about  $603  per  year  over 
the  old  system,  exclusive  of  the  yearly  cost  of  repairs,  of  about  $200  to  $300,  to 
glassware  of  the  old  fixtures. 

That  this  saving  can  actually  be  made  is  borne  out  by  the  experience  at  the 
13th  Regiment  Armory.  The  lighting  for  the  months  of  January  and  February,  1915, 
which  was  all  by  gas,  cost  $1,364.33,  and  for  the  same  two  months  of  1917,  all  by 
electricity  cost  $285,  or  a  saving  of  $1,079.33  for  the  two  months  noted  as  compared 
with  1915,  with  increased  activities  and  better  illumination. 
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The  47lh  and  14th  Regiment  Armories  contain  the  only  drill  halls  in  the  Borough 
of  Brooklyn  which  are  not  equipped  with  the  single  unit  lighting  system. 

The  cost  of  this  work  is  estimated  as  follows  : 

14th  Infantry  Armory    $2,500  00 

47th  Infantry  Armory    1,600  00 

Total   $4,100  00

artery  leading  to  Philadelphia  and  the  south  Jersey  summer  resorts,  and  should  be 
put  in  shape  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  this  year.  It  is  also  important 
for  military  purposes. 

The  plans  and  specifications,  with  form  of  contract,  for  this  last  section,  have 
been  approved,  and  the  approval  of  your  Board  will  make  it  possible  for  me  to 
begin  work  at  once  upon  the  unfinished  portion. 

I  feel  that  by  so  doing  the  City  will  save  not  only  time,  but  money,  for  the 
reason  that  labor  and  material  have  gone  up  in  price  since  the  last  bidding  for  the 
section  now  under  construction. 

The  contractor  on  that  section  has  agreed  to  enter  into  a  contract  to  finish 
the  work  at  the  bid  price  of  the  last  contract,  for  the  reason  that  he  has  all  his 
equipment  and  a  good  organization  of  men  on  the  work  at  the  present  time.  I  am 
particularly  anxious  to  complete  this  road  before  the  fall  sets  in,  and  respectfully 
request,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  would  be  a  saving  of  time  and  money,  your 
immediate  action  upon  the  attached  resolution.

Sir — The  amount  requested  for  the  1917  budget  by  the  Department  of  Plant  and 
Structures  for  Motor  Vehicle  Materials  and  Repairs  was  $4,100,  which  amount  was 
slightly  more  than  double  the  actual  expenditures  for  these  purposes  in  the  first  six 
months  of  1916.  It  was  believed  that  the  allowance  on  this  basis  would  be  adequate 
because  during  the  first  six  months  of  1916  the  Municipal  Garage  was  operated  with 
old  cars  obtained  from  the  various  City  departments.  These  old  cars,  which  were  in 
bad  condition  and  needed  continual  repairs,  were  sold  at  auction  later  in  the  year  and 
were  replaced  by  54  new  automobiles  purchased  in  April  and  May. 

The  amount  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  1917  was 
$3,800,  the  reduction  of  $300  under  the  request  being  made  from  the  items  "Tires," 
"Tubes"  and  "Chains,"  on  the  ground  that  these  items  belonged  and  were  allowed  under 
the  account  "Motor  Vehicle  Equipment." 

The  division  of  the  total  allowance  to  the  two  accounts  was  also  proportioned  as 
suggested  by  the  Department  of  Plant  and  Structures. 

The  Department  reports  that  its  estimate  of  the  cost  of  repairs  will  be  insufficient, 
as  the  entire  allowance  for  the  year  will  be  exhausted  by  the  end  of  this  month.  At 
this  rate  of  expenditure  for  Materials  and  Repairs,  the  additional  sum  of  $4,500  re- 
quested will  be  needed  to  keep  the  Municipal  Garage  in  operation  for  the  balance  of 
the  year.

The  item  for  Motor  Vehicle  Supplies  is  necessary  because  of  the  fact  that 
instead  of  purchasing  one  two-ton  motor  truck  as  provided  for  in  the  1917  Budget, 
the  department  found  it  to  the  advantage  of  the  City  to  purchase  three  Ford  pick-up 
trucks.  These  three  trucks  will  require  more  gasoline  and  oil  than  was  provided 
for  the  proposed  two-ton  truck.  The  gasoline  budget  allowance  was  based  on  an 
estimated  cost  per  gallon  of  twenty  cents,  whereas  it  has  averaged  twenty-five  cents 
per  gallon. 

The  request  of  $4,000  for  materials  is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  department  has 
been  obliged  to  pay  unit  prices,  which  are  about  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  excess  of 
those  on  which  the  budget  estimate  was  based  and  as  a  result  a  large  portion  of  the 
work  for  which  the  budget  allowance  was  intended  to  provide  for  is  still  to  be  done 
and  while  the  department  has  labor  and  mechanics'  time  for  a  portion  of  this  work 
the  appropriation  for  materials  is  nearly  exhausted.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  section  562  of  article  27  of  chapter  5  of  the  Code  of 
Ordinances,  relating  to  "elevators." 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 
Section  1.    Section  562  of  article  27  of  chapter  5  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  re- 
lating to  "elevators"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
§562.  Permits. 

No  passenger  or  freight  elevator,  except  a  hand  power  elevator  having  a  rise  of 
less  than  35  feet,  shall  hereafter  be  installed  or  altered  in  any  building,  nor  shall  any 
amusement  device  be  hereafter  constructed  or  altered,  until  the  owner  or  lessee,  or 
the  agent,  architect  or  contractor,  or  any  of  them,  shall  have  submitted  to  the'  super- 
intendent of  buildings,  in  such  form  as  the  superintendent  may  prescribe,  an  appli- 
cation accompanied  by  plans  and  drawings  showing  the  proposed  construction  and 
mode  of  operation,  and  such  application  has  been  approved  by  the  supermtendent 
and  a  permit  has  been  issued  by  him.  Repairs  to  elevators  and  amusement  devices 
may  be  made  without  filing  such  application,  except  when  such  repairs  include  a 
change  in  the  type  of  elevator  or  of  its  motive  power,  or  when  any  change  in  safety 
devices  or  operating  mechanism  is  made. 

Sec.  2.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  in  Favor  of  Adopting  an  Ordinance  to 
Amend  the  Code  of  Ordinances  Relating  to  Garages,  Motor  Vehicle  Repair 
Shops  and  Oil  Selling  Stations. 
The  Committee  on  Buildings,  to  which  was  referred  on  June  19,  1917  (Minutes, 
page  577),  the  annexed  ordinance  to  amend  sections  2,  72,  73  and  470  of  chapter  5,  and 
repealing  section  152  of  chapter  10  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  in  relation  to  garages, 
motor  vehicle  repair  shops  and  oil  selling  stations,  respectfully 

REPORTS  : 

That  this  matter  has  been  before  the  Committee  in  various  forms  since  February 
6,  1917.  The  several  ordinances  have  been  considered  at  public  hearings  at  which  were 
the  Building  Superintendents  of  the  different  boroughs,  the  Deputy  Fire  Commissioner, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Standards  and  Appeals  and  representatives  of  various 
interested  concerns.  Quite  a  number  of  objections  were  raised  on  different  provisions 
of  the  various  ordinances,  and  it  was  decided  to  submit  the  matter  to  a  special  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  several  Superintendents  of  Buildings,  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Standards  and  Appeals  and  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.  The  proposed  ordinance  is  the  fruit  of  such  conference.  It  is 
generally  conceded  that  some  relief  should  be  granted  to  owners  of  property  which 
has  become  vacant  and  untenantable  by  changes  of  conditions,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  proposed  ordinance  offers  the  best  solution  of  a  difficult  problem,  and  hence  the 
Committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Sections  2,  72,  73  and  470  of  Chapter  5  and  repealing 
Section  152  of  Chapter  10  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  in  relation  to  garages,  motor 
vehicle  repair  shops  and  oil  selling  stations. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  2  )f  article  1  of  chapter  5  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances  is 
hereby  amended  by  repealing  the  last  paragraph  thereof  reading: 

[j.  A  garage  is  a  building,  shed  or  enclosure,  or  any  portion  thereof,  in  which 
a  motor  vehicle,  containing  volatile  inflammable  oil  in  its  fuel  storage  tank,  is  stored, 
housed  or  kept,]  and  adding  thereto  a  paragraph  reading: 

j.  The  terms  "garage",  "storage  garage",  "non-storage  garage",  "motor  vehicle 
repair  shop"  and  "oil  selling  station"  shall  have  the  meanings  indicated  in  chapter  10 
of  the  Code  of  Ordinances. 

Sec.  2.  Paragraph  g,  of  sub-division  1,  of  section  72„  of  article  4,  of  chapter  5 
of  the  Code  of  Ordinances  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

g.  Every  business  building  exceeding  fifty  feet  in  height,  used  as  a  garage, 
motor  vehicle  repair  shop  or  oil  selling  station  within  the  fire  limits  [ ;  every  garage 
within]  or  the  suburban  limits  [exceeding  600  square  feet  in  area  or  15  feet  in 
height,  or  not  located  as  provided  in  section  91  of  this  chapter;  and  every  garage, 
outside  these  restricted  areas,  over  40  feet  in  height;  except  that  garages  not  ex- 
ceeding one  story  in  height  may  have  non-fireproof  roofs,  and  garages  not  exceeding 
two  stories  in  height  may  likewise  have  non-fireproof  roofs,  provided  the  same  are 
covered  on  the  inside  with  approved  fire  retarding  material  in  all  cases  where  motor 
vehicles,  with  volatile  inflammable  oil  in  their  fuel  tanks,  are  stored  or  kept  on  the 
upper  floor]. 

Sec.  3.  Section  73  of  article  4  of  chapter  5  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  sub-division  as  follows: 

3.  Special  fire  protection.  In  all  non-fireproof  buildings  hereafter  erected  or 
hereafter  altered  or  converted  to  be  used  as  garages,  motor  vehicle  repair  shops  or 
oil  selling  stations  the  columns  and  girders,  unless  oi  fireproof  cotvstruction,  and 
all  wood  floor  and  roof  construction  shall  be  covered  and  protected  on  all  sides  with 
such  fire  retarding  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  of 
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the  Board  of  Standards  and  Appeals,  except  that  when  such  buildings  are  not  more 
than  one  story  high,  without  basement  or  cellar,  such  protection  shall  not  be  required 
for  the  roof  construction. 

Existing  non-fireproof  buildings  heretofore  occupied  as  garages,  motor  vehicle 
repair  shops  or^  oil  selling  stations  shall  not  be  required  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  sub-division,  except  as  may  be  specifically  provided  in  rules  hereafter  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Standards  and  Appeals. 

Sec.  4.  Section  470  of  article  22  of  chapter  5  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  470.  Height.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  specifically  provided  in  this 
chapter,  or  in  the  rules  authorized  thereunder,  no  frame  building  or  structure  here- 
after erected  or  enlarged  shall  exceed  40  feet  in  height,  except  that  buildings  used 
in  whole  or  in  part  as  garages,  motor  vehicle  repair  shops  or  oil  selling  stations  shall 
not  exceed  25  feet  in  height.  ■ 

Sec.  5.  Section  152  of  article  11  of  chapter  10  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances  •  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  for  authority  to  install  water 
meters  in  apartment  houses,  and  the  Committee  having  held  three  public  hearings,  one 
in  City  Hall,  one  in  Public  School  27,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  one  in  the  Local 
Board  Room  of  The  Bronx,  and  there  appeared  in  favor  of  said  request  Hon.  Willian; 
Williams,  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity;  Deputy  Commissioner 
Wilcox,  Mr.  Frederick  G.  DeBerard,  Mr.  Frank  and  Deputy  Commissioner  McGeehan, 
of  The  Bronx.

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January  14,  1913,  to  Mr.  Harding,  of  the  Highbridge  Taxpayers'  Alliance,  •  that  an 
ordinance  compelling  tenement  house  owners,  to  install  water  meters  is  unnecessary^ 
installation  of  which  would  be  an  added  burden  and  a  detriment  to  the  cleanly  and 
sanitary  condition  of  the  home,  and  further  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
vicious  tenants  would  take  advantage  of  their  landlords  for  any  petty  or  malicious 
grievance  by  allowing  the  water  to  run  continuously  and  incidentally  the  supply-  of 
water  would  be  wasted. 

It,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  accompanying  request  be  placed  on  file.

Sir — I  address  you  on  the  subject  of  the  charges  for  water  used  by  what  are 
known  as  "apartment  houses"  in  Greater  New  York  and  I  purpose  showing  that 
this  department  should  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  install  meters 
therein,  on  the  ground  that  under  frontage  rates  (fixed  annual  charges)  there  exists 
gross '  discrimination  in  favor  of  these  buildings  as  against  private-  dwellings,  par- 
ticularly one-family  houses,  and  that  apartment  houses  do  not  bear  their  fair  share 
of  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  municipal,  water  works..  .  r 

The  charges  for  .  water  service  on  buildings  used  exclusively  for  residential  pur- 
poses under  the  frontage  rate  ordinance  are  made  up  of  five  principal  items:  (1)  the 
frontage  rate  proper,  based  on  the  width  of  the  building,,  (2)  the  charge  for  extra 
stories,  (3)  the  charge  for  extra  families,  (4)  -the  charge,  for  extra  toilets,  (5)  the 
charge  for  extra  baths.  No  discrimination  in  favor  of  large  buildings  exists  under 
items  3,  4  and  5,  but  under  items  1  and  2  the  discrimination  is  marked.  For- instance, 
a  typical  three-story  private  dwelling,  built  on  a  lot  25  feet  in  width,  pays  under 
items  1  and  2  a  total  of  $10  per  annum,  while  a  twelve-story  apartment  house,  cover- 
ing a  whole  block,  200  feet  in  width,  pays  under  these  items  a  total  of  only  $5S  per 
annum.  If  the  charges  on  the  apartment  house  were  the  same  in  proportion  to  its 
width  and  height  as  the  charges  on  the  private .  dwelling,  the  apartment  house  would 
have  to  pay  32  times  as  much  as  the  private  dwelling  instead  of  only  5^  times  as 
much,  as  is  now  the  case.  In  other  words,  the  total  charge  under  items  1  and  2 
would  be  $320  instead  of  only  $55.  • 

Prior  to  June  10,  1913,  meters  had  been  installed  in  a  number  of  apartment 
houses,  but  on  that  date  the  Board  of  Aldermen  amended  the  ordinance  relating 
to  water  charges  so  as  to  make  the  frontage  rates  clearly  applicable  to  residential 
buildings  more  than  five  stories  in  height  as  well  as  to  smaller  buildings,  and  since 
that  time  the  department  has  been  obliged,  upon  demand,  to  consent  to  the  rernoval 
of  meters  from  apartment  houses.  It  is  thus  in  a  position  to  contrast  the  figures' 
showing  what  these  apartment  houses  paid  for  water  while  they  were  on  meter 
rates  with  what  they  now  pay  on  frontage  rates.  We  have- selected  the  following 
twelve  typical  instances,_  of  which  eight  are  in  Manhattan,  two  in  Brooklyn,  one  in 
the  Bronx  and  one  in  Richmond  : 

1.  The  Minnewaska,  an  eight-story  apartment  house  at  2  West  88th  Street,  and 
the  Mohonk,  a  seven-story  apartment  house  at  275  Central  Park  West,  are  owned 
by  the  same  person,  have  a  common  basement  and  cross-connected  water  services. 
These  buildings  have  one  hot  water  and  steam-heating  plant  and  one  refrigerating 
plant  in  common.  Prior  to  January  30,  1915,  they  were  metered,  but  upon  that  date, 
upon  application  of  the  owner,  permits  were  issued  for  the  removal  of  the  meters 
and  the  buildings  were  placed  upon  frontage  rates.  The  charges  for  water  for  the 
twelve  months  from  January  27.  1914,  to  January  30.  1915,  immediately  prior  to  the 
removal  of  the  meters,  were  $1,871.90,  whereas  the  annual  rates  on  the  basis  of  the 
frontage  rate  ordinance,  applicable  to  these  buildines  since  the  removal  of  the  meters, 
amount  to  only  $474,  or  less  than  27  per  cent,  of  the.  charges  for  the  preceding  year, 
based  upon  the  actual  consumption  of  water  at  the  regular  meter  rate  of  10  cents  per 
hundred  cubic  feet.  In  the  case  of  these  buildings  alone,  the  City  is  losing  over 
$1,300  a  year  by  reason  of  the  removal  of  the  meters. 

2.  The  Colonial  Studio,  a  fourteen-story  apartment  house  at  39-41  West  67th 
Street,  was  formerly  entirely  metered,  and,  on. the  basis  of  the  actual  consumption  at 
meter  rates,  the  meter  charges  amounted  to  approximatelv  S679  per  annum.  At  the 
present  time  no  portion  of  this  building  is  metered,  except"  the  restnurant  in  the  base- 
ment, and  the  water  charges  have  been  reduced  to  approximately  $280  per  annum.  ^ 

3.  The  Pamlico,  an  eight-stOry  apartment  house  at  97-98  Central  Park  West, 
when  fully  metered,  paid  approximately  $394  per  annum.  Now,  with  the  meter  taken 
out,  it  pays  only  $153  per  annum  at  frontage  rates. 

4.  The  Muskoka,  a  nine-story  apartment  house  at  148  East  35th  Street,  when 
fully  metered,  paid  approximately  $401  per  annum.  Since  the  meter  has  been  re- 
moved, the  charge  at  frontage  rates  is  only  $235.

5.  The  St.  Urban,  a  twelve-story  apartment  house  at  285  Central  Park  West, 
has  two  high  pressure  boilers  and  two  ice  machines.  When  the  service  was  metered 
the  water  charge  amounted  to  approximately  $2,558  per  annum.  The  meter  has  been 
removed  and  now  the  annual  rate  charge  on  the  -frontage  basis  is  only  $812  per  annum. 

6.  The  Braender,  a  ten-story  apartment  hous?  at  418  Central  Park  .West,  when 
fully  metered,  paid  a  charge  of  approximately  $1,225  per  annum.  With  the  meters 
removed  it  pays  only  $510  per  annum. 

7.  The  eleven-story  apartment  house  at  130-134  East  67th  Street,  when  fully 
metered,  paid  approximately  $1,129  per  annum.  Since  the  meter  has  been  removed 
it  pays  only  $582  per  annum. 

8.  The  Avonmore,  a  seven-story  apartment  house  at  2129-2133  Broadway,  when 
fully  metered,  paid  approximately  $614  per  annum.  Now,  at  frontage  rates,  it  pays 
only  $197. 

9.  The  five-story  apartment  house  at  1064  Franklin  Avenue,  The  Bronx,  when 
fully  metered,  paid  approximately  $435  a  year.  With  the  meter  removed,  it  now  pays 
only  $194  at  frontage  rates. 

10.  The  seven-story  apartment  houses  at  53-55  Pineapple  Street  and  97-99  Hicks 
Street,  Brooklyn,  whose  water  services  are  interconnected,  formerly  paid  approxi- 
mately $440  per  annum  at  meter  rates.  Since  the  meters  were  removed  the  frontage 
rate  charge  is  only  $213. 

11.  The  eight-story  apartment  house  at  111-117  Montague  Street,  Brooklyn, 
when  fully  metered  paid  approximately  $435  per  annum.  Since  the  meter  was  re- 
moved it  now  pays,  at  frontage  rates,  only  $251. 

12.  The  seven-story  Castleton  apartments  at  St.  George,  Borough  of  Richmond, 
when  fully  metered,  paid  an  average  charge  of  about  $390  per  annum.  Now  that  the 
meters  have  been  removed  this  building  pays,  at  frontage  rates,  only  $192. 

The  aggregate  amount  received  by  the  City  every  year  for  water  consumed  in 
these  twelve  buildings  while  they  paid  at  meter  rates  was  approximately  $10,481,  while 
the  corresponding  sum  they  now  pay  at  frontage  rates  is  $4,093.  The  Water  Register 
roughly  estimates  that  on  the  average  (taking  large  and  small  apartment  houses  to- 
gether) the  amount  derived  by  the  City  from  the  sale  of  water  is  about  $300  less  per 
apartment  house  on  frontage  rates  than  it  would  be  on  rrieter  rates.  At  the  regular 
meter  rate  water  costs  apartment  houses  only  one  cent  per  75  gallons.  On  frontage 
rates  they  pay  even  less  than  this  small  amount  and,  what  is  quite  as  important,  less 
than  their  fair  share  as  contrasted  with  private  dwellings,  particularly  one-family 
houses.  The  fact  is  that  the  frontage  rates,  which  were  devised  some  seventy  years 
ago,  long  before  the  modern  luxurious  and  elaborate  apartment  house  with  high 
pressure  steam  boilers  and  ice  making  machines  was  ever  thought  of,  are  not  adapted 
to  such  houses. 

The  illustrations  given  are  sufficient  to  show  that  if  the  large  apartment  houses 
in  the  City  were  required  to  pay  for  the  amount  of  water  actually  consumed  at  the 
same  rate  that  stores,  hotels,  factories  and  metered  private  dwellings  pay,  the  result 
would  be  a  large  increase  in  the  City's  revenues  from  a  class  of  owners  who  are  now 
escaping  their  fair  share  of  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  municipal  water  works 
and  yet  who  are  well  able  to  contribute  such  share. 

Section  475  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  602  of  the 
Laws  of  1916,  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"The  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  is  authorized  in  his 
discretion  to  install,  or  cause  to  be  installed,  water  meters,  the  pattern  and 
maximum  price  of  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  any  or 
all  stores,  workshops,  hotels,  manufactories,  office  buildings,  public  edifices,  at 
wharves,  ferry  houses,  stables  and  in  all  places  in  which  water  is  furnished  for 
business  consumption  and,  if  authorized  thereto  by  resolution  or  ordinance  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  in  any  or  all  apartment  houses,  tenements,  flat  houses  and  pri-. 
vate  dwellings,  and  upon  written  demand  of  the  owner  of  any  lot  or  premises  to 
which  such  water  is  supplied  he  shall  install,  or  cause  to  be  installed,  a  meter  or 
meters." 

Prior  to  the  amendment  of  1916,  it  was  at  least  doubtful  whether  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  could  have  authorized  the  metering  of  apartment  houses,  without  at  the 
same  time  including  "tenements,"  "flat  houses"  and  "private  dwellings."  Last  year 
the  department  secured  an  amendment  to  the  law,  in  part  for  the  precise  purpose  of 
enabling  the  Board  to  authorize  the  installation  of  meters  in  either  "apartment  houses," 
"tenements,"  "flat  houses"  or  "private  dwellings,"  without  the  necessity  of  doing  so 
as  to  all  of  these  classes  of  residential  buildings.  It  is  my  purpose  to  lay  before  you 
in  the  near  future  certain  proposed  amendments  to  chapter  25  of  the  Code  of  Ordi- 
nances which  will  provide  for  the  establishment  of  minimum  and  service  charges  on

metered  connections,  for  the  acquisition  by  the  City  of  the  meters  now  in  service,  and 
for  the  installation  and  maintenance  by  the  City  of  meters  hereafter  put  into  service 
But  these  proposed  recommendations  constitute  no  ground  for  further  delaying  the 
installation  of  meters  in  apartment  houses.  They  are  relatively  unimportant  as  a 
preliminary  to  the  extension  of  the  meter  system  to  apartment  houses,  for  these 
establishments  are  as  a  rule  large  users  of  water  and  the  City's  revenue  therefrom 
will  be  sufficient  without  minimum  charges,  once  meters  are  installed.  Furthermore, 
the  character  of  their  occupancy  is  such  as  to  render  unlikely  any  material  curtailment 
in  the  use  of  water  as  the  result  of  the  introduction  of  meters.  Again,  no  serious 
hardship  inures  to  the  owners  of  large  apartment  houses  in  having  to  keep  their 
meters  in  repair,  for  in  large  buildings  such  expense  is  very  small  as  compared  with 
the  amount  paid  for  water. 

A  very  special  reason  why  the  City  should  forthwith  compel  apartment  houses 
to  pay  their  fair  share  of  the  burden  of  the  cost  of  the  water  works  arises  out  of  the 
completion  of  the  new  Catskill  system  at  a  cost  of  $140,000,000,  exclusive  of  interest 
during  construction.  Upon  this  huge  sum  the  City  is  compelled  to  pay  annual  in- 
terest and  sinking  fund  charges  of  approximately  $7,000,000  or  more  than  one-half 
of  the  total  revenues  at  present  received  by  the  City  from  the  sale  of  water.  It  can 
readily  be  seen  that  with  the  assumption  of  the  burden  of  these  fixed  charges,  the 
existing  annual  surplus  of  approximately  $4,000,000  from  the  City's  water  supply  busi- 
ness will  be  turned  into  a  deficit,  for  the  time  being  at  least.  Business  prudence,  as 
well  as  common  justice  to  other  consumers,  point  therefore  to  the  necessity  of  requir- 
ing the  installation  of  meters  in  apartment  houses,  paying,  as  they  do,  on  the  average 
less  than  half  of  what  they  ought  to  pay  for  their  water  service. 

I  now  recommend,  in  order  that  the  discrimination  and  loss  of  revenue  to  which 
I  have  called  attention  may  be  terminated,  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  adopt  a  reso- 
lution substantially  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  to  install,  or  cause  to  be  installed,  water  meters  in  any  or  all 
apartment  houses  in  the  City  of  New  York,  pursuant  to  section  475  of  the  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  602  of  the  Laws  of  1916.

Dear  Sir — At  a  meeting  of  our  Association  on  April  12th,  passed  a  resolution 
to  the  effect  that  they  are  opposed  to  the  City  compelling  property  owners  to  repair 
the  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  houses,  as  the  property  owners  did  their  share  by 
deeding  over  to  the  City  that  piece  of  land  on  which  now  the  sidewalk  stands. 
Moreover  the  property  owners  had  to  pave  the  sidewalk  and  as  the  city  owns  the 
sidewalks  now  it  is  not  more  than  fair  that  the  city  should  keep  their  own  property 
in  repair.

Dear  Sir — The  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies  advertised  for  bids  on  coal 
for  use  in  the  Public  Schools  for  the  coming  Winter  and  Spring.  Bids  were  opened 
on  July  5th. 

One  bid  was  received  for  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  the  prices  exceed 
those  paid  for  the  previous  contract  by  $100,270.00. 

One  bid  was  received  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  the  prices  exceed 
those  paid  for  the  previous  contract  by  $179,718.30. 

No  bids  were  received  for  the  Boroughs  of  Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond. 
Investigation  shows  that  the  coal  handlers  in  these  Boroughs  are  not  willing  to 
submit  a  bid  for  a  yearly  contract.  One  coal  man  in  the  Borough  of  Bronx  stated 
that  he  would  be  wilHng  to  furnish  coal  on  open  market  orders. 

The  Committee  on  Supplies  has  refrained  in  the  past  from  asking  for  per- 
mission to  purchase  in  the  open  market,  and  would  not  do  so  now,  were  it  not 
that  one  million  children  may  have  to  be  kept  from  school  unless  coal  is  furnished. 

The  custom  that  has  prevailed  in  the  Department  of  Education  for  years,  has 
been  to  fill  up  the  schools  during  the  months  of  July  to  November.  This  is  abso- 
lutely essential  because  of  the  wide  territory  to  be  covered,  and  the  number  of 
schools  to  be  supplied. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  coal  which  will  be  required  for  Winter  and  Spring  will 
represent  about  100,000  tons,  and  permission  is  asked  that  the  Superintendent  of 
School  Supplies  be  permitted  to  purchase  such  quantity  up  to  100,000  tons,  as  may 
not  be  covered  by  contract  after  advertising. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  assure  you  that  if  it  can  possibly  avoid  availing  itself 
of  the  privilege  sought,  it  will  do  so,  but  because  of  the  urgency  of  the  occasion, 
and  because  your  Committee  on  Public  Letting  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may 
not  be  in  session  during  the  Summer  months,  you  are  respectfully  asked  to  accord 
us  this  permission,  so  that  the  children  will  not  be  kept  out  of  school  during  the 
coming  Winter  and  Spring.

In  connection  with  this  request,  the  Committee  on  Education  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Corporate  Stock  report  jointly  as  follows: 

As  reported  to  your  Board  by  the  Committee  on  Education  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Corporate  Stock  jointly  on  May  11,  1917  (Calendar  Number  34),  the 
corporate  stock  estimate  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  current  year  represented 
an  aggregate  of  $7,400,273,  on  the  basis  of  which  request  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Education  recommended  appropriations  aggregating  $6,203,415.  This 
recommendation  was  based  upon  the  disallowance  of  requests  aggregating  $2,318,275 
and  a  reduction  of  $691,078  in  the  several  amounts  estimated  to  be  required  for 
various  items,  making  a  total  disallowance  of  $3,009,353 ;  also  upon  the  addition 
of  $300,966  to  the  amounts  requested  for  various  items  and  of  $1,511,529  for  items 
not  requested  by  the  Board  of  Education,  a  number  of  which  were  substituted  for 
items  disallowed,  making  a  total  addition  to  the  request  $1,812,495. 

Inasmuch  as  the  aforesaid  recommendation  differed  substantially  from  the 
request  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Education,  especially  in  the  substitution  of 
changes  in  existing  buildings  for  new  construction,  the  Comptroller  sent  the  Secre- 
tary's report  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  latter  Board  concur  in  the  changes  recommended.  Pending  a  consideration  of 
the  alternative  program  proposed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Education, 
President  Willcox  urged  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  make  appro- 
priations for  all  items  about  which  there  was  no  difference  of  opinion.  Pursuant 
to  this  request,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  May  18,  1917,  appro- 
priated $4,659,036  for  items  about  which  all  were  in  agreement. 

The  alternative  program  proposed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  which  disapproves  items  in  the  original  request  for  new  construction 
aggregating  $3,009,353,  and  substituted  in  lieu  thereof  items  providing  for  the  altera- 
tion and  equipment  of  existing  buildings,  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,812,495,  was  referred 
by  the  Board  of  Education  to  a  joint  committee  composed  of  the  Committee  on 
Elementary  Schools,  the  Committee  on  Vocational  Schools  and  Industrial  Training 
and  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Sites.  At  a  meeting  held  on  June  27,  1917,  the 
Board  of  Education,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  aforesaid  joint  committee,  by 
a  vote  of  28  to  7,  approved  in  full  the  aforesaid  alternative  proposition  by  the 
adoption  of  the  first,  second,  third  and  sixth  resolutions  hereinbefore  specified. 

The  fifth  resolution  relates  to  an  item  of  $15,000  in  the  original  request  for 
ventilating  the  auditorium  of  Public  School  62,  Manhattan,  which  item  was  disallowed 
in  the  previous  report  to  your  Board  because  a  duplicate  request  for  special  revenue 
bonds,  which  has  since  been  filed,  was  then  pending  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  fourth  resolution  was  intended  to  provide  for  three  items  which  were 
disapproved  in  the  original  request,  namely,  a  site  and  48-room  building  on  Malbone 
your  Board  (Calendar  June  27,  1917,  Item  Number  42),  recommending  the  purchase 
to  replace  Public  School  11,  Richmond.  These  items  are  deemed  to  be  of  such 
urgency  that  the  Board  of  Education  proposes  to  make  provision  therefor  by  using 
funds  appropriated  in  1911  for  a  new  Central  Supply  Depository  Building,  together 
with  the  balance  of  an  authorization  made  in  1914  for  a  new  public  school  building 
at  Douglaston,  Queens.  The  original  appropriation  for  the  Central  Supply  De- 
pository was  $715,000,  which  amount  was  included  in  a  lump  sum  appropriation,  the 
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balance  of  which  now  aggregates  $739,700  as  specified.  As  stated  in  a  report  to 
your  Board  (Calendar  June  27,  1917,  item  Number  42),  recommending  the  purchase 
of  the  Van  Vliet  residence  for  school  purposes,  the  original  appropriation  for  a 
new  building  in  Douglaston  was  $127,883.  The  Board  of  Education  requested 
that  $41,000  of  this  amount  be  retained  for  the  acquisition  and  alteration  of  the 
Van  Vliet  residence,  which  amount  the  Comptroller  found  it  practicable  to  reduce  to 
$35,000,  only  one-fourth  of  which  was  applicable  to  transactions  of  the  current 
year,  thereby  increasing  the  balance  available  from  rescindment  to  $119,133. 

As  will  appear  from  the  following  table,  it  is  recommended  herein  that  the 
request  of  the  Board  of  Education  which  aggregates  $2,459,029  in  the  gross,  and 
$1,633,329  in  the  net,  after  certain  minor  adjustments  due  to  revised  estimates  of 
costs,  be  approved  to  the  extent  of  new  appropriations  which  aggregate  $2,404,951 
in  the  gross,  and  $1,546,118  in  the  net.  The  total  amount  herein  recommended 
together  with  the  previous  appropriation  of  $4,659,036,  approved  by  your  Board 
May  11-18,  1917,  will  constitute  a  net  allowance  of  $6,205,154  for  new  school  buildings 
and  sites,  including  allowances  for  high  schools  and  contingencies.

When  the  reorganization  was  started  early  in  1915  there  were  approximately  1 17,000 
pupils  on  part-time  and  double  session.  As  shown  on  page  19  of  the  printed  report 
considered  by  your  Board  on  May  11-18,  1917,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto, 
this  $12,416,456,  when  expended,  will  reduce  the  number  of  pupils  on  part-time  and 
double  session  to  approximately  17,000.  In  other  words,  a  full  school  day  with  more 
adequate  facilities  will  have  been  provided  for  approximately  100,000  pupils  previously 
on  part-time  and  double  session.  Under  the  old  plan  of  reserving  a  classroom  for 
each  class,  and  on  the  basis  of  forty  pupils  per  class,  1,200  new  classrooms  would 
have  been  required  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $11,112  per  classroom,  making  a  total  of 
$15,890,000  to  accomplish  this  result.  In  addition  to  eliminating  part-time  and  double 
session  for  100,000  children,  the  $12,416,456  in  question  will  provide  for  a  growth  of 
895  classes  or  35,800  children,  which  adidtional  capacity  under  the  old  plan  would 
have  cost  $9,945,240.  This  amount  added  to  the  $13,890,000  required  to  reduce  part- 
time  and  double  session,  under  the  old  plan,  makes  an  aggregate  of  $23,835,240.  It 
appears,  therefore,  that  the  recommendations  contained  herein,  if  approved,  will  insure 
the  elimination  of  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  part-time  and  double  session  instruction 
in  elementary  schools  throughout  the  entire  city,  besides  providing  richer  educational 
opportunities  for  all  children  in  the  128  schools  involved,  and  this  at  a  saving  to  the 
City  of  over  $11,000,000. 

In  conclusion,  we  recommend  that  the  request  be  approved  by  the  adoption  of 
the  attached  resolutions  which  are  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  schedule 
of  recommendations.

An  Ordinance  Relating  to  Public  Carts  and  Public  Cartmen. 
By  Alderman  Martin — 

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  public  carts  and  cartmen. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  A'ew  York  as  follows: 
vSection  1.    That  a  new  section  be  added  to  the  Code  of  Ordinances  to  be 
known  as  Section  145  of  Article  XL 
Section  145.    Record  of  Transportations  or  Removals. 

1.  Everv  public  cartman  shall  keel)  a  record  of  all  transt>ortations  or  removals 
made  by  him  of  goods,  household  or  office  furniture  or  other  bulky  articles  of  a 
similar  kind  and  from  any  private  dzvelling,  tenement,  apartment  house,  office,  boarding 
house,  hotel  or  restaurant,  which  record  shall  contain:  (a)  the  name  and  address  of 
such  Public  cartman:  (b)  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association  ozvning  or  claiming  to  own  such  goods,  husehold  or  office  furniture  or 
other  bulky  articles  and  employing  such  public  cartmen  for  such  transportation  and 
removal,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to 
whom  or  to  which  such  articles  are  delivered:  (c)  the  street  and  house  number 
of  the  respective  premises  from  and  to  which  such  transportation  or  removal  shall 
be  made,  and  if  such  premises  or  cither  of  them  shall  not  be  designated  by  a  street 
number,  such  Public  cartman,  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  otherwise  dearly  idoitify  the

same,  (d)  If  either  of  said  premises  is  outside  the  City  of  New  York,  such 
record  shall  contain  the  Post  office  address  thereof  in  addition  to  the  other  informa- 
tion prescribed  in  this  Section. 

Approval  of  Form  of  Record. 

2.  Such  record  shall  be  upon  a  form  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses. 
The  entries  therein  of  said  removals  or  deliveries  shall  be  made  on  the  day  or  days 
of  said  removals  and  deliveries  and  shall  not  be  obliterated. 

Filing  Copy  of  Record. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  public  cartman  to  file  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Licenses,  at  the  end  of  every  week,  a  written  report  of  said  record  of  all  such  trans- 
portations or  removals  made  b\  him  during  the  week,  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses.  Such  public  cartman  shall  certify  that  all  of  the 
facts  stated  in  the  report  of  said  record  are  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge, 
information  and  belief. 

Record  a  Public  Document. 

4.  Such  record  shall  be  deemed  a  public  document  and  open  for  public  inspection 
during  the  office  hours  of  the  Department  of  Licenses. 

Index  of  Records. 

5.  Such  records  shall  be  indexed  in  the  Department  of  Licenses  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Licenses  both  by  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  pro- 
curing such  removals  and  receiving  such  articles  and  by  the  Block  and  Section  of 
the  premises  from  and  to  zvhich  such  removals  arc  made,  according  to  the  Land  Map 
of  the  Citv  of  New  York,  or  to  the  Land  Map  of  the  County  of  Kings,  as  the  case 
may  be.  If  the  premises  either  from  or  to  which  such  removal  is  made  is  in  a-  part 
of  the  city  not  zvilhin  the  limits  of  the  Land  Map  of  the  City  of  New  York  or  the 
Land  Map  of  the  County  of  Kings,  the  record  of  such  removal  shall  be  indexed 
according  to  the  name  of  the  street,  avenue  or  road  to  or  from  which  such  removal 
is  made,  in  addition  to  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  procuring  such 
rcinozvl  or  receiving  the  articles  so  removed.  If  the  premises  cither  from  or  to  zvhich 
such  removal  is  made  is  outside  the  limits  of  the  Citv  of  New  York,  the  record  of 
such  removal  shall  be  indexed  according  to  the  Post  Office  address  of  said  premises 
in  addition  to  the  names  of  the  Persons,  firms  or  corporations  procuring  such  removal 
and  receiving  the  articles  so  removed.  In  his  discretion  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses 
may  index  said  records  of  removals  in  any  borough  under  any  other  system  of  locality 
and  name  indexes. 

Sealing  Record. 

6.  Upon  the  application  of  any  party  interested  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses,  in 
his  discretion,  for  good  cause,  may  order  the  report  of  a  removal  sealed.  Such  report 
shall  not  be  deemed  a  public  docum.ent.  Information  of  such  removal  shall  not  be 
divulged  except  upon  an  order  of  a  City  Magistrate  or  a  Court  of  record. 

Violations. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  procuring  the  removal 
of  any  of  the  properties  herein  described,  or  receiving  the  same,  to  give  to  the  owner 
or  operator  of  any  vehicle  employed  to  retnove  such  property  a  fictitious  name  or 
refuse  to  give  the  correct  name  of  the  owner  or  the  party  in  possession  of  or  receiv- 
ing said  Property,  or  wilfully  deceive  him  as  to  the  same.  The  punishment  upon 
conviction  for  such  unlawful  act  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10  or  imprisonment 
for  not  exceeding  10  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  Any  public  cartman 
upon  conviction  for  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $10  or  imprisonment  for  not  exceeding  10  days,  or  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

Suspension  or  Revocation  of  Licenses. 

8.  In  addition  to  the  fine,  imprisonment  or  both,  authorized  by  any  subdivision 
of  this  article,  any  licensee  shall  be  subject  to  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  his 
license,  upnv.  conviction  for  any  violation  of  this  article.  The  Commissioner  may.  in 
his  discretion,  suspend  or  revoke  a  license  granted  under  any  provision  of  this  article, 
pending  or  in  advance  of  the  criminal  Prosecution  of  the  licensee. 

Sec.  2.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  facts  in  connection  with  each  code  are  as  follows : 

Code  No.  2654,  Forage  and  Veterinary  Supplies,  $8,000. 

The  1917  budget  request  was  $15,000'.  which  was  based  upon  feeding  102  horses 
and  12  cows.  The  examiners  recommended  $13  316.47,  based  upon  feeding  95  horses 
and  12  cows.  The  amount  recommended  was  subsequently  reduced  by  the  department 
to  $12,000,  which  amount  was  finally  allowed  in  the  budget.  The  unencumbered  balance 
as  of  July  1,  1917.  was  $1,320.08.  The  department,  at  the  instance  of  the  Mayor,  has 
placed  under  cultivation  more  than  double  the  acreage  used  last  year.  More  chickens 
and  pigs  have  also  been  purchased  and  18  additional  horses  have  been  procured  to 
carry  out  this  extensive  agricultural  program. 

It  is  estimated  that  at  present  prices  the  per  capita  cost  of  feeding  a  horse  is  68 
cents  per  day,  at  which  rate  it  would  require  $13,90'8.04  to  feed  the  horses  now  in  the 
department  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  unencumbered  balance  in  the  fund,  stock  on 
hand  and  the  farm  produce  which  may  be  obtained  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 
it  is  believed,  will  make  up  the  difference  between  this  amount  and  the  sum  requested. 
Code  No.  2657 — Laundry,  Cleaning  and  Disinfecting  Supplies,  $2,500. 

Since  making  application  for  revenue  bonds  to  replenish  this  code,  the  department 
has  procured  the  necessary  funds  by  transfer  from  salary  and  wage  accruals. 
Code  No.  2661— General  Plant  Supplies,  $2,000. 

The  budgetary  allowance  was  $5,800.    The  unencumbered  balance  is  $385. 

The  depletion  of  this  account  has  been  brought  about  solely  by  the  abnormal 
increase  in  the  cost  of  grease  cottonwaste,  matches,  toilet  paper,  electric  lamps  and 
similar  supplies,  which  have  been  purchased. 

A  transfer  of  $500  to  this  account  was  made  in  the  latter  part  of  June.  There- 
fore a  similar  amount  should  be  deducted  from  the  request  and  $1,500  allowed. 

Code  No.  2671 — Shoeing  and  Boarding  Horses,  $750. 

The  budget  allowance  was  $3,076  and  the  unencumbered  balance  is  $1,352.95. 

It  was  agreed  at  the  time  the  budget  was  made  that  horses  of  the  Department  of 
Correction  would  be  shod  at  the  stable  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning.  This 
arrangement  was  not  carried  out  because  the  Horseshoers'  Union  refused  to  sanction 
it.  An  increase  of  $10  per  month  for  boardins;  four  horses  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  horses  to  be  shod  makes  the  amount  requested  necessary. 
Code  No.  2674— Telephone  Service,  $2,000. 

At  the  time  the  requirements  of  this  service  were  studied  by  the  examiners  for  the 
1917  budget,  it  was  found  that  $6,500  would  he  required,  and  this  amount  was  recom- 
mended. The  amount  finally  allowed  in  the  budget  was  $5,000.  A  study  at  this  time 
indicates  the  necessity  for  the  amount  originally  recommended.  Any  excess  over  this 
amount  should  be  provided  by  transfer  within  the  departmental  appropriation  after 
the  end  of  the  rear. 

Code  No.  2675— General  Plant  Service,  $3,100. 
Since  making  application  for  revenue  bonds  to  replenish  this  account  the  depart- 
ment has  been  granted  a  transfer  from  salary  and  wage  accruals  which  will  provide 
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for  the  necessary  expenditures  from  this  code,  except  for  dry  cleaning:  the  winter 
suits  of  the  inmates,  for  which  $1,000  is  requested.  The  purpose  of  this  request  is 
fully  set  forth  in  the  communication  to  your  Board.  Investigation  by  this  Bureau 
showed  that  the  goods  of  which  the  inmates'  winter  clothing  is  now  made  shrinks 
to  such  an  extent  when  washed  in  the  ordinary  way  that  they  are  rendered  unfit  for 
further  use.  The  department  has  about  2,000  of  these  suits,  which,  if  properly 
cleaned,  will  be  available  next  winter,  thus  materially  reducing  the  expenditures  for 
clothing.    This  sum,  $1,000,  should  be  granted.

A  transfer  of  $1,000  within  budgetary 
appropriation  to  this  account,  made  in  June,  makes  a  total  of  $9,500  as  the  amount 
available  for  the  automobile  tire  tubes  and  other  equipment  for  the  year. 

This  account  is  depleted,  which  indicates  an  average  expenditure  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year  of  $1,500  per  month.

The  original  amount  appropriated  would  have 
been  suf¥icient  to  complete  the  building  and  equip  it,  had  the  price  of  labor  and 
material  not  increased  so  greatly  since  the  appropriation  was  made. 

We  very  much  need  facilities  offered  by  this  laundry,  and  I  sincerely  hope  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  can  see  its  way  clear  to  grant  the  revenue  bonds  asked  for.

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  City  Hall,  Borough  of  Manhattan,. 
New  York  City: 

Sirs — I  respectfully  request  that  in  pursuance  of  the  County  Law,  Section  12, 
Subdivision  5,  and  of  Section  1586  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  you  adopt  the 
following  resolution  : 

"Resolved,  that  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  12,  Subdivision  5,  of 
the  County  Law  and  of  Section  1586  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  establishes  the  position  of  Deputy  Assistant  District 
Attorney  for  three  incumbents,  at  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  District  Attorney 
but  not  to  exceed  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum,  in  the  office  of 
the  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County." 

The  District  Attorney  heretofore  under  date  of  April  14,  1917,  requested  that 
the  Soard  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  pass  a  resolution  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions ur  Sccciorj,  56  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  recommending  to  your  honor- 
able body  the  establishment  of  the  three  positions  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
resolution  now  requested  of  your  honorable  body.  The  board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  by  its  J'.c^ion  apparently  on  June  'Sth,  of  which  action  this  office 
was  advised  on  the  20th,  denied  the  District  Attorney's  request  apparently  on  the 
sole  ground  that  it  had  no  jurisdiction,  for  the  reason  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
alone  had  the  power  to  create  these  places.  The  circumstances  of  the  denial  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  are  briefly  these :  The  Bureau  of  Per- 
sonal Service  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  made  a  report  that  the 
power  to  create  these  places  was  solely  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  12,  Subdivision  5  of  the  County  Law  and  of  Section  1586  of  the 
Greater  New  York  Charter.  This  it  declared,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  on 
June  24,  1910,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  by  resolution,  recommended 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  establishment  under  Section  56  of  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter  of  the  grade  ot  position  of  Deputy  Assistant  District  Attorney,  at 
two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  in  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  of  Kings 
County.  That  action  was  approved  by  your  honorable  body  on  July  19,  1910.  Not- 
withstanding this  action,  the  Bureau  of  Personal  Service  in  its  report  declares : 

"However,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  bureau  that  the  request  of  the  District 
Attorney  should  properly  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  acted  upon 
by  that  board,  under  the  foregoing  cited  provisions  of  law,  without  any  action 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  being  taken  or  necessary." 
With  respect  to  this  office  there  were  other  instances  where  positions  have  been 
created  by  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  approval  of  your 
body.    This  includes  the  establishment  of  the  position  of  Process  Server  for  seven 
incumbents  by  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  adopted  December  22,  1910 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  January  10,  1911.    This  also  includes 
the  establishment  of  the  position  of  Telephone  Operator  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  of  April  2,  1909,  which  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on 
April  13.  1909. 

With  respect  to  the  merits  of  the  District  Attorney's  application,  the  Bureau  of 
Personal  Service  approved  it  only  to  the  extent  of  two  places  and  called  attention 
to  the  unavaliability  of  funds,  its  report  saying: 

"If  the  District  Attorney  had  another  Assistant  assigned  to  the  Magistrates' 
Courts,  and  one  in  the  Appeals  and  office  preparation  work,  or  a  total  of  two 
additional  positions,  the  needs  of  the  office  would  be  amply  provided  for.  The 
duties  of  the  requested  positions  fall  within  Grade  2  of  the  lawyers'  group  of 
the  standard  specifications,  with  a  salary  range  from  $1500  to  $2280  per  annum, 
inclusive.  There  are  no  funds  available  within  the  1917  budget  appropriations  to 
the  office,  and  an  issue  of  special  revenue  bonds  in  the  necessary  sum  would 
have  to  be  authorized  to  provide  for  the  purposes  of  the  request." 
Acting  upon  this  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Personal  Service,  the  Committee  on 
Salaries  and  Grades  of  the  board  made  the  following  recommendation : 

"In  view  of  the  above  report,  the  Committee  recommends  denial  of  the 
request  of  the  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County  for  three  additional  Dositiona 
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of  Deputy  Assistant  District  Attorneys,  on  the  ground  that  the  request  should 
properly  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  is  without  jurisdiction." 

Acting  upon  such  report  and  recommendation,  the  Board  of  Estimate  itself 
adopted  the  following  resolution : 

'That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  hereby  denies  the  request 
of  the  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County,  dated  April  14,  1917,  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  position  of  Deputy  Assistant  and  District  Attorney  for  three 
incumbents,  at  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  District  Attorney,  but  not  to  exceed 
$3,500  per  annum  each,  but  without  prejudice  to  its  presentation  to  the  1918 
Budget  Committee." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  has  abandoned  any  claim  of 
power  with  respect  to  the  establishment  of  thes  places,  and  in  view  of  the  merit 
of  the  application  and  the  present  office  need  for  these  places,  you  are  earnestly 
urged  to  adopt  the  resolution  first  set  out  in  this  communication.  The  reasons  for 
it  are  of  great  weight.  For  some  years  past  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  of 
Kings  County  has  administered  the  criminal  work  of  this  county  with  a  force  of 
twelve  assistants  and  one  deputy  assistant.  In  New  York  County  during  the  same 
period  of  time  there  has  been  a  force  of  twelve  assistants  and  thirty-eight  deputy 
assistant  district  attorneys,  the  pay  of  the  deputy  assistants  ranging  from  five 
thousand  dollars  down  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  although  the  work 
done  in  New  York  County  is  not  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  the  amount 
of  work  done  in  this  county.  There  are  throughout  the  year  continuous  sittings 
of  the  courts  in  this  county  for  the  trial  of  criminal  cases.  During  the  year  assign- 
ments must  be  made  of  assistants  to  try  cases  in  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions, 
in  three  and  four  parts  of  the  County  Court,  and  in  a  Criminal  Term  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  Owing  to  the  amount  of  preparation  necessary  to  be  conducted 
in  the  oft'ice  and  the  number  of  Trial  Terms  of  courts  to  be  regularly  cared  for, 
it  has  been  impossible  during  this  period  to  assign  more  than  one  man  to  the  ten 
City  Magistrates'  Courts  in  this  county.  The  experience  in  the  past  few  years  has 
shown  that  it  is  impossible  for  one  man  to  cover  the  ten  courts  six  days  each 
week  and  get  results.  A  fair  trial  of  the  system  has  been  made  by  having  regular 
days  each  week  for  the  attendance  of  the  assistant  in  each  court  and  urging  that 
the  more  important  cases,  such  as  felonies,  be  adjourned  to  the  District  Attorney's 
day.  In  the  light  of  this  experience,  it  seems  unwise  to  any  longer  continue  this 
system,  and  the  need  has  become  exceedingly  plain  for  three  men  to  cover  the 
Magistrates'  Courts  each  week,  assist  in  the  necessary  work  of  preparation  and 
appeals.  It  is  thought  that  if  three  deputy  assistants  were  to  devote  their  time 
exclusively  to  the  Magistrates'  Courts  and  the  work  of  preparation,  the  citizens  of 
this  county  would  be  given  an  increased  service  that  would  enable  every  complainant 
to  have  his  charge  fully  cared  for  with  every  assistance  possible  by  this  office,  and 
that  sound  charges  will  thus  be  properly  prepared  for  future  trial  and  disposition 
and  the  worthless  charges  winnowed  out  and  dismissed  in  the  Magistrates'  Courts. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  furnish  your  honorable  body  with  any  further  information 
desired  showing  the  assignments  of  the  various  men  in  this  office,'  the  amount  of 
work  done,  the  total  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  all  courts,  and  especially  the 
great  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  the  Appellate  Courts  and  the  time  and  labor 
necessarily  devoted  by  our  Appeal  Bureau  to  the  appeal  work  and  the  general  law 
questions  constantly  arising  in  the  office. 

Accordingly,  you  are  respectfully  urged  to  adopt  the  foreeoing  resolution.

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  adopted  the  following 
resolution  at  a  stated  meeting  held  June  29,  1917 : 
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Resolved  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  71  of  the  Farms  and  Markets 
Law  enacted  by  chapter  802  of  the  Laws  of  1917  (being  chapter  69  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Laws),  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  a  Depart- 
ment of  Markets  be  and  is  established  in  the  Citv  of  New  York,  to  be  known  as 
the  Department  of  Public  Markets;  and  be  it  further

In  order  that  your  Board  may  have  all  the  facts  before  it,  in  reference  to  the 
request  for  this  appropriation,  I  am  submitting  herewith  a  report  submitted  to  me  by 
Commissioner  Kracke. 
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I  would  respectfully  urge  your  immediate  and  prompt  attention  to  this  matter, 
in  order  that  the  work  may  be  started  without  delay  and  finished  before  bad  weather 
sets  in.

Hon.  John  E.  Weier,  Commissioner  of  Parks,  Borough  of  Queens: 

Dear  Sir — As  requested  in  your  communication  of  May  22,  1917,  I  have  had  three 
bridges  under  your  jurisdiction  on  the  drive  in  Forest  Park  examined  with  reference 
to  repairs  needed  to  these  bridges. 

The  following  shows  approximately  what  repairs  are  needed  and  also  gives  an 
estimate  of  cost  for  making  same. 

Bridge  No.  1,  which  carries  the  drive  over  the  Rockaway  Division  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad.  This  is  a  steel  viaduct  214  feet  long,  wtih  a  roadway  20  feet  wide 
and  two  sidewalks  each  6  feet  3  inches  wide.  Carpenters  are  now  at  work  replanking 
the  roadway  and  sidewalks  and  repairing  the  lower  deck  flooring.  In  general,  the 
stringers  and  lower  deck  flooring  on  the  roadway  are  still  serviceable.  Some  of  the 
stringers  are  in  poor  condition,  but  can  be  reinforced  without  much  trouble  by  placing 
additional  stringers  alongside  those  which  are  defective.  Several  of  the  2-inch  by 
2-inch  by  5-16-inch  angle  lateral  braces,  which  hold  the  sidewalk  brackets  normal  to 
the  girders,  are  badly  rusted  but  are  not  worth  repairing  and  can  be  cut  out.  The 
sidewalk  stringers  serve  for  bracing.  The  railing  needs  some  small  repairs ;  the  bent 
or  broken  scrolls  could  be  cut  out  and  loose  pickets  reriveted.  All  masonry  work  is 
in  good  condition. 

Bridge  No.  2,  which  carries  the  drive  over  Myrtle  Avenue.  This  is  a  steel  viaduct 
110  feet  long  with  a  roadway  20  feet  wide  and  two  sidewalks  each  6  feet  3  inches 
wide.  Repairs  are  needed  to  the  roadway  and  sidewalk  floors  similar  to  the  repairs 
now  being  made  to  the  flooring  at  Bridge  No.  1.  There  are  defects  in  the  sidewalk 
bracket  bracing  and  railings  similar  to  those  given  above  for  Bridge  No.  1.  The 
masonry  is  in  good  condition. 

Bridge  No.  3,  which  carries  the  drive  over  the  Main  Line  Division  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad.  This  is  a  steel  viaduct  125  feet  long  with  a  roadway  20  feet  wide 
and  two  sidewalks  each  8  feet  wide.  The  railing  is  in  bad  condition,  the  scrolls  being 
badly  bent  and  the  channel  under  the  pipe  cap  rusted  out.  The  upper  portions  of  the 
newel  post  should  be  removed  and  covers  made  for  four  newel  posts  to  keep  out 
water. 

The  steel  structure  of  each  bridge  is  almost  entirely  without  protection  against 
rust,  and  the  need  of  painting  is  apparent  and  urgent. 

With  the  exception  of  minor  defects  above  mentioned  the  steel  work  on  the  bridges 
is  in  good  condition  and  the  deterioration  from  rust  thus  far  is  not  serious. 

It  is  estimated  that  for  the  structural  repairs  on  the  bridges,  including  the  rail- 
ings, there  will  be  required

The  above  estimate  does  not  include  repairs  to  wood  stringers  or  flooring  on 
Bridge  No.  1,  which  repairs  are  now  in  progress. 
The  following  painting  is  desirable : 

Bridges  1  and  2  should  receive  one  coat  of  red  lead  paint  and  one  coat  of  structural 
color  after  chipping  and  cleaning. 

Bridge  No.  3  should  be  cleaned  and  touched  up  with  red  lead  paint  in  spots 
only  and  given  one  coat  of  structural  color. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  painting  is  as  follows :

Sir — In  accordance  with  your  request,  the  above  matter  was  investigated  and  the 
Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision  reports  thereon  as  follows : 

An  inspection  of  these  bridges  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  the  1917  budget 
showed  that  they  were  in  bad  condition,  and  an  allowance  of  departmental  labor  and 
materials  was  made  for  the  repair  of  Bridges  No.  1  and  No.  2,  the  Commissioner 
agreeing  to  repair  No.  3  from  his  1916  appropriations. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  material  the  allowance  for  material  for  these 
two  bridges  only  proved  sufficient  for  repairing  the  superstructures  of  Bridge  No.  1, 
and  nothing  has  been  done  to  Bridges  No.  2  and  No.  3. 

While  the  iron  work  of  these  bridges  has  been  painted  within  the  last  two  years, 
this  painting  was  very  indifferently  done,  little  attempt  apparently  having  been  made  to 
scrape  off  flakes  of  rust  and  to  do  other  work  necessary  before  the  painting. 

The  amount  requested  for  repairing  these  bridges  is  reasonable  and  the  work 
should  be  done,  but  it -is  work  for  which  the  mechanical  force  of  the  Park  Department 
is  not  properly  equipped  and  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  City  if  the 
work  were  to  be  done  by  the  Department  of  Plant  and  Structures. 

No  funds  are  available  in  the  Park  Department  for  this  work.

Hon.  Frank  L.  Dowling,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Sir — I  hereby  request  permission,  pursuant  to  section  419  of  the  Charter,  to  pur- 
chase in  the  public  market,  without  public  letting,  six  (6)  special  crane  carriages 
and  other  equipment  necessary  for  the  installation  of  cranes  which  form  part  of 
the  equipment  of  the  two  new  motorized  districts.  The  cost  of  this  equipment  is 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($18,000). 

The  reason  for  this  request  is  that  the  unusual  condition  of  the  steel  and  labor 
markets  to-day  make  it  necessary  for  the  department  to  act  more  promptly  than  is 
possible  under  the  usual  contract  conditions,  if  the  various  structures  required  in  the 
motorized  districts  are  to  be  made  available  for  use  when  the  equipment  arrives.

Commissioner  of  Parks,  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Richmond — Request  for 
Passage  of  an  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Meetings,  Pushcart  Traffic,  Etc.,  on 
Streets  Adjoining  Parks. 

City  of  New  York.  Department  of  Parks,  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Richmond, 
Municipal  Building,  l'8th  Floor.  July  10,  1917. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I  have  received  from  Mr.  P.  J.  Scully,  City  Clerk,  copy  of  resolu- 
tion adopted  on  July  3rd,  1917,  as  follows  : 
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"Resolved,  That  the  Park  Board  be,  and  is  hereby  requested  to  provide  regu- 
lation of  land  within  its  jurisdiction  against  use  by  the  many  who  gather  in  the 
name  of  public  assemblage,  under  the  guise  of  v^hich  addresses  are  made  for 
the  sale  of  books,  patent  medicines  and  other  w^ares,  and  too  frequently  for 
seditious  purposes." 

I  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Board  sections  11  and  12  of 
article  I,  chapter  17  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  as  adopted  by  the  Park  Board,  which 
read  as  follows : 

"11.  Public  meetings.  No  person  shall  erect  any  structure,  stand  or  platform, 
or  hold  any  meeting,  or  perform  any  ceremony  or  make  a  speech,  address  or 
harangue  in  any  park  without  a  permit  from  the  commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

"12.    Permits  for  sales,  exhibitions,  etc.    No  person  shall  exhibit,  sell,  or 
offer  for  sale  anything  whatsoever,  or  take  any  photograph,  or  perform  any  per- 
sonal service  for  hire  in  any  park  or  parkway,  or  in  any  street,  square  or  public 
place  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department  of  parks,  except  under  a  permit 
from  the  commissioner  of  parks  of  the  borough  in  which  such  park  or  parkway, 
street,  square,  or  public  place  is  situated  or  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  such  permit,  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  public  hack  stands  maintained  in  streets  adjacent  to  public  parks, 
pursuant  to  section  99,  article  8,  chapter  14  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances." 
This  Department  has  no  control  over  the  objectionable  meetings  on  streets  ad- 
joining parks,  such  as  those  opposite  the  Metropolitan  Life  tower,  next  to  the  lunch 
wagon  in  the  plaza,  immediately  east  of  Madison  Square  Park.    These  meetings  at 
which  patent  medicines  and  books  on  the  White  Slave  Traffic,  and  anti-militaristic 
literature  are  sold,  are  entirely  without  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Department.  The 
streets  adjoining  some  of  our  best  parks,  such  as  Central  Park,  are  thronged  with  ped- 
dlers, snap  shot  photographer.*-,  push  cart  peddlers,  basket  venders,  who  annoy  the  pub- 
lic and  prevent  the  best  use  of  the  parks  on  which  the  City  has  expended  so  many 
thousands  of  dollars. 

I  would,  therefore,  suggest  to  your  Honorable  Board  the  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance to  prohibit  meetings,  push  cart  traffic,  basket  vending,  snap  shot  photography 
and  boot  blacking  on  streets  adjoining  parks.  I  am  aware  that  your  Board  has  re- 
stricted several  residential  streets  against  push  carts,  etc.,  and  I  believe  it  should  re- 
strict streets  adjoining  parks.    Very  truly  yours,

Dear  Sir — I  transmit  herewith  a  certified  copy  of  a  report  and  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Education  at  a  tneeting  held  on  July  11,  1917,  approving  the  action 
of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  in  requesting  permission  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
to  purchase  such  coal  as  may  be  necessary  up  to  lOO.COO  tons,  without  public  letting, 
in  order  that  the  schools  may  be  kept  open  during  the  coming  winter  and  spring.

To  the  Board  of  Education: 

The  Committee  on  Supplies  respectfully  reports  that  at  its  meeting  held  on  July 
9,  1917,  it  approved  the  action  of  the  Acting  Chairman  and  the  Superintendent  of 
School  Supplies  in  sending  the  following  commhnication  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  under  date  of  July  6,  1917: 

"Dear  Sir : 

"The  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies  advertised  for  bids  on  coal  for 
use  in  the  Public  Schools  for  the  coming  Winter  and  Spring.  Bids  were  opened 
on  July  5th. 

"One  bid  was  received  for  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  the  prices  exceed 
those  paid  for  the  previous  contract  by  $100,270.00. 

"One  bid  was  received  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  the  prices  exceed 
those  paid  for  the  previous  contract  by  $179,718.30. 

"No  bids  were  received  for  the  Boroughs  of  Bronx.  Queens  and  Richmond. 
Investigation  shows  that  the  coal  handlers  in  these  Boroughs  are  not  willing  to 
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submit  a  bid  for  a  yearly  contract.  One  coal  man  in  the  Borough  of  Bronx 
stated  that  he  would  be  willing  to  furnish  coal  on  open  market  orders. 

"TTie  Committee  on  Supplies  has  refrained  in  the  past  from  asking  for  per- 
mission to  purchase  in  the  open  market,  and  would  not  do  so  now.  were  it  not 
that  one  million  children  may  have  to  be  kept  from  school  unless  coal  is  furnished. 

"The  custom  that  has  prevailed  in  the  Department  of  Education  for  years, 
has  been  to  fill  up  the  schools  during  the  months  of  July  to  November,  This 
is  absolutely  essential  because  of  the  wide  territory  to  be  covered,  and  the  number 
of  schools  to  be  supplied. 

"It  is  estimated  that  the  coal  which  will  be  required  for  Winter  and  Spring 
will  represent  about  100,000  tons,  and  permission  is  asked  that  the  Superintendent 
of  School  Supplies  be  permitted  to  purchase  such  quantity  up  to  100,000  tons,  as 
may  not  be  covered  by  contract  after  advertising. 

"The  Committee  wishes  to  assure  you  that  if  it  can  possibly  avoid  availing 
itself  of  the  privilege  sought,  it  will  do  so,  but  because  of  the  urgency  of  the 
occasion,  and  because  your  Committee  on  Public  Letting  and  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men may  not  be  in  session  during  the  Summer  months,  you  are  respectfully  asked 
to  accord  us  this  permission,  so  that  the  children  will  not  be  kept  out  of  school 
during  the  coming  Winter  and  Spring." 

The  Committee  requests  that  its  action  as  hereinabove  stated  be  approved,  and 
submits  for  adoption  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  in  requesting  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  to  grant  permission  to  the  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies  to  purchase 
such  coal  as  may  be  necessary,  up  to  100,000  tons,  without  public  letting,  in  order 
that  the  schools  may  be  kept  open  during  the  coming  winter  and  spring,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  approved  and  ratified.

Pride  of  race  and  memories 
of  a  notable  and  distinguished  history  keep  them  always  at  odds  with  the  Germans 
within  their  gates  and  with  the  government  set  over  their  heads" ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Powers  with  which  our  country  is  now  allied  in  its  fight  against 
dynasties  ruling  by  divine  grace  have  declared  the  liberation  of  Czechs  (Bohemians) 
and  Slovaks  from  foreign  domination  to  be  one  of  the  conditions  of  future  peace; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  that  Bohemia 
ought  to  be  of  right  free  and  independent;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  this  Board  appeal  to  the  President  and  to  the  Congress  of  the

An  Ordinance  to  Repeal  Subdivision  5  of  Section  92  of  Article  9  of  Chapter  23 
of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  Relating  to  Streets,  and  Particularly  to  "Restric= 
tions.  Borough  of  Richmond." 

Bv  the  President — 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  repeal  subdivision  5  of  section  92  of  article  9  of  chapter  23 
of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  relating  to  streets,  and  particularly  to  "restrictions. 
Borough  of  Richmond." 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 
Section  1.    Subdivision  5  of  section  92  of  article  9  of  chapter  23  of  the  Code  of 
Ordinances,  relating  to  streets,  and  particularly  to  "restrictions.  Borough  of  Rich- 
mond." adopted  June  26,  1917,  and  effective  July  10,  1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  2.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  ordinance,  the  President  submitted  the  following 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel : 

City  of  New  York,  Law  Department,  Office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  New 
York,  July  10,  1917. 

Hon.  Frank  L.  Dowling,  Acting  Mayor: 

Dear  Sir — I  am  advised  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  passed  Ordinance  No. 

1711,  entitled :  ' 

"An  Ordinance  to  amend  section  92  of  article  9  of  chapter  23  of  the  Code 
of  Ordinances,  relating  to  streets,  and  particularly  to  'restrictions,  Borough  of  Rich- 
mond.' " 

I  find  that  this  ordinance  would  give  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond 
exclusive  control  over  the  issuance  of  permits  for  laying  gas  and  steam  mains,  taking 
all  such  powers  away  from  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  this  may  not  be  done  because  of  the  provisions  of  subdivision 
5  of  section  469  of  the  Charter,  which  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall  have  jurisdiction, 
charge  and  control ;   *   *  * 

"5.  Of  the  making  and  performance  of  contracts  when  duly  authorized  in 
accord  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  for  the  execution  of  the  same  in  the 
matter  of  furnishing  the  city,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  gas,  electricity  or  any  other 
illuminant  or  of  steam ;  of  the  selecting,  locating  and  removing  and  changing  of 
lights  for  the  use  of  the  city;  the  inspecting  and  testing  of  gas  and  electricity 
used  for  light,  heating  and  power  purposes,  electric  meters,  electric  wires  and 
of  all  lights  furnished  to  said  city;  and  of  the  use  and  transmission  of  gas,  elec- 
tricity, pneumatic  power  and  steam  for  all  purposes,  in,  upon,  across,  over  and 
under  all  streets,  roads,  avenues,  parks,  public  places  and  public  buildings ;  of 
the  construction  of  electric  mains,  conductors  and  subways  in  any  such  streets, 
roads,  avenues,  parks  and  public  places,  and  the  granting  of  the  permission  to 
open  streets,  when  approved  by  the  borough  president,  and  to  op-en  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  therein  the  business  of  transmitting,  conducting, 
using  and  selling  electricity,  steam  jr  for  the  service  of  pneumatic  tubes.  Ihis 
section  shall  not  be  construed  to  empovvcr  the  said  commissioner  to  grant  per- 
mission to  open  or  use  the  streets  except  by  persons  or  corporations  otherwise 
cir.ly  authorized  to  carry  on  business  of  the  character  above  specified."  (As 
amended  by  L.  1916,  ch.  601,  sec.  1)." 

This  section  has  been  twice  construed  by  the  Courts;  the  contentions  of  this  De- 
partment were  sustained,  and  the  co-ordinate  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  and  the  Borough  Presidents  was  upheld.  The 
first  of  these  cases  is  The  City  of  New  York  vs.  the  Woodhaven  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany, 96  Misc.,  52,  affirmed  163  N.  Y.,  Supp.,  112;  no  opinion.  At  Special  Term,  an 
opinion  was  written,  in  which  the  sections  of  the  Charter  referring  to  the  Borough 
President  and  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  were  examined, 
and  a  co-ordinate  jurisdiction  sustained. 

The  Court,  at  page  53  in  this  case,  said : 

"The  duties  and  powers  of  the  borough  president  and  of  the  commissioner 

in  question  are  clear  and  separate.    Neither  can  restrict  nor  circumscribe  the 

other.    The  borough  president  has  the  power  to  issue  permits  to  open  the  streets. 
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Greater  New  York  Charter,  sections  383,  391 ;  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Con.  Co.  vs. 
Colcr,  121  App  Div.,  250,  253.  The  commissioner  has  the  power  to  regulate  and 
control  the  laying  of  gas  mains,  etc.  Greater  New  York  Charter,  section  469; 
Ghee  vs.  Northern  Union  Gas  Co.,  158  N.  Y.,  510,  522,  535. 

"In  order  to  lay  its  mains,  the  defendant  must  get  the  permission  of  the 
borough  president  to  open  the  street,  and  it  must  also  get  the  permission  of  the 
commissioner  as  to  the  location  and  manner  of  laying  the  pipes.  Either  permis- 
sion without  the  other  serves  no  purpose.  Both  must  be  secured  before  the  work 
can  legally  be  done.  People  ex  re  I  Q.  B.  G.  &  El.  Co.  vs.  Connolly,  89  Misc. 
Rep.,  555;  Ghee  vs.  Northern  Union  Gas  Co.,  158  N.  Y.,  510,  525.  The  orderly 
way  would  seem  to  be  for  the  gas  company  first  to  get  the  commissioner's  per- 
mission and  then  the  permission  of  the  borough  president.  The  permit  from 
the  latter  alone  is  ineffective,  and  the  mains  cannot  be  laid  under  it  without 
the  permission  of  the  commissioner.  Nor  can  either  the  borough  president  or 
the  commissioner  prescribe  the  conditions  upon  which  the  other  may  grant  his 
permission. 

"The  commissioner,  having  the  power  to  regulate  and  control  the  laying  of  gas 
mains,  can  properly  impose  any  reasonable  condition,  and  inspection  is  one. 
Schumacher  vs.  City  of  New  York,  166  N.  Y.,  103,  108,  109;  Rapid  Transit  Subway 
Con.  Co.,  vs.  Coler,  121  App.  Div.,  250,  255.  The  requirement  that  the  gas  com- 
pany pay  the  reasonable  cost  of  the  inspection  is  a  reasonable  condition  to  im- 
pose." 

These  views  were  affirmed  in  the  Appellate  Division,  Second  Department. 

The  second  case,  involving  the  same  questions,  was  City  of  New  York  vs.  New 
York  and  Richmond  Gas  Company,  Law  Journal,  May  8,  1917.  The  Court  again 
affirmed  the  position  of  the  Law  Department  as  to  the  dual  control  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  and  the  Borough  President. 

In  view  of  the  section  in  question,  and  the  two  opinions  construing  it,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  not  limit  the  power  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  in  the  way  contemplated  by  this  ordinance.

In  further  connection  with  the  foregoing  ordinance.  Alderman  O'Rourke  sub- 
mitted the  following  memorandum : 

Memorandum,  Re  Repeal  of  Subdivision  5  of  Section  92,  Article  9,  Chapter  23,  of 
the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
The  ordinance  in  question  was  legally  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
not  having  been  disapproved  by  the  Mayor  within  ten  days  after  having  been  pre- 
sented and  certified  to  him,  took  effect  as  though  approved. 
Section  40  of  the  Charter,  among  other  things  states : 

"If  he  does  not  return  it  with  such  approval  within  the  time  above  specified, 
it  shall  take  effect  as  if  he  had  approved  it." 

Powers  of  Board. 

Section  42  of  the  Charter  provides  that  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Act, 
all  the  powers  and  duties  which  were  conferred  or  charged  on  the  common  council, 
or  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York,  or  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  thereof,  or  upon  the  common  council  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  or  of 
Long  Island  City,  or  upon  any  board,  body  or  officer  of  any  of  the  municipal  and 
public  corporations  or  parts  thereof,  consolidated  with  The  City  of  New  York,  and  all 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  municipal  assembly  of  said  City,  shall  be  exercised  and 
performed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  as  at  present  con- 
stituted. 

Section  43  of  the  Charter  provides,  among  other  things,  that  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish  ordinances  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  good  government,  order  and  protection  of  persons  and  property, 
and  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  peace  and  prosperity  of  said  city  and  its 
inhabitants. 

Section  44  of  the  Charter  provides,  among  other  things,  that  no  enumeration  of 
powers  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  limit  the  legislative  power  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men except  as  in  this  act  specifically  provided  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  addi- 
tion to  all  enumerated  powers  may  exercise  all  of  the  powers  vested  in  The  City  of 
New  York  by  this  act,  or  otherwise,  by  proper  ordinances,  rules,  regulations  and 
by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  with  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state.  And  further  provides  that  such  ordinances, 
rules,  &c.,  may  be  applicable  to  the  whole  of  said  City  or  applicable  only  to  specified 
portions  thereof. 
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The  term  "Laws"  as  used  in  this  Section  means  statutes  adopted  by  congress  or 
the  state  legislature,  and  not  to  common  or  court  made  law. 

Section  50,  in  enumerating  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  regulate, 
provides  as  follows :  "To  regulate  the  opening  of  street  surfaces  for  purposes 
authorized  by  law." 

Section  388  of  the  Charter,  among  other  things,  provides  that  all  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  commissioner  of  highways  of  the  City  of  New  York,  of  within  the 
County  of  Richmond  in  any  way  relating  to  the  regulating,  construction  and  repair 
of  streets  and  roads,  the  relaying  of  pavements  removed  for  any  cause,  are  hereby 
vested  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  as  a  matter  of  administration  devolved  upon 
the  Borough  Presidents. 

Section  391  of  the  Charter  provides  that  "No  removal  of  the  pavement  or  dis- 
turbance of  the  surface  of  any  street  for  the  purpose  *  *  *  of  laying  down  gas 
and  water  pipes,  steam  pipes  and  electric  wires,  *  *  *  shall  be  made  until  a  per- 
mit is  first  had  from  the  president  of  the  borough  where  the  work  is  to  be  done; 

*  *  *.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  prohibit  said  borough 
president  from  demanding,  before  issuing  said  permit,  and  as  a  condition  thereof,  the 
deposit  of  such  sum  of  money  or  other  security  as,  in  his  judgment,  may  be  neces- 
sary to  pay  the  cost  of  properly  relaying  the  pavement  so  'removed,  together  with  the 
expense  of  the  inspection  thereof  and  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  issuing  of  said 
permit  and  the  making  of  refunds  therefrom." 

The  only  authority  which  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity 
has  in  the  matter,  is  contained  in  Section  469  of  the  Charter,  as  follows : 

"The  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  shall  have  jurisdiction, 
charge  and  control : 

*  ****  **** 

"5.    *    *    *    of  the  inspecting  and  testing  of  gas  and  electricity  used  for 
light,  heating  and  power  purposes,  electric  meters,  electric  wires  and  of  all  lights 
furnished  to  said  city;  and  of  the  use  and  transmission  of  gas,  electricity,  pneu- 
matic power  and  steam  for  all  purposes  in,  upon,  across,  over  and  under  all  streets, 
roads,  avenues,  parks,  public  places  and  public  buildings;" 
— and  of  the  granting,  when  approved  by  the  Borough  President,  of  permission  to 
construct  electric  mains,  conduits,  conductors  and  subways,  and  to  open  streets  for 
such  purpose. 

No  other  power  or  authority  of  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity over  the  opening  of  streets  is  in  the  Charter.  His  permit  is  for  the  opening 
of  streets  for  the  laying  of  electric  mains  &c.,  only. 

For  the  laying  of  gas  and  water  mains,  the  only  permit  required  is  that  of  the 
Borough  President. 

The  ordinance  in  question  is  designed  to  prevent  a  dual  inspection  and  a  dual 
charge  therefor.  Under  the  Charter  and  the  ordinances,  the  Borough  President  must 
issue  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  the  streets,  and  the  cost  of  the  inspection  of  such 
work  must  be  done   under  his  supervision,  by  Civil  Service  Inspectors. 

The  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply  assumed  the  right  to  appoint  another  person, 
not  from  any  list,  but  capriciously  without  regard  to  fitness,  to  do  the  same  work  done 
by  the  Borough  President's  qualified,  examined  and  trained  inspector. 

Section  90  of  Article  9,  Chapter  23  of  the  Ordinances,  provides  for  the  obtaining 
of  a  permit  from  the  Borough  President.  The  following  Section  provides  for 
the  payment  of  the  cost  of  inspection  and  restoration  of  pavement. 

And  Section  92,  as  applicable  to  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  was  amended  by  the 
addition  of  subdivision  5,  to  eradicate  the  evil  .of  dual  inspection  and  dual  cost.  No 
valid  argument  exists  in  favor  of  the  contention  of  the  Commissioner.  It  is  a  matter 
of  home  rule,  which  the  Board  owes  to  the  Borough  of  Richmond. 

The  ordinance  in  question  is  clearly  constitutional  and  legal.  Within  the  City 
of  New  York  and  upon  subjects  over  which  it  has  authority,  the  enactments  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  have  the  force  of  acts  of  the  State  Legislature.  That  the  courts 
have  decided  that  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply  has  the  authority  to  appoint 
inspectors  in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  where  there  is  no  local  ordinance,  does  not 
preclude  this  Board  of  Aldermen  from  passing  an  ordinance  and  legislating  on  the 
subject. 

It  is  elementary,  that  if  -  there  is  any  power  in  a  local  community,  and  such 
power  is  not  expressly  vested  in  any  particular  officer  or  board,  the  local  legislative 
body  is  the  recipient  of  such  power.  And  until  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  this  City 
limit  the  power  of  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  it  may  be  that  he  has  the 
right  to  appoint  as  many  inspectors  as  he  chooses,  and  designate  such  salaries  as  he 
sees  fit. 
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There  is  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  the  Board  to  enact  the  ordinance  in  question. 

The  ordinance  in  question  is  not  unconstitutional.  If  it  is,  then  it  is  for  the 
Courts  to  say  so.    If  it  is  uncontstitutionat,  it  has  no  force  or  effect. 

"An  unconstitutional  law  is  absolutely  void,  and  therefore  no  law  at  all.    It  is 

the  same  as  if  the  law  had  never  been  passed." 

Cleveland  v.  City  of  Watertown,  165  N.  Y.    Supplement,  308. 

This  was  a  case  in  the  Supreme  Court,  decided  in  February,  1917. 

That  laws  are  often  passed  to  obvitate  the  effect  of  a  court  decision  is  well  known, 
and  the  best  known  instance  is  one  which  is  right  at  home.  The  Court  of  Appeals  in 
the  case  of  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company  against  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion, decided  that  the  Railroad  Company  could  incorporate  with  the  same  amount 
of  capital  that  it  had  before  it  went  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  The  next  session 
of  the  State  Legislature  enacted  a  statute  amending  the  Public  Service  Commission's 
Law,  vesting  the  Commission  with  the  power  to  pass  upon  and  fix  the  capitalization 
of  all  public  service  corporations,  thus  nullifying  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, as  a  precedent,  but  not  affecting  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  and  no 
lawyer  of  any  standing  would  claim  that  the  legislature  did  not  have  the  right  to 
pass  such  a  law. 

There  is  no  provision  of  the  constitution  which  the  ordinance  offends  against, 
and  if  it  is  so  claimed,  the  chapter  and  verse  should  be  stated.  That  a  court  has 
made  a  decision  as  between  litigants,  cannot  prevent  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  the 
State  Legislature  from  passing  laws  which  destroy  the  effect  of  the  decision..  The 
Court  only  applies  the  law  as  it  finds  it.  That  the  law  making  power  would  be  pre- 
cluded from  thereafter  legislating  because  of  a  court  decision,  is  childish  and 
puerile. 

As  new  conditions  arise,  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  keeping  up  to  date,  has  made 
new  enactments.  Five  years  ago,  it  was  not  lawful  for  storage  warehousemen  to 
store  food  products  for  any  length  of  time;  now  the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  pro- 
vided for  an  extreme  of  ten  months  for  all  foods  except  butter,  which  may  be  kept 
for  twelve  months.  The  keeping  of  garages,  and  the  enactment  of  lengthy  regulations 
as  to  the  storage  of  motor  cars  and  gasoline  affords  another  instance  in  which  the 
Board  provided  new  ordinances  where  none  existed  before.  Many  other  instances 
might  be  cited  where  the  Board  has  made  ordinances  regulating  certain  industries, 
and  has  made  provision  for  the  use  of  the  streets,  not  theretofore  known.  And 
because  of  some  court  decision,  it  could  not  be  claimed  that  the  power  of  the  board 
was  gone.  Early  in  the  use  of  the  automobile,  a  court  decided  that  it  was  a  vehicle 
and  entitled  to  all  of  the  privileges  any  other  vehicle  upon  the  public  highways  had. 
But  this  Board  of  Aldermen  has  made  ordinances  regulating  the  use  of  the  streets 
by  automobiles,  regulating  their  rate  of  speed,  and  providing  other  conditions  which 
other  vehicles  are  not  required  to  observe,  and  no  one  has  had  the  temerity  to  ques- 
tion the  legality  of  such  ordinances. 

The  ordinances  in  question  is  a  valid  exefcise  of  the  power  of  the  Board,  is  de- 
manded by  the  local  representatives  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  is  a  home  rule 
measure,  is  just  and  should  not  be  repealed.

Resolution  Requesting  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  Appoint  a  Committee  of  Citizens 
to  Act  as  an  Escort  of  Honor  During  the  Parade  of  the  National  Guard. 

By  Alderman  McCourt — 

Whereas,  The  mobilization  of  the  National  Guard  of  our  City  has  begun,  and  the 
finest  examples  of  American  manhood  are  being  assembled  for  muster  into  the  Federal

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Whereas,  By  a  resolution  adopted  unanimously  by  this  Board  on  July  3,  1917, 
the  Mayor  has  requested  to  request  Major-General  O'Ryan  to  have  the  New  York 
contingent  of  the  Federalized  National  Guard  parade  through  the  streets  of  this  city 
to  afford  our  citizens  an  opportunity  of  publicly  expressing  their  appreciation  of 
the  self-sacrificing  devotion  of  our  boys  to  American  ideals  and  bidding  them  God- 
speed on  their  patriotic  mission,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  honor,  the  Mayor,  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  appoint 
a  committee  of  citizens  to  act  as  an  escort  of  honor  to  the  National  Guard  during 
the  parade,  and  that  he  urge  all  citizens  to  appropriately  decorate  their  houses  and 
to  do  all  within  their  power  to  make  the  occasion  a  memorable  one,  commensurate 
with  its  solemnity  and  glory.

An  Ordinance  Relating  to  Public  Carts  and  Cartmen. 

By  Alderman  Martin — 

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  public  carts  and  cartmen. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 
Section  1.    That  a  new  section  be  added  to  the  Code  of  Ordinances  to  be  known 

as  Section  145  of  Article  XI. 

§  145.    Record  of  Transportations  or  Removals. 

1.  Every  public  cartmon  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  transportations  or  removals 
made  by  him  of  goods,  household  or  vffice  furniture  or  other  bulky  articles  of  a 
similar  kind  from  any  private  dwelling,  tenement,  apartment  house,  office,  boarding 
house,  hotel  or  restaurant,  which  record  shall  contain:  (a.)  the  name  and  address  of 
such  public  cartman;  {b.)  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association  owning  or  claiming  to  own  such  goods,  household  or  office  furniture  or 
other  bulky  articles  who  may  employ  such  public  cartman  for  such  transportation  and 
removal,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to 
whom  or  to  which  such  articles  are  delivered;  (c.)  the  street  and  house  number  of 
the  respective  premises  from  and  to  which  such  transportation  or  removal  shall  be 
made,  and  if  such  premises  or  either  of  them  shall  not  be  designated  by  a  street  num- 
ber, such  public  cartman,  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  otherwise  clearly  identify  the  same,  (d.) 
If  either  of  said  premises  is  outside  the  City  of  New  York,  such  record  shall  contain 
the  post  office  address  thereof  in  addition  to  the  other  information  prescribed  in  this 
Section. 

Filing  Copy  of  Record. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  public  cartman  to  file  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Licenses,  at  the  end  of  every  week,  a  written  report  of  said  record  of  all  such  trans- 
portations or  removals  made  by  him  during  the  week,  upon  blank  forms  furnished  by 
the  Commissioner,  such  public  cartman  shall  certify  that  all  of  the  facts  stated  in  the 
report  of  said  record  are  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  information  and  belief. 

Record  a  Public  Document. 

3.  Such  record  shall  be  deemed  a  public  document  and  open  for  public  inspection 
during  the  office  hours  of  the  Department  of  Licenses. 

Index  of  Records. 

4.  Such  records  shall  be  indexed  in  the  Department  of  Licenses  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Licenses  both  by  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  pro- 
curing such  removals  and  receiving  such  articles  and  by  the  Block  and  Section  of 
the  premises  from  and  to  which  such  removals  are  made,  according  to  the  Land  Map 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  or  to  the  Land  Map  of  the  County  of  Kings,  as  the  case 
may  be.  If  the  premises  either  from  or  to  which  such  removal  is  made  is  in  a  part 
of  the  city  not  within  the  limits  of  the  Land  Map  of  the  City  of  New  York  or  the 
Land  Map  of  the  County  of  Kings,  the  record  of  such  removal  shall  be  indexed 
according  to  the  name  of  the  street,  avenue  or  road  to  or  from  which  such  removal  is 
made,  in  addition  to  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  procuring  such 
removal  or  receiving  the  articles  so  removed.  If  the  premises  either  from  or  to  which 
such  removal  is  made  is  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the.  record  of 
such  removal  shall  be  indexed  according  to  the  post  office  address  of  said  premises  in 
addition  to  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  procuring  such  removal 
and  receiving  the  articles  so  removed.  In  his  discretion  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses 
may  index  said  records  of  removals  in  any  borough  under  any  other  system  of 
locality  and  name  indexes. 

Violations. 

5.  //  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  procuring  the  removal 
of  any  of  the  properties  herein  described,  or  receiving  the  same,  to  give  to  the  owner 
or  operator  of  any  vehicle  employed  to  remove  such  property  a  fictitious  name  or

refuse  to  give  the  correct  name  of  the  owner  or  the  party  in  possession  of_  or  receiving 
said  property,  or  wilfully  deceive  him  as  to  the  same.  The  punishment  upon  con- 
viction for  such  unlawful  act  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10  or  imprisonment  for 
not  exceeding  10  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  Any  public  cartman,  upon 
conviction  for  a  violation  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $10  or  imprisonment  for  not  exceeding  5  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. 

Sec.  2.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  Committee  on  Departments,  to  which  was  referred  on  April  3,  1917  (]\Iinutes, 
page  3),  the  annexed  communication  from  the  President,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  in 
relation  to  naming  the  Rivington  Street  Public  Bath  in  honor  of  Dr.  Simon  Baruch, 
respectfully 

REPORTS: 

That  this  request  is  in  token  of  a  compliment  to  one  Dr.  Simon  Baruch,  a  pioneer 
in  the  movement  for  free  public  baths,  and  the  one  to  make  the  first  plea  for  such 
institutions  in  this  country. 

It  therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolution. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Rivington  Street  Public  Bath,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  named  "The  Dr.  Simon  Baruch  Public  Bath,"  and  shall 
hereafter  be  known  as  such.

Dear  President  Dowling:  Enclosed  permit  me  to  hand  you  a  little  memorandum 
regarding  the  work  of  Dr.  Simon  Baruch,  who  is  known  throughout  the  country  as 
the  "Father  of  Public  Baths  in  New  York."  He  is  a  great  authority  on  the  curative 
power  of  water.  Since  1889  he  has  been  actively  working  for  the  development  of 
public  baths,  and,  through  his  individual  efforts,  the  Rivington  Street  Public  Bath 
was  established. 

My  purpose  in  writing  to  you  is  to  ask  your  co-operation  in  naming  this  Riv- 
ington Street  Bath  "The  Dr.  Simon  Baruch  Public  Bath,"  or  in  some  way  connect- 
ing his  name  with  the  institution. 

Dr.  Baruch  is  quite  an  old  man  and  I  would  like  to  see  this  honor  given  to  him 
before  it  is  too  late. 

If  you  personally  feel  that  it  is  not  a  proper  thing  to  do,  kindly  withhold  action, 
as  I  would  not  like  him  to  be  subjected  to  any  slight.

The  Rivington  Street  Bath,  Constructed  Through  the  Effort  and  Work  of  Dr.  Simon 

Baruch. 

(Excerpt  from  the  Report  on  Public  Baths  Made  by  Mrs.  J.  ,Wells  Wentworth, 

August  7th,  1911.) 

The  first  plea  for  the  public  rain  or  shower  baths  in  this  country  was  made  by 
Dr.  Simon  Baruch  of  New  York  in  an  editorial  of  the  Times  and  Register,  a  medical 
journal,  dated  August  24th,  1889.  Dr.  Baruch  had  investigated  the  operation  of  the 
public  baths  of  Germany,  and,  upon  his  return,  earnestly  urged  the  adoption  of  tnis 
type  of  bath.  He  was  at  that  time  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Hygiene  of  the 
New  York  County  Medical  Society  and  he  made  a  lengthy  report  upon  the  subject 
to  the  Society,  in  which  he  described  this  type  of  bath  and  set  forth  fully  the  advan- 
tages to  be  gained  by  its  adoption  here. 

Like  all  progressive  ideas,  this  one  that  aimed  to  supply  a  great  civic  need  re- 
quired a  battle  royal  to  bring  it  to  fruition.  But  the  Doctor  had  the  courage  of  his 
conviction  and  a  large  hearted  foresight  as  well,  so,  like  the  good  soldier  that  he  is, 
he  went  valiantly  to  work. 

Dr.  Baruch's  idea  was  called  "a  dream,"  "a  chimera,"  "a  Utopian  plan."  "The 
people  won't  bathe,"  said  one  of  New  York's  Mayors.  The  fallacy  of  this  view  has 
been  amply  proved,  and,  not  only  that,  but  an  incident  that  occured  shortly  after 
the  establishment  of  the  Tenement  House  Department  shows  that  if  proper  means 
are  not  provided,  those  nearest  at  hand  will  be  utilized.  A  complaint  against  the 
quality  of  the  water  supply  in  a  certain  tenement  house  caused  the  Department  to 
send  an  inspector  to  investigate.  It  was  a  warm,  sunny  day,  and,  as  the  inspector 
climbed  to  the  roof  to  inspect  the  water  tank,  shouts  of  revelry  and  glee  greeted  his 
ears.  He  arrived  just  in  time  to  see  an  impish  youngster,  clothed  in  nature's  garb, 
dive  head  first  into  the  tank  to  the  great  delight  of  several  others,  who  eagerly  awaited 
their  turn  at  the  improvised  swimming  pool. 

The  history  of  this  modern  crusader's  fight  for  the  free  public  baths  began  in 
1889.  when,  through  newspaper  editorials,  addresses  before  Medical  and  Scientific 
Societies,  and  wherever  he  could  get  a  hearing,  the  Doctor  drove  home  with  unanswer- 
able logicable  logic  the  necessity  for  this  great  reform,  until  he  gradually  created  a 
put  lie  sentiment  in  its  favor.    He  said: 

"It  is  the  duty  of  the  municipality  to  prevent  immorality.    I  believe  that 

money  spent  for  public  baths,  where  people  car  go  and  get  clean,  will  do  more 

towards  raising  the  standard  of  health  and  morality  than  a  much  larger  sum 

spent  in  any  other  way." 

"The  chief  advances  of  modern  hygiene  have  been  made  by  the  recognition 

of  cleanliness  as  the  essence  of  true  sanitation." 

"How  to  secure  the  needy  classes,  among  whom  diseases  arising  from  and 

encouraged  by  lack  of  cleanliness  are  most  rife,  access  to  baths  which  will  not 

repel  them  by  expensiveness,  loss  of  time  and  lack  of  conveniences,  is  a  subject 

that  has  been  practically  investigated  and  demonstrated." 

"The  baths  should  be  located  in  the  very  heart  of  the  overcrowded  districts." 
"The  people  especially  who  literally  'eat  their  bread  by  the  sweat  of  their 
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brow'  should  find,  without  delay  or  trouble,  in  their  own  vicinity,  a  comfortable 
place  where  they  may  rid  themselves  of  the  filth  accumulated  upon  their  person 
by  their  daily  labor." 

In  1896  a  canvass  of  the  then  Fifteenth  Assembly  District  of  New  York  (Hell's 
Kitchen)  revealed  an  average  of  one  bathtub  to  every  79  families,  while  in  some 
blocks  the  proportion  was  as  low  as  one  bath  tub  to  each  440.3  families. 

But,  notwithstanding  this  fact.  Dr.  Baruch's  tireless  energy  and  practical  ex- 
perience and  knowledge  as  scientific  physician,  could  not  convince  anyone  of  the 
three  Mayors  to  whom  he  appealed  for  the  boon  of  the  free  public  bath  for  working 
people  of  its  utility.  But  he  persisted.  For  nearly  ten  years  he  labored  incessantly, 
devoting  time,  money,  energies  of  persuasion,  threats,  prayers  and  the  sarcasm  and 
power  of  his  pen  towards  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  idea.  At  last,  in  1895,  an 
Act  was  passed  by  the  State  Legislature,  providing  that  "All  Cities  of  the  first  and 
second  classes  shall  establish  and  maintain  such  number  of  free  public  baths  as  the 
Local  Board  of  Health  may  deem  to  be  necessary.  Each  bath  shall  be  kept  open 
not  less  than  fourteen  hours  for  each  day  and  both  hot  and  cold  water  shall  be  pro- 
vided." 

Dr.  Baruch  ascribes  to  the  Hon.  Goodwin  Brown  of  Albany  the  honor  of  intro- 
ducing this  bill  and  getting  it  passed.  This  Act  remained  without  effect.  Mayor 
Strong,  however,  in  accordance  with  the  promises  made  during  the  Reform  Campaign 
by  his  party,  had  another  Act  passed  (chapter  122  of  the  Laws  of  1896),  which  in- 
cluded Comfort  Stations.    It  became  a  Law  March  25th,  1896. 

Mayor  Strong's  Committee  on  Public  Baths  reported  adversely  to  the  erection  of 
Public  Baths  through  a  misunderstanding  of  paragraph  4,  erroneously  assuming  that 
this  Act  demanded  the  use  of  the  public  parks  for  bath  purposes.  This  paragraph 
authorizes  and  empowers  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  "locate  any  or  all 
of  the  structures  for  the  promotion  of  public  comfort  in  any  public  park  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  but  makes  no  reference  whatever  to  public  baths.  (Pp.  42  and  210, 
Report  of  the  Mayor's  Committee  on  Public  Baths  and  Public  Comfort  Stations,  trans- 
mitted to  the  Legislature,  April  9th,  1897.) 

Dr.  Baruch,  finding  all  his  past  work  in  danger  of  being  nullified  by  this  report, 
went  before  the  Board  of  Health,  consisting  of  President  "Wilson,  Commissioner 
Fowler  and  their  Attorney,  and  convinced  them  that  this  was  an  erroneous  construc- 
tion of  paragraph  4.  Then,  at  this  instance,  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine 
passed  a  resolution  to  appoint  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  Mayor  and  urge  him 
that  he  execute  the  mandatory  Bath  Act. 

Dr.  Baruch,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  together  with  his  colleagues.  Health 
Commissioner  Fowler  and  Doctor  Van  Sandvoord,  called  upon  the  Mayor  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  and  obtained  his  promise  to  build  the  Rivington  Street  Bath.  Steps  were 
taken  immediately  towards  the  building  of  the  bath,  but  it  required  four  years  more 
of  urging  and  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Doctor  to  bring  it  to  completion. 
Finally,  in  1901,  four  years  after,  this,  the  first  free  public  shower  bath  in  New  York 
City,  was  opened  to  the  public.  If  anyone  doubts  the  utility  or  popularity  of  these 
baths,  let  him  go  down  there  some  evening  and  see  the  crowds  of  men  and  women 
patiently  waiting  their  turn  to  get  in  and  note  the  disappointment  of  those  who  are 
"too  late."  Two  thousand  five  hundred  or  3,000  is  not  an  unusual  attendance  on  a 
busy  day.   Today  we  have  13  large  and  commodious  bath  houses  in  full  operation.

A  communication  dated  March  28,  1917,  from  Warden  Fox  to  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner of  Correction  stated  in  part: 

"In  regard  to  my  own  loss,  I  would  say  that  my  insurance  was  only  $2,000. 
Heretofore  I  had  carried  $5,000,  but  the  Company  refused  to  renew  it,  and  I  had 
to  try  three  other  companies  before  I  could  get  any  of  them  to  insure  us  at  all. 
V  I  have  settled  with  the  Insurance  Company  for  $1,400,  which  could  be  deducted 
from  the  present  list  herewith  enclosed. 

"The  list  under  the  name  of  Nora  J.  Cronin,  is  that  of  my  housekeeper,  who 
is  paid  by  me.  If  the  City  would  not  allow  her  list,  I  certainly  feel  that  it  would 
be  my  duty  to  replace  them." 

No  inventory  can  be  found  which  was  compiled  previous  to  the  fire,  and  I  have 
been  unable  to  find  a  precedent  showing  that  special  revenue  bonds  were  issued  to 
cover  a  similar  loss  in  any  other  institution  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  City  of 
New  York. 

I  recommend  that  the  request  be  denied  and  the  items  thereof  entered  as  claims 
for  investigation  by  the  Division  of  Law  and  Adjustment  of  the  Department  of 
Finance,  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  loss  and  the  amount  which  should  be  reim- 
bursed. After  such  determination  has  been  "arrived  at,  the  Comptroller  is  empowered 
under  the  Charter  to  issue  special  revenue  bonds  to  pay  such  claims.

necting Gouverneur  Hospital  with  the  new  Outpatient  Department 
The  Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision,  to  which  these  requests  were  referred, 
reports  thereon  as  follows : 

"(1)  Fire  Prevention  Work,  71st  Regiment  Armory — 

"This  armory  is  used  about  forty-five  times  each  year  for  reviews,  social 
functions  and  public  school  games,  at  which  time  it  is  filled  to  capacity. 

"Pursuant  to  orders  of  the  Fire  Department,  temporary  exits  have  been  -pro- 
vided. It  is  necessary  to  make  these  permanent,  to  provide  additional-  exits  from 
the  second  balconies  and  to  enlarge  the  present  exits.  All  the  necessary  work,  it 
is  estimated,  can  be  done  for  $19,000. 

"There  is  available  approximately  $13,000  in  two  corporate  stock  funds  for  the 
construction  and  for  the  alteration  of  this  building.  It  is  necessary  that  $6,000 
additional  be  provided  for  this  purpose. 

"(2)  Equipment,  Outpatient  Department,  Gouverneur  Hospital — 

"The  building  is  practically  completed  and  the  necessary  equipment  must  be 
provided  if  it  is  to  be  operated.  The  sum  requested  includes  two  items  as  follows: 
Engineer's  equipment,  $4,000;  clothing  and  bedding,  $5,000. 

"The  Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision  has  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees that  the  boiler  plant  in  this  building  be  not  operated,  but  'that  a  tunnel  be 
constructed  to  the  main  hospital  and  that  power  service  be  obtained  from  the 
plant  in  the  latter  building.  Although  no  action  on  this  suggestion  has  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Bureau,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that,  as  it  is  ver}^  economical  in 
effect  it  will  be  adopted.  There  will  therefore  be  no  need  of  furnishing  equip- 
ment for  an  engineer.  If  the  building  is  conducted  for  the  purpose  intended  in 
its  authorization,  there  will  be  no  need  of  furnishing  bedding. 

"Owing  to  increases  in  costs  about  $10,000  will  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  the  request. 

"(3)  Equipment  of  Kings  County  Hospital  Laundry — 

"In  1913,  $75,000  was  authorized  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a 
laundry  at  Kings  County  Hospital.  It  was  originally  proposed  to  construct  a 
building  that  would  be  adequate  only  for  the  reasonable  needs  of  the  staff 
work  at  this  hospital,  but  after  an  investigation  it  was  decided  that  a  new  general 
laundry  could  be  provided  for  but  a  small  additional  sum,  $5,000,  and  plans  were 
accordingly  prepared  for  a  laundry,  designed  not  only  to  accommodate  Kings 
County  Hospital,  including  both  stafif  and  general,  but  of  sufficient  size  to  do 
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the  entire  laundry  work  for  all  the  hospitals  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Charities  in  Brooklyn. 

"A  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  laundry  building,  for  the  purposes  as 
outlined  above,  was  approved  by  your  Board,  contracted  for  and  is  now  nearing 
completion. 

"In  order  to  equip  this  building  for  the  purposes  intended  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $30,000  is  requested.  The  increased  cost  for  completing  this 
building  is  due  primarily  to  the  advance  in  prices  in  labor,  material  and  equip- 
ment, since  it  was  first  projected. 

"It  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  some  new  equipment  and  provide  for  the 
moving  and  relocating  of  old  equipment  from  the  existing  laundries,  which 
can  be  used  in  the  new  building. 

The  estimated  cost  has  been  examined  by  items  by  the  Bureau  and  the 
entire  amount  requested  found  to  be  necessary. 

"The  new  central  laundry  will  effect  the  discontinuance  of  the  laundries, 
now  part  of  the  following  institutions :  Greenpoint  Hospital,  Cumberland  Street 
Hospital,  Coney  Island  Hospital,  and  will  be  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  needs 
of  the  proposed  Bradford  Street  Hospital,  East  New  York  Clinic. 
"(4)  Alterations  to  Kings  County  Hospital  Power  House. 

"The  proposed  expenditure  of  $136,594  includes  the  installation  of  addi- 
tional boilers  and  the  construction  of  an  extension  to  the  boiler  house;  the 
installation  of  a  new  electric  generating  unit;  construction  of  a  service  tunnel 
to  Kingston  Avenue  Hospital:  the  installation  of  a  three-wire  electric  feeder 
system  and  steam  and  hot  water  systems  between  the  two  institutions.  The 
object  was  the  discontinuance  of  the  operation  of  the  present  power  plant  at 
Kingston  Avenue  Hospital  and  to  provide  cheaper  electric  current  of  a  proper 
voltage  for  these  institutions. 

"The  changes  are  desirable  both  from  an  operating  and  economic  standpoint. 

"Owing  to  the  extent  of  the  work  involved  and  the  high  cost  of  labor  and 
materials,  especially  in  mechanical  and  electrical  work,  the  time  is  inopportune 
for  making  all  the  improvements  herein  contemplated  and  for  which  funds  have 
been  requested.  In  place  thereof,  this  Bureau  recommends  that  the  following 
equipment  only  be  provided  for  at  this  time : 

"1st — For  a  complete  three-wire  feeder  distribution  system  between  the 
buildings  of  the  Kings  County  Hospital  and  the  Kingston  Avenue  Hospital. 

"2nd — For  the  modification  of  the  switchboard  in  the  power  house  of  the 
Kings  County  Hospital  to  properly  connect  the  feeders  and  distribute  the  load. 

"3rd — For  the  removal  of  one  50-K.W.,  125-volt  generating  unit  and  founda- 
tion. 

"4th — For  the  installation  of  one  new  200-K.W.,'  250-volt  generator  unit, 
and  two  balancer  sets. 

"5th — For  the  substitution  of  two  125-K.W.,  250-volt  generators  in  place 
of  the  present  125-volt  generators. 

"This  installation  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible,  not  only  on  account 
of  the  saving  which  will  be  effected  in  the  cost  of  current  at  both  institutions, 
which  will  approximate  $2,500  per  annum,  but  also  because  of  the  following 
facts : 

"The  present  generating  plant  at  the  Kings  County  Hospital  produces  cur- 
rent at  110  volts,  and  owing  to  the  new  extensions  to  this  institution  it  is  found 
that  it  is  no  longer  economical  to  produce  current  at  that  voltage,  and 
further  that  the  increased  demands  for  light  and  power  will  be  such  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  increase  the  size  of  the  plant,  by  installing  250-volt  generators 
and  balancer  sets.  Further,  the  new  electric  machinery  in  the  new  central 
laundry,  at  the  Kings  County  Hospital,  which  is  now  nearing  completion,  was 
designed  to  operate  on  250  volts,  direct  current,  in  anticipation  that  this  new 
generating  equipment  would  be  installed  and  ready  to  supply  current  at  that 
voltage  for  power  purposes  when  required.  Also  the  new  electric  equipment 
in  the  Kingston  Avenue  Hospital,  which  is  also  nearing  completion,  was  de- 
signed for  250  volts  on  the  same  supposition. 

"The  estimated  cost  of  the  recommended  work  is  $25,000.  There  is  at 
present  a  balance  approximating  $9,800  in  the  corporate  stock  fund  entitled 
"C.  C.  H. — 26D,  Additional  Electric  Lighting  Facilities  at  Kings  County  Hospital," 
which  is  properly  chargeable  to  this  work,  leaving  a  balance  of  approximately 
$15,000  to  be  provided. 

"Improvement  of  Site  for  Playground,  68th  Street — 

"This  site  is  a  plot  200  feet  by  300  feet,  located  on  First  avenue,  between 
67th  and  68th  streets. 
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"The  adjoining  neighborhoods  are  densely  populated  and  three  schools  are 
nearby,  and  although  a  small  playground  is  located  at  59th  street  and  another 
at  77th  street,  there  appears  to  be  need  for  this  improvement. 

"It  is  proposed  to  grade  the  entire  site,  construct  walks  and  fences,  surface 
playground  sections,  provide  mould  and  sod  for  grass  borders,  construct  water 
supply  and  drainage,  a  comfort  station  and  shelters  and  to  plant  trees. 

"This  work  is  estimated  to  cost  at  least  $36,000." 
"6th  Bridge  Across  Gouvcrneur  Slip — 

"The  construction  of  this  bridge  is  necessary  in  order  to  permit  the  transfei; 
of  convalescent  patients  from  the  hospital  proper  to  a  proposed  roof  ward  on  the 
Outpatient  Building,  for  the  immediate  transfer  of  cases  between  the  buildings 
and  to  permit  better  access  for  Doctors  and  Nurses  during  inclement  weather. 
The  Bridge  will  cost,  approximately,  $7,000." 

The  Committee  has  considered  the  above  requests  and  believes  that  the  sums 
recommended  as  necessary  should  be  provided  for  the  purposes  stated,  but  from  the 
proceeds  of  special  revenue  bonds  instead  of  corporate  stock. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  attached  resolution  requesting  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  ask  this  Board  for  authorizations  of  special  revenue  bonds 
in  the  amounts  and  for  the  purposes  recommended  above,  and  directing  the  Secretary 
to  present  such  requests,  when  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  this  Board  for 
action,  without  further  report.

I  do  not  think  this  investigation  has  been 
completed  as  yet. 

The  balance  in  the  account  at  the  present  time  will  be  sufficient  to  last  until  about 
the  middle  of  July.  This  request  is  being  made  at  this  time  in  order  that  funds  may 
be  provided  before  our  present  account  is  exhausted.

Hon.  Francis  P.  Kenney,  Chairman,  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Sir — As  requested  in  your  communication  of  recent  date,  I  have  caused  an  ex- 
amination to  be  made  into  the  additional  appropriations  which  are  asked  for  by  Belle- 
vue and  Allied  Hospitals.  Owing  to  the  short  time  available,  the  examination  was 
necessarily  not  very  exhaustive. 

The  facts  relating  to  each  of  the  items  of  the  request  are  as  follows : 
Code  2075,  Laundry,  Cleaning  and  Disinfecting  Supplies,  $7,000. 

Of  the  amount  provided,  $9,900,  in  the  1917  budget  for  these  supplies  there  ap- 
pears to  be  no  balance  available.  The  need  for  an  additional  appropriation  is  due  to 
the  increased  cost  of  all  articles  used  for  cleaning  purposes.  White  castile  soap, 
which  could  be  purchased  a  year  ago  at  9%  cents  per  pound,  now  costs  14^  cents, 
and  brown,  chip  and  window  cleaning  soap,  which  were  bought  at  4.6  cents,  6^4, 
cents  and  7.7  cents  per  pound,  respectively,  now  cost  7.9  cents,  12.35  cents  and  8  cents 
per  pound.  To  meet  the  requirements  of  these  articles  alone  an  additional  sum  of 
$3,300  is  required.  Cleaning  and  disinfecting  powders  have  also  increased  in  cost, 
particularly  thoSe  requiring  a  considerable  amount  of  chemicals,  for  example,  blueing, 
which  cost  a  year  ago  $2.41  a  pound,  now  costs  $9.10  a  pound.  An  additional  sum  of 
$6,800  appears  necessary  if  present  prices  prevail  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 
Code  2076,  Refrigerating  Supplies,  $1,200. 

There  is  at  present  a  balance  of  about  $2,000  in  this  fund,  which  should  be 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements  until  the  late  fall.  There  appears  to  be  no  im- 
mediate necessity  for  additional  funds  for  these  supplies. 

Code  2077,  Botanical  and  Agricultural  Supplies,  $450.00. 

There  was  provided  for  these  supplies  in  the  1917  budget  the  sum  of  $1,500.  all  of 
which  has  been  expended  with  $100  in  outstanding  obligations,  for  v.^hich  there  are 
at  present  no  available  funds.  The  sum  of  $300  appears  to  be  necessary  to  liquidate 
these  obligations  and  to  permit  the  purchase  of  bulbs  and  other  plants  necessary  for 
fall  planting. 

Code  2078,  Motor  Vehicle  Supplies,  $1,000. 

The  allowance  of  $3,700  for  these  supplies,  which  was  about  the  same  amount  as 
requested,  appears  to  be  insufficient  to  the  extent  of  about  $1,000.  The  need  for  more 
funds  appears  to  be  due  almost  entirely  to  the  increased  cost  of  gasoline,  the  budget 
allowance  being  at  the  rate  of  20  cents  per  gallon,  whereas  the  average  cost  for 
the  first  4>2  months  was  22.24  cents  per  gallon.  The  estimate  for  the  balance  of  the 
year  is  on  a  basis  of  23  cents  per  gallon. 

Code  2079,  General  Plant  Supplies,  $5,000. 

Of  the  amount  provided  in  the  1917  budget  for  these  supplies,  $7,150,  which  was 
about  the  same  sum  as  requested,  there  is  at  present  a  balance  of  $2,850.  The  need 
in  this  fund  appears  to  be  due  partly  to  an  increased  census  of  the  various  institu- 
tions of  this  department  and  to  the  increased  cost  of  these  supplies,  which  range 
from  10  to  50  per  cent,  over  a  year  ago.  Instances  of  increased  cost  are  reflected  in 
the  price  of  sheet  muslin,  which  cost  14  cents  a  yard  a  year  ago,  now  costs  21  cents  * 
toilet  paper,  which  was  purchased  at  $5.30  per  100  rolls,  now  costs  $6.25,  and  tootl 
brushes,  which  formerly  cost  39.5  cents  per  dozen,  now  cost  46^4  cents.  The  in- 
creased cost  of  these  three  items  alone,  not  including  the  man}-  others  purchased 
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from  this  appropriation,  amounts  to  about  $2,500,  There  appears  to  be  a  necessity 
of  an  additional  appropriation  of  about  $5,000. 

Code  2081,  Household  Equipment,  $10,000. 
The  sum  provided  in  the  budget,  $25,000,  for  this  code  has  been  entirely  expended 
with  considerable  liabilities  outstanding,  for  which  there  are  no  available  funds.  The 
depletion  of  this  fund  is  partly  attributed  to  equipping  of  additional  wards,  for  which 
no  funds  were  provided,  estimated  at  $4,000.  A  list  of  over  fifty  items  of  furniture, 
rugs,  crockery  and  other  equipment  estimated  at  $8,215,  has  been  submitted.  It  is 
difficult  to  determine  the  urgency  of  all  these  items  in  such  a  short  time.  Some 
additional  funds  are  necessary,  but  to  what  extent  it  is  difficult  to  determine  at  this 
time. 

Code  2082,  Medical  and  Surgical  Equipment,  $12,000. 

The  sum  of  $13,658,  provided  for  in  this  code,  has  been  expended  and  there  are 
in  addition  outstanding  obligations  amounting  to  about  $500.  A  list  of  over  600 
items  of  needed  equipment  has  been  submitted,  but  it  is  difficult  to  determine  the 
necessity  of  all  these  items  in  such  a  short  time.  There  is  no  question  but  additional 
funds  are  necessary,  but  to  what  extent,  it  cannot  be  determined  at  this  time. 
Code  2084,  Wearing  Apparel,  $10,000. 

There  was  provided  in  the  1917  budget  for  wearing  apparel  the  sum  of  $33,900, 
all  of  which  has  been  expended.  The  deficit  in  this  appropriation  appears  to  be  due 
to  the  increased  number  of  insane  persons  committed  to  the  State  Institutions,  and 
also  to  the  increased  costs  of  these  outfits.  Under  the  state  law,  it  is  necessary  to 
give  to  each  such  person  committed  to  the  state  institutions  a  new  outfit.  These  outfits 
for  males  have  increased  $2.78  in  cost  and  for  females  86  cents  in  cost,  or  a  total 
of  about  $5,100.  The  census  for  male  insane  for  1916  was  1,429  and  female  1,400. 
From  January  1,  1917,  to  June  30,  1917,  the  census  for  male  was  956  and  female  811. 
From  this  it  would  appear  that  the  total  for  1917  will  be  considerably  in  excess  of 
1916.  On  a  basis  of  371  additional  insane  males,  an  additional  $5,400  would  be 
necessary,  not  taking  into  consideration  what  is  necessary  for  other  patients  or  for 
some  articles  required  for  the  help  of  the  institutions.  The  sum  of  $10,000  appears 
necessary  at  this  time. 

Code  2085,  General  Plant  Equipment,  $10,000. 

The  $11,100  provided  for  these  supplies  has  been  entirely  expended,  with  .ad- 
ditional outstanding  obligations  of  approximately  $1,000.  The  deficit  m  this  fund 
is  due  largely  to  the  increased  cost  of  nearly  all  the  items  purchased,  such  as  brushes, 
brooms,  pails,  and  sundry  utensils.  The  Fire  Department  recently  condemned  a 
considerable  amount  of  hose  now  used  in  these  hospitals  and  of  the  amount  now 
requested  approximately  $3,000  will  be  required  for  the  purchase  of  new  hose.  There 
appears  a  necessity  at  this  time  for  a  considerable  sum,  but,  like  all  equipment  items, 
it  is  difficult  in  the  short  time  available  to  determine  even  an  approximate  amount. 

In  all  the  appropriations  already  referred  to  the  deficiency  can  be  attributed  to 
the  increased  census  over  last  year.  From  the  period  from  January  1  to  June  30, 
1916,  the  average  census  was  2,078  and  for  the  same  period  in  1917  the  average 
census  was  2,281,  or  an  increase  of  over  ten  per  cent.  Respectfully,

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  which  was  referred  on  July  3,  1917  (Minutes, 
page  20),  the  annexed  request  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  for  special  revenue  bonds, 
$70,747.54,  to  meet  deficits  in  various  accounts,  respectfully 
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REPORTS : 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  and  basing  its  conclusions  on  the  annexed 
report  of  the  Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision,  the  Committee  recommends  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  resolution. 

Resolved,  That,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8  of  section  188  of 
the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  1)C  and 
it  is  hereby  requested  to  authorize  the  Comptroller  to  issue  special  revenue  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  forty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  ($41,900),  the  proceeds 
whereof  to  be  used  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  deficits  in 
various  accounts ;  all  obligations  contracted  for  hereunder  to  be  incurred  on  or  before 
December  31,  1917.

Sir — It  is  requested  that  your  Board  authorize  an  issue  of  revenue  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  $76,747.54,  which  sum  will  be  required  in  addition  to  the  regular  appropria- 
tion, for  other  than  personal  services,  to  conduct  the  department  during  the  current 
3-ear. 

The  average  increase  in  cost  on  practically  all  kinds  of  supplies  is  conservatively 
estimated  at  30%,  which  means  that  $145,500,  in  addition  to  the  budget  allowance,  will 
be  required  to  purchase  the  quantity  of  supplies  which  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  fixed  as  the  requirement  of  this  department  for  the  year  1917.  By 
skimping  to  the  utmost  and  purchasing  less  than  these  fixed  quantities,  the  amounts 
asked  for,  in  addition  to  the  $22,000  which  has  been  allowed  for  coal,  will  be  made 
to  meet  requirements.

At  your  request  I  have  caused  an  examination  to  be  made  into  this  requesst,  and 
report  thereon  as  follows : 

Code  No.  1674,  Food  Supplies. 

This  allowance  is  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  reimbursement  of  expendi- 
tures for  suppers  for  Fire  Marshal  and  Assistant  Fire  Marshals,  which  were  necessi- 
tated by  overtime  work  in  connection  with  the  detection  of  crime.  Based  upon  the 
experience  of  1916  and  1917,  the  amount  requested  is  necessary.  However,  there  is 
available  for  transfer  to  this  Code  from  Code  No.  1695  the  amount  of  $300.  An  al- 
lowance in  the  amount  of  $800  is  sufficient. 

Code  No.  1675,  Forage  and  Veterinary  Supplies. 

The  deficit  in  this  account  is  entirely  due  to  the  increased  prices  of  forage  over 
what  was  allowed  in  the  Budget.  An  examination  of  the  Budget  allowance,  the 
amount  delivered  or  contracted  for  to  date,  the  requirements  during  the  remiander 
of  the  year  on  the  average  price  of  1917,  less  the  unencumbered  balance  in  this  ac- 
count, discloses  the  necessity  of  an  allowance  in  the  amount  of  $29,400. 

Code  No.  1677,  Gasoline. 

The  Budget  allowance  for  gasoline  for  1917  was  based  upon  the  necessity  for 
the  purchase  of  175,000  gallons  at  the  rate  of  20  cents  per  gallon.  Due  to  increased 
prices  the  average  price  for  the  year  1917  will  be  23  cents  per  gallon,  which  neces- 
sitates an  additional  allowance  in  the  amount  requested,  namely,  $5,250. 

Code  No.  1678,  Office  Supplies. 

The  expenditure  from  this  account,  as  disclosed  by  the  fund  ledgers  in  the 
Department  of  Finance,  up  to  date  have  been  $2,582.20,  leaving  an  unencumbered 
balance  of  v$2,402.80,  which  appear  to  be  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  depart- 
ment during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  No  additional  allowance  appears  to  be 
necessary. 

Code  No.  1679,  Laundry,  Cleaning  and  Disinfecting  Supplies. 

This  account  is  depleted  owing  to  the  increase  in  prices  over  what  was  allowed 
at  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  Budget.  To  enable  the  purchase  of  necessary 
requirements  an  allowance  in  the  amount  of  $1,050  is  necessary,  which  will  provide 
for  the  purchase  of  those  items  which  were  allowed  in  the  Budget. 

Code  No.  1681,  General  Plant  Supplies. 

The  unencumbered  balance  in  this  account  is  $1,511.05.  A  contract  for  kerosene 
and  lubricating  oils  in  the  amount  of  $3,037.50  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Department 
of  Finance  for  temporary  registration  under  Code  No.  1677,  which,  however,  is  a 
proper  charge  against  this  code.  To  provide  for  the  proper  registration  of  this 
contract,  and  for  other  requirements  of  the  department  during  the  remainder  of 
the  year,  an  allowance  in  the  amount  of  $4,000  is  necessary.  The  depletion  of  this 
account  is  almost  entirely  due  to  increased  prices. 

Code  No.  1683,  Office  Equipment. 

The  request  for  special  revenue  bonds  for  this  account  is  to  enable  the  liquidation 
of  a  bill  of  John  Wanamaker  in  the  amount  of  $519  for  desks,  tables  and  chairs, 
which  are  now  in  use  by  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention.  The  unencumbered  balance 
in  this  account  is  $74.06,  which  is  insufficient  for  the  purpose.  Inasmuch  as  this 
large  obligation  was  contracted  for  where  no  appropriation  was  available,  it  is 
suggested  that  the  additional  allowance  be  denied  and  that  the  department  forward 
the  bill  to  the  Comptroller  for  settlement  under  section  246  of  the  Charter. 

Code  No.  1686,  Household  Equipment. 

The  depletion  of  this  account  is  partly  due  to  increased  prices,  and  to  the  or- 
ganization of  nine  new  fire  companies.  A  contract  for  chairs,  toweling,  etc.,  which 
is  about  to  be  registered,  leaves  an  unencumbered  balance  in  this  account  of  only 
$567.08.  An  open  market  order  in  the  amount  of  $770  for  brooms  is  awaiting  issuance 
pending  the  transfer  of  available  funds.  The  requirements  of  the  department  based 
upon  a  detailed  analysis,  which  was  made  at  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the 
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budget,  discloses  the  necessity  of  an  allowance  in  the  amount  requested.  However, 
there  is  now  pending  a  request  for  transfer  of  funds  to  this  account  in  the  amount 
of  $770,  which  reduces  the  amount  necessary  to  be  met  by  an  issuance  of  revenue 
bonds  to  $8,800. 

Code  No.  1689,  General  Plant  Equipment. 

The  unencumbered  balance  in  this  account  is  ^777.03,  the  depletion  of  the  account 
being  due  to  increased  prices.  There  is  now  pending  a  transfer  of  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $925  to  this  account.  Based  upon  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  requirements 
of  the  department  which  was  made  at  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  budget 
allowance,  an  allowance  in  the  amount  of  $7,000  appears  to  be  sufficient. 

Code  No.  1691,  Materials. 

The  unencumbered  balance  in  this  account,  out  of  a  total  appropriation  of  $51,957 
is  now  only  $5,750.68.  Owing  to  increased  prices,  an  allowance  in  the  amount  re- 
quested is  necessary. 

Code  No.  1699,  General  Plant  Service. 

The  unencumbered  balance  in  this  account  is  $500.46.  The  main  reasons  for 
the  depletion  of  this  account  are  the  increased  cost  of  the  removal  of  manure  from 
$480,  the  amount  allowed  in  the  budget,  to  $900,  the  contract  price,  and  to  laundrying 
costs  on  account  of  the  detention  of  employees,  making  it  necessary  to  provide  sleeping 
accommodations.  An  allowance  in  the  amount  requested  appears  to  be  necessary. 
Code  No.  1700,  Contingencies. 

Further  investigation  is  to  be  made  for  this  item  of  the  request,  which  is  for 
the  expenditure  of  funds  for  special  services  rendered  to  the  Fire  Marshal  in  con- 
nection with  the  detection  of  crime  of  firebugs,  and  for  other  minor  incidental 
expenses.    It  is  intended  that  the  needs  will  then  be  provided  by  transfer.

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  discretion  asked  for  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner to  enable  him  to  accept  an  automatic  fire  alarm  system  instead  of  watchmen 
and  time  detectors  is  a  proper  discretion,  and  will  afford  a  measure  of  relief  in  many 
cases  without  detriment  to  the  public  in  the  matter  of  fire  protection.

3.  Compression.  No  chlorine  gas  shall  be  compressed  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

4.  Storage  and  use.  Liquified  chlorine  gas  may  be  stored  only  in  quantities  speci- 
fied by  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  In  approved  fireproof  buildings  used  exclusively  for  the  storage  of  liquified 
chlorine.  Such  buildings  shall  be  approved  only  when  all  the  materials  entering  into 
their  construction,  including  flooring  and  trim  and  partitions,  whether  temporary  or 
permanent  are  incombustible  in  character. 
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(b)  In  enclosed  lots  or  yards  in  sparsely  settled  sections,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Fire  Commissioner  and  under  such  restrictions  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

(c)  In  buildings  used  for  other  purposes  than  the  storage  of  liquified  chlorine,  on 
the  ground  floor  only,  provided  the  containers  of  liquified  chlorine  are  located  in  a 
room  or  compartment  constructed  of  fireproof  or  fire  retarding  material,  which  is 
easily  accessible  from  the  street  or  yard.  If  the  room  or  compartment  is  not  easily 
accessible  from  street  or  yard,  it  shall  be  provided  with  an  approved  automatic 
sprinkler  system  by  means  of  which  the  compartment  may  be  readily  flooded  with 
water,  all  of  which  shall  be  in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner. The  cylinders  of  chlorine  gas  may  be  placed  in  a  receptacle,  approved  by  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  so  arranged  as  to  be  automatically  flooded  with  cold  water  jrom 
a  reliable  source  in  case  of  fire. 

(d)  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  use  of  liquified  chlorine  above  the  grade 
floor,  except  in  a  building  occupied  exclusively  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
using  the  liquified  chlorine  and  protected  by  an  approved  automatic  sprinkler  system, 
except  that  in  special  cases  where  the  use  of  liquified  chlorine  existed  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  these  regulations  this  requirement  might  be  waived  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner. 

{e)  The  number  of  liquified  gas  cylinders  permitted  above  the  grade  floor  shall  not 
in  any  case  exceed  in  number  twice  the  number  actually  connected  and  in  use  at  any 
one  time  and  the  cylinders  shall  be  supported  from  the  ground  in  such  manner  as  not 
to  be  dependent  for  support  upon  any  non-fireproof  portion  of  the  building  con- 
struction. 

(/)  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  storage  or  use  of  liquified  chlorine  in  any 
building  used  for  a  hotel,  lodging  house,  tenement  house,  or  dwelling,  or  in  any  build- 
ing, lot  or  enclosure  located  within  50  feet  of  the  nearest  wall  of  a  building  occupied 
as  a  hospital,  school,  theatre  or  other  place  of  public  amusement  or  assembly. 

6.  Sale — No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  sell  any  liquified  chlorine  for  use 
within  the  City  of  New  York,  unless  the  purchaser  thereof  holds  a  permit  to  store  or 
use  liquified  chlorine.

The  oil-receptacle  of  an  oil  separator  shall  not  exceed  50 
gallons  capacity,  and  shall  be  emptied  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  oil 
from  overflowing;  and  such  oils  as  are  recovered  from  the  separator  shall  be  removed 
from  the  garage  within  24  hours  after  being  taken  from  the  separator.    (O.  R.,  §397.) 

3.  Sewer  connection.  Each  oil  separator  shall  be  connected  to  the  house  drain, 
and  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  separate  all  oils  from  the  drainage  of  the  garage.

Containers  now  in  use  and  purchased  hereafter 
for  storing  and  transporting  compressed  gases  must  be  subjected  whenever  they  appear 
materially  weakened  by  use,  but,  at  least  once  in  five  years,  to  a  uniform  interior 
pressure  test,  in  which  the  test  pressure  must  be  as  follows  : 

For  containers  for  liquid  carbonic  acid,  liquid  nitrous  oxide,  or  blaugas,  3,000 
pounds  to  the  square  inch ; 

For  containers  for  liquid  anhydrous  ammonia,  not  less  than  430  pounds  to  the 
square  inch ; 

For  containers  for  liquid  chlorine,  not  less  than  400  pounds  to  the  square  inch; 
For  containers  for  liquid  sulphur  dioxide,  not  less  than  250  pounds  to  the  square 
inch ; 

For  containers  for  carbonated  beverages  in  use  at  time  of  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, not  less  than  300  pounds  to  the  square  inch; 

For  containers  for  carbonated  beverages  manufactured  and  placed  in  use  after 
September  1,  1917,  not  less  than  500  pounds  to  the  square  inch.

Dear  Sir — I  have  received  your  communication  of  June  26,  1917,  which  reads 
as  follows : 

"The  enclosed  matter  'An  Ordinance  relating  to  public  carts  and  cartmen' 
is  now  before  the  Committee  on  General  Welfare  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  consideration. 

"Will  you  at  your  earliest  convenience  kindly  submit  to  the  Committee  an 
opinion  as  to  the  board's  jurisdiction  in  the  matter?" 
The  ordinance  referred  to  provides : 

"Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  as 
follows : 

"Section  1.  That  a  new  section  be  added  to  the  Code  of  Ordinances  to  be 
known  as  Section  145  of  Article  XI. 

§145.  Every  public  cartman  shall  keep  a  hook  of  record  of  all  transportations 
or  removals  made  by  him  of  such  goods,  household  or  office  furniture  or  other 
bulky  articles  from  any  private  dwelling,  tenement,  apartment  house,  office, 
boarding  house,  hotel  or  restaurant,  which  record  shall  contain:  (1)  the  name 
and  address  of  such  public  cartmen;  (2)  the  name  or  names  of  the  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  association  owning  or  claiming  to  own  such  goods,  house- 
hold or  office  furniture  or  other  bulky  articles  and  employing  such  public  cartmen 
for  such  transportation  and  removal,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm, 
corporation  or  association  to  whom  or  to  which  such  articles  are  delivered;  (3) 
the  street  and  house  numbers  of  the  respective  premises  from  and  to  zvhich  such 
transportation  or  removal  shall  be  made,  and  if  such  premises  or  either  of  them 
shall  not  be  designated  by  a  street  number,  such  public  cartman,  in  lieu  thereof, 
shall  otherwise  clearly  identify  the  same.  Such  book  or  record  shall  be  upon  a 
form  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses.  The  entries  therein 
of  said  removals  or  deliveries  shall  be  made  on  the  day  or  days  of  said  re- 
movals and  deliveries  and  shall  not  be  obliterated. 

"A  record  of  each  of  such  transportations  or  removals  so  made  by  such 
public  cartmen.  for  the  preceding  week  shall  be  filed  at  the  end  of  each  week 
in  the  Bureau  of  Licenses. 

"Such  record  shall  be  deemed  a  public  document  and  open  for  public  in- 
spection between  the  hours  of  nine  A.  M.  and  four  P.  M.,  except  on  Sundays 
and  Holidays.

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  That  a  new  section  be  added  to  the  Code  of  Ordinances  to  be 
known  as  Section  145  of  Article  XI. 
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§145.    Record  of  Transportations  or  Removals. 

1.  Everv  public  cartman  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  transportations  or  removals 
made  by  him  of  goods,  household  or  office  furniture  or  other  bulky  articles  of  c* 
shntlar  kind  and  from  any  private  divellmg,  tenement,  apartment  house,  office,  boarding 
house,  hotel  or  restaurant,  which  record  shall  contain:  (a)  the  name  and  address  of 
such  public  cartman;  (b)  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association  owning  or  claiming  to  own  such  goods,  household  or  office  turniture  or 
other  bulky  articles  and  employing  such  public  cartmen  for  such  transportation  and 
removal,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to 
zvhom  or  to  which  such  articles  are  delivered;  ic)  the  street  and  house  number 
of  the  respective  premises  from  and  to  which  such  transportation  or  removal  shall 
be  made,  and  if  such  premises  or  either  of  them  shall  not  be  designated  by  a  street 
number^  such  public  cartman,  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  otherwise  clearly  identify  the 
same,  (d)  If  either  of  said  premises  is  outside  the  City  of  New  York,  such 
record  shall  contain  the  post  office  address  thereof  in  addition  to  the  other  informa- 
tion Prescribed  in  this  Section. 

Approval  of  Form  of  Record. 

2.  Such  record  shall  be  upon  a  form  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses. 
The  entries  therein  of  said  removals  or  deliveries  shall  be  made  on  the  day  or  days 
of  said  removals  and  deliveries  and  shall  not  be  obliterated.

Index  of  Records. 

5.  Such  records  shall  be  indexed  in  the  Department  of  Licenses  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Licenses  both  by  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  pro- 
curing such  removals  and  receiving  such  articles  and  by  the  Block  and  Section  of 
the  premises  from  and  to  zvhich  such  removals  are  made,  according  to  the  Land  Map 
of  the  Citv  of  New  York,  or  to  the  Land  Map  of  the  County  of  Kings,  as  the  case 
may  be.  If  the  premises  either  from  or  to  which  such  removal  is  made  is  in  a  part 
of  the  citv  not  zvithin  the  limits  of  the  Land  Map  of  the  City  of  New  York  or  the 
Land  Map  of  the  County  of  Kings,  the  record  of  such  removal  shall  be  indexed 
according  to  the  name  of  the  street,  avenue  or  road  to  or  from  which  such  removal 
is  made,  in  addition  to  the  names  of  the  persons,  firms  or  corporations  procuring  such 
removal  or  receiving  the  articles  so  removed.

Violations.

New  York  Charter,  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  into  a  contract,  without  public 
letting,  for  the  construction  of  the  foundations  for  the  Park  Avenue  Viaduct, 
to  be  located  in  Park  Avenue  and  40th  Street,  and  to  connect  with  the  Grand 
Central  Station,  on  a  cost,  plus  percentage,  basis  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
forty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($48,000)." 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  resolution  the  contract  was  prepared  and 
the  form  approved  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  submitted  to  the  Interborough 
Rapid  Transit  Company  for  their  consideration. 

The  contract  form  provides  for  the  control  by  the  Borough  President  of  the 
force  to  be  employed,  the  material  to  be  purchased,  the  wages  to  be  paid  and  the 
percentage  of  profit  and  overhead  charges.  This  contract  form,  however,  requires 
the  completion  of  the  work  in  its  entirety  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions on  a  cost  plus  percentage  basis,  but  also  requires  that  the  work  shall  be  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $48,000. 

The  Interborough  Company  take  the  position  that  from  their  experience  on 
work  of  this  kind  at  this  particular  location  the  work  cannot  be  performed  for  less 
than  $65,000,  and  therefore  decline  to  enter  into  the  contract  with  the  limitation  of 
$48,000.  They  maintain  that  with  this  limitation  in  the  contract  the  City  receives 
all  the  benefits  should  the  cost  of  the  work  be  less  than  $48,000,  and  that  the  Inter- 
borough Company  sustains  all  of  the  loss  should  the  work  exceed  $48,000.  They  claim 
that  this  contract  is  not  equitable. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  request  that  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men of  April  3d,  1917,  hereinbefore  mentioned,  be  amended  so  as  to  increase  the 
amount  from  $48,000  to  $65,000.

The  facts  in  connection  with  each  code  are  as  follows  : 

Code  No.  2654,  Forage  and  Veterinary  Supplies,  $8,000. 

The  1917  budget  request  was  $15,000,  which  was  based  upon  feeding  102  horses 
and  12  cows.  The  examiners  recommended  $13,316.47,  based  upon  feeding  95  horses 
and  12  cows.  The  amount  recommended  was  subsequently  reduced  by  the  department 
to  $12,000,  which  amount  was  finally  allowed  in  the  budget.  The  unencumbered  balance 
as  of  July  1,  1917,  was  $1,320.08.  The  department,  at  the  instance  of  the  Mayor,  has 
placed  under  cultivation  more  than  double  the  acreage  used  last  year.  More  chickens 
and  pigs  have  also  been  purchased  and  18  additional  horses  have  been  procured  to 
carry  out  this  extensive  agricultural  program. 

It  is  estimated  that  at  present  prices  the  per  capita  cost  of  feeding  a  horse  is  68 
cents  per  day,  at  which  rate  it  would  require  $13.90^.04  to  feed  the  horses  now  in  the 
department  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  unencumbered  balance  in  the  fund,  stock  on 
hand  and  the  farm  produce  which  may  be  obtained  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 
it  is  believed,  will  make  up  the  difference  between  this  amount  and  the  sum  requested. 
Code  No.  2657 — Laundry,  Cleaning  and  Disinfecting  Supplies,  $2,500. 

Since  making  application  for  revenue  bonds  to  replenish  this  code,  the  department 
has  procured  the  necessary  funds  by  transfer  from  salary  and  wage  accruals. 
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Code  No.  2661— General  Plant  Supplies,  $2,000. 

The  budgetary  allowance  was  $5,800.    The  unencumbered  balance  is  $385. 

The  depletion  of  this  account  has  been  brought  about  solely  by  the  abnormal 
increase  in  the  cost  of  grease,  cottonwaste,  matches,  toilet  paper,  electric  lamps  and 
similar  supplies,  which  have  been  purchased. 

A  transfer  of  $500  to  this  account  was  made  in  the  latter  part  of  June.  There- 
fore a  similar  amount  should  be  deducted  from  the  request  and  $1,500  allowed. 
Code  No.  2671 — Shoeing  and  Boarding  Horses,  $750. 

The  budget  allowance  was  $3,076  and  the  unencumbered  balance  is  $1,352.95. 

It  was  agreed  at  the  time  the  budget  was  made  that  horses  of  the  Department  of 
Correction  would  be  shod_  at  the  stable  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning.  This 
arrangement  was  not  carried  out  because  the  Horseshoers'  Union  refused  to  sanction 
it.  An  increase  of  $10  per  month  for  boarding  four  horses  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  horses  to  be  shod  makes  the  amount  requested  necessary. 

Code  No.  2674— Telephone  Service,  $2,000. 

At  the  time  the  requirements  of  this  service  were  studied  by  the  examiners  for  the 
1917  budget,  it  was  found  that  $6,500  would  be  required,  and  this  amount  was  recom- 
mended. The  amount  finally  allowed  in  the  budget  was  $5,000.  A  study  at  this  time 
indicates  the  necessity  for  the  amount  originally  recommended.  Any  excess  over  this 
amount  should  be  provided  by  transfer  within  the  departmental  appropriation  after 
the  end  of  the  rear. 

Code  No.  267S— General  Plant  Service,  $3,100. 

Since  making  application  for  revenue  bonds  to  replenish  this  account  the  depart- 
ment has  been  granted  a  transfer  from  salary  and  wage  accruals  which  will  provide 
for  the  necessary  expenditures  from  this  code,  except  for  dry  cleaning  the  winter 
suits  of  the  inmates,  for  which  $1,000  is  requested.  The  purpose  of  this  request  is 
fully  set  forth  in  the  communication  to  your  Board.  Investigation  by  this  Bureau 
showed  that  the  goods  of  which  the  inmates'  winter  clothing  is  now  made  shrinks 
to  such  an  extent  when  washed  in  the  ordinarv  way  that  they  are  rendered  unfit  for 
further  use.  The  department  has  about  2,000  of  these  suits,  which,  if  properly 
cleaned,  will  be  available  next  winter,  thus  materially  reducing  the  expenditures  for 
clothing.    This  sum,  $1,000,  should  be  granted.

A  complete  study  of  the  requirements  of  the  department  to  the  end  of  the  year 
is  now  being  made,  but  pending  the  completion  of  this  study  the  department  has 
requested  that  a  report  be  submitted  to  your  Board  upon  such  parts  of  the  request 
as  represent  immediate  needs  and  for  which  funds  must  be  procured  to  operate  the 
department  during  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September.  These  needs  are  as 
follows  : 

Code  1958,  Laundry,  Cleaning  and  Disinfecting  Supplies,  $6,000. 
The  1917  budget  allowance  is  $25,689.    The  unencumbered  balance  is  $790.  Un- 
filled requisitions   for  soap,  disinfectants,  bug  exterminators  and  similar  supplies, 
together  with  an  amount  for  current  monthly  expenditures  indicated  a  need  for 
$2,000. 

Code  1961,  Botanical  and  Agricultural  Supplies,  $1,000. 

The  1917  budgetary  allowance  in  this  code  is  $5,000;  the  unencumbered  balance 
$176.  The  full  amount  requested  is  necessary  to  enable  the  department  to  transfer 
orders  temporarily  charged  against  the  food  supply  accounts  for  seed  potatoes  and 
other  seeds  to  the  proper  code.  The  orders  were  issued,  I  am  informed,  in  order 
that  there  would  be  no  delay  in  planting. 

Code  1963,  General  Plant  Supplies,  $7,000. 

The  1917  budget  allowance  in  this  code  is  $14,000.    The  unencumbered  balance 
is  $96.    The  budget  allowances  were  based  upon  the  annual  consumption  of  such  sup- 
plies at  prices  current  at  the  time  the  budget  was  made.    The  depletion  of  the  ac- 
count is  due  almost  entirely  to  increased  costs,  as  shown  by  comparison  as  follows  :

It  is  estimated  that  $2,500  will  provide  a  fund  sufficient  to  last  until  the  end  of 
September. 

Code  1972,  Motor  Vehicles  and  Equipment,  $7,000. 

The  1917  budget  allowance  is  $14,000,  of  which  $5,500  was  for  the  purchase  of 
new  equipment,  leaving  a  balance  of  $8,500.  A  transfer  of  $1,000  within  budgetary 
appropriation  to  this  account,  made  in  June,  makes  a  total  of  $9,500  as  the  amount 
available  for  the  automobile  tire  tubes  and  other  equipment  for  the  year. 

This  account  is  depleted,  which  indicates  an  average  expenditure  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year  of  $1,500  per  month.  The  Department  estimates  that  the  monthly 
cost  for  maintaining  the  equipment  of  the  Department  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
will  average  $1,000  each  month. 

On  this  basis  it  is  estimated  that  the  needs  of  the  department  when  stock  on 
hand  is  considered  can  be  met  for  the  next  three  months  by  the  authorization  of 
$2,500. 

Code  1975 — General  Plant  Equipment,  $3,000. 
The  1917  budget  allowance  in  this  code  is  $19,000;  the  balance  on  hand,  $229. 
The  early  depletion  of  this  account  is  due  primarily  to  increased  cost.    Contracts  have 
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also  been  let  for  certain  equipment  upon  a  yearly  basis  which  has  resulted  in  an 
overstock  in  some  institutions  of  the  department,  while  the  stock  at  other  institu- 
tions is  exhausted.  The  department  will  be  able  to  meet  most  of  its  requirements 
in  General  Plant  Equipment  for  the  next  three  months  by  a  redistribution  of  stock 
on  hand.  Certain  emergency  purchases  must  be  provided  for,  however,  for  which 
it  is  estimated  $1,000  will  be  sufficient. 

Code  \976— Materials,  $10,000. 
The  1917  Budget  allowance  in  this  code  is  $53,627.00;  the  unencumbered  balance, 
$26.00.  Expenditures  from  this  account  have  been  made  in  the  same  manner  as  from 
Code  1975,  General  Plant  Equipment,  The  average  emergency  expenditures  from 
this  code  are,  however,  much  greater  than  from  Code  1975,  and  are  approximately 
$2,000  per  month.  Such  materials,  coffin  boards,  valves,  pipe  fittings  for  the  upkeep 
of  the  power  equipment  in  the  institution  must  be  obtained.  It  is  estimated  that 
$5,000  will  be  required  for  such  expenditures  until  October. 

Code  1983— General  Plant  Service,  $1,000. 
The  1917  budget  allowance  in  this  code  is  $3,940;  the  unencumbered  balance  is 
$1,267.  -The  amount  allowed  in  this  code  included  $1,500  for  band  concerts  in  the 
Home  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  in  both  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn,  and  all  of  the 
balance  in  this  code  will  be  required  for  this  purpose.  It  was  believed  at  the  time 
the  budget  was  made  that  changes  in  the  water  supply  system  at  Kings  County 
Hospital  would  be  completed  by  the  end  of  May,  so  that  water  from  the  new 
Catskill  water  supply  could  be  obtained,  and  the  purchase  of  water  from  independent 
companies  could  be  discontinued.  The  changes  contemplated  have  not  been  made 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  water  for  the  next  three 
months.  It  is  estimated  that  $1,000  will  be  necessary  to  meet  expenditures  from 
this  code  for  that  period. 

Code  1953 — Office  Supplies,  and  Code  1962 — Motor  Vehicle  Supplies,  have  suffi- 
ciently large  balances,  which,  with  stock  on  hand,  will  be  ample  for  all  requirements 
as  far  as  can  be  determined  at  this  time,  and  it  is  not  apparent  that  further  funds 
will  be  necessary  in  these  codes. 

Codes  1951,  Forage  and  Veterinary  Supplies;  1954,  Medical  and  Surgical  Sup- 
plies: 1956  Medical  and  Surgical  Equipment,  and  1973,  Wearing  Apparel — will  all 
require  additional  funds.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  funds  for  such  commodities 
as_  are  necessary  and  indispensable  to  the  operation  of  the  department  may  be  ob- 
tained from  other  sources.

County.  That  action  was  approved  by  your  honorable  body  on  July  19.  1910.  Not- 
withstanding this  action,  the  Bureau  of  Personal  Service  in  its  report  declares : 

"However,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  bureau  that  the  request  of  the  District 
Attorney  should  properly  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  acted  upon 
by  that  board,  under  the  foregoing  cited  provisions  of  law,  without  any  action 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  being  taken  or  necessary." 
With  respect  to  this  office  there  were  other  instances  where  positions  have  been 
created  by  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  approval  of  your 
body.    This  includes  the  establishment  of  the  position  of  Process  Server  for  seven 
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incumbents  by  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  adopted  December  22,  1910 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  January  10,  1911.  This  also  includes 
the  establishment  of  the  position  of  Telephone  Operator  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  of  April  2,  1909,  which  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on 
April  13,  1909. 

With  respect  to  the  merits  of  the  District  Attorney's  application,  the  Bureau  of 
Personal  Service  approved  it  only  to  the  extent  of  two  places  and  called  attention 
to  the  unavailability  of  funds,  its  report  saying: 

"If  the  District  Attorney  had  another  Assistant  assigned  to  the  Magistrates' 
Courts,  and  one  in  the  Appeals  and  office  preparation  work,  or  a  total  of  two 
additional  positions,  the  needs  of  the  office  would  be  amply  provided  for.  The 
duties  of  the  requested  positions  fall  within  Grade  2  of  the  lawyers'  group  of 
the  standard  specifications,  with  a  salary  range  from  $1500  to  $2280  per  annum, 
inclusive.  There  are  no  funds  available  within  the  1917  budget  appropriations  to 
the  office,  and  an^  issue  of  special  revenue  bonds  in  the  necessary  sum  would 
have  to  be  authorized  to  provide  for  the  purposes  of  the  request." 
Acting  upon  this  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Personal  Service,  the  Committee  on 
Salaries  and  Grades  of  the  board  made  the  following  recommendation : 

"In  view  of  the  above  report,  the  Committee  recommends  denial  of  the 
request  of  the  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County  for  three  additional  cositions 
of  Deputy  Assistant  District  Attorneys,  on  the  ground  that  the  request  should 
properly  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  is  without  jurisdiction." 

Acting  upon  such  report  and  recommendation,  the  Board  of  Estimate  itself 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

'"That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  hereby  denies  the  request 
of  the  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County,  dated  April  14.  1917,  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  position  of  Deputy  Assistant  and  District  Attorney  for  three 
incumbents,  at  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  District  Attorney,  but  not  to  exceed 
$3,500  per  annum  each,  but  without  prejudice  to  its  presentation  to  the  1918 
Budget  Committee." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  has  abandoned  any  claim  of 
power  with  respect  to  the  establishment  of  thes  places,  and  in  view  of  the  merit 
of  the  application  and  the  present  office  need  for  these  places,  you  are  earnestly 
urged  to  adopt  the  resolution  first  set  out  in  this  communication.  The  reasons  for 
it  are  of  great  weight.  For  some  years  past  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  of 
Kings  County  has  administered  the  criminal  work  of  this  county  with  a  force  of 
twelve  assistants  and  one  deputy  assistant.  In  New  York  County  during  the  same 
period  of  time  there  has  been  a  force  of  twelve  assistants  and  thirty-eight  deputy 
assistant  district  attorneys,  the  pay  of  the  deputy  assistants  ranging  from  five 
thousand  dollars  down  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  although  the  work 
done  in  New  York  County  is  not  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  the  amount 
of  work  done  in  this  county.  There  are  throughout  the  year  continuous  sittings 
of  the  courts  in  this  county  for  the  trial  of  criminal  cases.  During  the  year  assign- 
ments must  be  made  of  assistants  to  try  cases  in  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions, 
in  three  and  four  parts  of  the  County  Court,  and  in  a  Criminal  Term  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  Owing  to  the  amount  of  preparation  necessary  to  be  conducted 
in  the  office  and  the  number  of  Trial  Terms  of  courts  to  be  regularly  cared  for, 
it  has  been  impossible  during  this  period  to  assign  more  than  one  man  to  the  ten 
City  Magistrates'  Courts  in  this  county.  The  experience  in  the  past  few  years  has 
shown  that  it  is  impossible  for  one  man  to  cover  the  ten  courts  six  ^  days  each 
week  and  get  results.  A  fair  trial  of  the  system  has  been  made  by  having  regular 
days  each  week  for  the  attendance  of  the  assistant  in  each  court  and  urging  that 
the  more  important  cases,  such  as  felonies,  be  adjourned  to  the  District  Attorney's 
day.  In  the  light  of  this  experience,  it  seems  unwise  to  any  longer  continue  this 
system,  and  the  need  has  become  exceedingly  plain  for  three  men  to  cover  the 
Magistrates'  Courts  each  week,  assist  in  the  necessary  work  of  preparation  and 
appeals.  It  is  thought  that  if  three  deputy  assistants  were  to  devote  their  time 
exclusively  to  the  Magistrates'  Courts  and  the  work  of  preparation,  the  citizens  of 
this  county  would  be  given  an  increased  service  that  would  enable  every  complainant 
to  have  his  charge  fully  cared  for  with  every  assistance  possible  by  this  office,  and 
that  sound  charges  will  thus  be  properly  prepared  for  future  trial  and  disposition 
and  the  worthless  charges  winnowed  out  and  dismissed  in  the  Magistrates'  Courts. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  furnish  your  honorable  body  with  any  further  information 
desired  showing  the  assignments  of  the  various  men  in  this  office,  the  arnount  of 
work  done,  the  total  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  all  courts,  and  especially  the 
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great  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  the  Appellate  Courts  and  the  time  and  labor 
necessarily  devoted  by  our  Appeal  Bureau  to  the  appeal  work  and  the  general  law 
questions  constantly  arising  in  the  office. 

Accordingly,  you  are  respectfully  urged  to  adopt  the  foregoing  resolution.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  MAYOR. 
No.  1661. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor — Disapproval  of  Ordinance  (Int.  No.  1661)  Entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  Repeal  Section  155,  Article  11,  Chapter  10  of  the  Code, 
Relating  to  Oil  Separators." 

City  of  New  York,  Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  17.  1917. 
The  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen — I  return  herewith  disapproved  proposed  Ordinance.  Int.  No.  1661. 
entitled  : 

"Ordinance  to  repeal  section  155,  article  11,  chapter  10  of  the  code  relating 
to  oil  separators." 

This  proposed  amendment  to  the  Code  of  Ordinances  would  repeal  subdivisions 
1,  2,  3  and  4  of  section  155  of  chapter  10. 

The  sections  to  be  eliminated  require  an  oil  separator  or  some  similar  device 
to  be  installed  in  all  garages  where  more  than  four  motor  vehicles  are  stored.  It 
also  provides  that  such  oil  receptacle  shall  not  exceed  50  gallons  capacity,  and  to  be 
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emptied  and  cleaned  when  required.  Each  separator  is  also  to  be  connected  with 
the  house  drain.  The  Fire  Commissioner,  under  subdivision  1.  may  exempt  from 
the  present  requirements  a  garage  that  drains  into  a  short  sewer  line. 

This  appeal  is  similar  to  the  one  presented  to  me  in  ,1914,  and  which  I  returned 
disapproved  in  a  message  to  your  honorable  Board  on  September  21  of  that  year 
1  sent  your  Board  a  further  message  in  relation  to  another  sewer  accident  on 
September  22,  1914,  in  which  an  explosion  occurred  at  First  avenue  and  42d  street 

My  action  at  this  time  was  taken  on  the  reports  received  from  the  Sewer  Bureau 
in  Manhattan  and  from  the  Fire  Department. 

I  have  asked  the  Chief  Engineer  in  charge  of  sewers  in  Manhattan  to  give  me 
a  iurther  report  on  present  conditions,  which  brings  this  matter  down  to  date. 
After  referring  to  the  explosions  charged  to  gasoline  in  1914  the  Chief  Engineer 
states : 

"Since  that  time,  either  due  to  the  agitation  of  the  subject  or  to  the  installa- 
tion of  oil  separators,  there  has  been  much  less  difficulty  and  practically  no 
explosions  until  the  present  summer.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  sewers  have 
been  free  from  gasoline,  but  our  workmen  have  been  provided  with  means  to 
protect  themselves  from  serious  injury  in  cases  where  there  has  been  no  explos- 
ion. We  have  provided  a  gas  mask  and  also  a  blower  which  is  able  to  force 
fresh  air  into  the  sewers  in  sufficient  quantities  to  expel  steam  or  gas. 

"On  June  14.  1917,  another  explosion  occurred  in  the  East  42d  Street  sewer. 
Less  damage  was  done  by  this  explosion  than  by  the  one  in  1914,  but  this  is 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  the  lining  of  this  rock  tunnel 
was  destroyed  at  that  time  and  only  a  small  part  of  it  remained  to  be  destroyed 
by  this  explosion.  Another  reason  for  less  damage  was  that  the  easterly  end 
of  this  sewer  was  open  into  the  excavation  of  the  Lexington  Avenue  subway 
and  served  as  a  vent  for  the  expanding  gases.  In  this  case,  as  in  previous 
cases,  the  explosion  started  near  the  East  River  and  was  probably  caused  by 
the  sparking  from  the  third  rail  of  the  crosstown  trolley.  The  manhole  covers 
were  blown  up  into  the  air,  but  the  tops  of  the  manholes  were  not  destroyed 
as  in  the  previous  explosion. 

"On  July  23,  1917,  at  about  2  p.  m.,  an  explosion  occurred  in  the  sewer  in 
West  23d  street.  This  explosion  also  appeared  to  start  near  the  outlet.  Twelve 
!  of  the  manhole  covers  were  blown  up  into  the  air  and  broken  and,  while  we 
have  no  exact  facts,  our  men  upon  arriving  on  the  ground  were  told  that  a 
number  of  people  were  injured  by  the  flying  covers  and  had  been  taken  away 
in  ambulances.  The  wooden  barrel  sewer  under  the  dock  was  found  to  be  on 
fire  and  had  to  be  partially  destroyed  before  the  Fire  Department  could  get 
control  of  the  flames.  The  garage  of  the  Adams  Express  Company  in  Tenth 
Avenue  is  suspected  of  being  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  the  gasoline  causing 
this  last  explosion.  The  sewer  structure  itself,  aside  from  the  manhole  covers 
and  the  wooden  barrel  sewer,  was  not  injured  by  the  explosion. 

"On  June  14,  1917,  the  day  of  the  explosion  in  the  42d  Street  sewer,  Assistant 
Engineer  McGrane,  of  the  Sewer  Bureau,  entered  the  sewer  to  make  measure- 
ments and  investigations.  The  gas  fumes  were  so  strong,  however,  that  he 
and  his  assistants  were  compelled  to  abandon  their  work  and  leave  the  sewer. 
Previous  to  this  Assistant  Engineer  N.  B.  Gardiner,  while  examining  a  sewer 
in  15th  Street  near  Avenue  C,  was  made  seriously  ill  by  the  gas  fumes.  At  this 
place  the  odor  of  the  gas  did  not  seem  to  be  very  perceptible  and  Mr.  Gardiner 
did  not  realize  that  he  was  being  affected  until  he  came  out  of  the  sewer." 
The  Fire  Commissioner  has  also  made  a  report  in  reference  to  the  present  con- 
ditions, the  same  reading  in  part : 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  danger  of  sewer  explosion  from  gasoline  is 
confined  to  a  limited  section  of  the  city,  where  many  garages  may  drain  into  a 
single  sewer  and  that  it  is  entirely  unnecessary  to  require  garages  in  the  less 
congested  districts  to  install  separators.  A  very  careful  investigation  made 
by  this  department  shows  that  no  explosions  have  been  recorded  in  the  Borough 
of  Queens,  none  have  occurred  in  Richmond  and  there  is  a  record  of  only  one 
explosion  of  any  importance  occurring  in  Brooklyn.  This  explosion  occurred 
at  Crescent,  street  near  Fulton  street  about  three  years  ago  and  tore  up  the  pav- 
ing. Two  or  three  minor  explosions  occurred  of  which  no  record  was  kept. 
One  explosion  occurred  in  the  Bronx  on  February  10,  1911,  and  three  men  who 
were  at  work  cleaning  the  sewer  were  slightly  burned  and  had  to  be  taken  to 
the  hospital.  This  explosion  occurred  opposite  a  large  meat  packing  house,  be- 
longing to  Conron  Brothers,  who  make  their  own  ice.  and  in  the  opinion  of 
Josia  H.  Fitch,  Engineer  of  Sewers  in  that  Borough,  the  explosion  was  caused 
by  the  discharge  of  something  from  the  artificial  ice  plant. 
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"Practically  all  of  the  sewer  explosions  of  any  moment  which  have  occurred 
in  the  city  within  recent  years  have  occurred  in  Manhattan.  There  have  been 
about  fourteen  of  these  in  the  last  eight  years.  It  is  a  striking  fact  that  most 
of  these  have  occurred  in  a  concentrated  area  bounded  roughly  by  42d  and  54th 
streets.    The  dates  and  locations  of  these  explosions  are  as  follows  : 

"522  W.  46th  St..  Oct.  16,  1910.  51st  st.  bet.  8th  and  9th  aves.,  March  17,  1910. 
43d  St.  bet.  2d  and  3d  aves.,  Oct.  12,  1912.  333  ,W.  49th  st.,  June  10,  1913.  354 
W.  49th  St.,  June  27,  1913.  54th  st.  and  Broadway,  Nov.  8,  1913.  43d  st.  bet. 
2d  and  3d  aves.,  Jan.  5,  1911.    42d  st.  and  1st  ave.,  July  1,  1914. 

"Another  report  states  that  there  is  an  explosion  practically  once  a  year  in  the 
East  42nd  St.  sewer;  Broadway,  bet.  119th  and  120th  Sts.,  Jan.  23,  1912;  Central 
Park  West,  bet.  92nd  and  93rd  Sts.,  Mar.  13,  1912;  110th  St.  and  Lexington  Ave., 
June  22,  1914;  Rector  St.,  bet.  Washington  and  West  Sts.,  June,  1913;  Hubert 
and  Washington  Sts.,  Oct.  21,  1911. 

"The  record  of  these  explosions  indicates  that  they  have  been  confined  to 
certain  congested  localities,  but  whether  the  explosions  in  these  localities  have 
been  due  to  the  fact  that  a  considerable  number  of  garages  drain  into  the  sewers 
of  these  localities  or  whether  they  are  due  to  the  peculiar  structure  of  the  sewers 
themselves  is  a  matter  about  which  there  is  considerable  dispute." 
From  the  report  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  I  am  informed  that  there  have  been 
no  records  of  explosions  in  either  Queens  or  Richmond,  and  but  one  or  two  have 
been  recorded  in  Brooklyn  and  The  Bronx.    The  main  difficulty  seems  to  have  been 
in  the  so-called  automobile  district  in  Manhattan. 

I  might  draw  to  your  attention  the  case  of  Stubbs  vs.  Adamson,  220  N.  Y.,  459, 
decided  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  at  the  April  Term,  1917.  This  opinion  sustained  the 
constitutionality  of  the  present  ordinance  requiring  oil  separators,  Chief  Justice  His- 
cock,  in  the  course  of  the  opinion,  stating  that  the  present  ordinances,  which  were 
brought  over  from  the  regulations  of  the  old  Municipal  Explosive  Commission,  had 
the  force  and  effect  of  statutes  and  were  to  be  considered  as  such.  At  page  469  the 
Court  said: 

"The  legislature  is  justified  in  guarding  against  evils  both  real  and  fairly  to 
be  anticipated  by  any  legislation  vvhich  reasonably  tends  to  prevent  them,  and  it 
has  a  wide  discretion  in  formulating  the  means  which  shall  be  adopted  to  this 
end.  It  is  a  sufficient  basis  for  legislative  action  if  only  there  are  reasonable 
grounds  for  belief  that  the  evil  may  occur,  and  even  though  there  be  'an  earnest 
conflict  of  serious  opinion  on  the  subject.'" 

Further  at  page  470,  after  referring  to  the  affidavits  presented  in  behalf  of  the 
garage  people,  the  opinion  continues  : 

"These  affidavits  on  the  whole  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  the  questions 
whether  such  danger  did  exist  and  whether  such  separator  would  eliminate  it  if 
it  did  exist,  were  largely  questions  of  opinion  and  judgment  in  the  decision  of 
which  reasonable  men  might  differ,  and  they  make  it  apparent  that  w^e  should 
not  say  that  there  was  such  an  entire  absence  of  possibility  of  danger  and  that 
the  proposed  remedy  was  so  utterly  ineffective  that  the  legislature  was  without 
power  to  adopt  the  legislation  if  it  saw  fit.    We  must  always  remember  that  the 
limitation  upon  its  right  to  adopt  police  measures  to  avoid  dangers  is  that  the 
latter  may  fairly  be  anticipated,  although  vigorously  denied,  and  that  a  wide  range 
of  discretion  is  allow.ed  in  determining  when  a  possible  evil  ought  to  be  guarded 
against  and  in  fixing  upon  the  means  by  which  this  shall  be  done." 
In  view  of  the  report  I  have  received  from  the  Bureau  of  Sewers  for  Manhattan, 
I  feel  very  strongly  that  some  legislation  providing  for  oil  separators  is  necessar3%  at 
least  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.    It  may  be  that  in  the  outlying  neighborhoods 
these  machines  could  be  dispensed  with,  without  damage  to  the  sewers  or  endangering 
the  lives  of  the  sewer  workmen.   That  is  a  matter  for  your  honorable  Board  to  deter- 
mine.   If  you  should  deem  it  expedient  to  take  the  matter  up  along  this  line,  I  would 
most  strongly  urge  that  you  consider  the  advice  of  the  sewer  officials  and  employees 
in  any  neighborhood  in  which  you  consider  eliminating  the  oil  separator.    I  feel  that 
the  safety  of  these  men,  who  are  required  to  work  daily  in  the  sewers,  should  be 
considered  before  oil  separators  are  eliminated.    The  inconvenience  of  installing  oil 
separators  and  their  maintenance  by  garage  owners  should  not  be  controlling  when 
the  lives  or  health  of  the  -City  employees  may  be  endangered. 

For  the  reasons  above  set  forth  I  have  disapproved  the  total  repeal  of  the  pro- 
visions on  oil  separators  throughout  the  entire  Citv,  and  return  the  matter  for 
reconsideration.    Respectfully,  JOHN  PURROY  MITCHEL.  Mayor.

(Minutes,  page  425),  the  annexed  ordinance  to  repeal  section  155  of  article  11  of 
chapter  10  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances  relating  to  "oil  separators,"  respectfully 
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REPORTS : 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  it  believes  the  repeal  of  this  particular  section 
to  be  advisable  in  that  it  will  be  of  inestimable  benefit  to  owners  of  private  garages, 
particularly  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  City. 

It  therefore  recommends  that  the  said  ordinance  be  adopted. 
AN  ORDINANCE  to  repeal  section  155  of  article  11  of  chapter  10  of  the  Code  of 
Ordinances,  relating  to  .oil  separators. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  155  of  article  11  of  chapter  10  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  re- 
lating to  oil  separators,  is  hereby  repealed  in  its  entirety,  said  section  reading  as  fol- 
lows : 

[§155.    Oil  separators. 

1.  When  required.  No  garage  permit  authorizing  the  storage  of  volatile  inflam- 
mable oil  shall  be  issued  for  any  premises,  storing  more  than  4  motor  vehicles,  which 
are  not  provided  with  an  oil  separator,  trap  or  other  similar  apparatus  attached  to 
the  house  drain,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  volatile  inflammable  oils  from  flowing 
into  the  sewer;  provided,  however,  that  the  fire  commissioner  may  exempt  from  the 
requirements  ojf  this  section  a  garage  draining  into  a  short  sewer  line.    (O.  R.,  §376.) 

2.  Oil  receptacle.  The  oil-receptacle  of  an  oil  separator  shall  not  exceed  50 
gallons  capacity,  and  shall  be  emptied  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  oil 
from  overflowing;  and  such  oils  as  are  recovered  from  the  separator  shall  be  removed 
from  the  garage  within  24  hours  after  being  taken  from  the  separator.    (O.  R.,  §397.) 

3.  Sewer  connection.  Each  oil  separator  shall  be  connected  to  the  house  drain, 
and  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  separate  all  oils  from  the  drainage  of  the  garage. 
(O.  R.,  §396.) 

4.  Waste  oil.  All  oils  spilled  on  the  floor  of  a  garage  shall  be  removed  by  spong- 
ing or  swabbing,  and  poured  into  the  drain  leading  to  the  oil  separator.    (O.  R.,  §398.)] 

Sec.  2.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  bids  exceed  the  total  approved  estimated  cost  by  $20,511,  The  architect's  fees 
are  estimated  at  $43,333.45,  which,  together  with  additional  expenditure  of  $5,000, 
which  will  be  necessary  to  provide  white  metal  fixtures  in  place  of  brass,  as  provided 
in  an  alternate  bid  on  plumbing  work,  exceeds  the  total  appropriation  of  $800,000  now 
available  by  $12,779.45. 

In  order  that  a  small  working  balance  may  be  available,  over  the  actual  cost  as 
at  present  determined,  it  is  recommended  that  $15,000  additional  be  made  available.

"At  the  time  of  the  discussion  before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment of  our  request  for  funds  to  widen  the  roadways  of  certain  streets,  a  great 
deal  of  stress  was  put  uopn  the  fact  that  it  was  proposed  to  widen  streets  which 
had  been  recently  repaved.  It  was  contended  that  the  widening  should  have  been 
foreseen  in  advance  of  the  repaving  so  that  the  entire  improvement  could  be  done 
done  at  the  same  time.  Until  about  one  year  ago  this  office  maintained  a  traffic 
squad  for  the  purpose  of  securing  information  which  would  indicate  where  road- 
way widenings  were  most  needed,  but  the  squad  was  discontinued  for  lack  of 
funds,  and  up  to  the  time  of  its  discontinuance  there  is  no  record  of  any  instance 
where  the  roadway  of  a  street  was  widened  immediately  after  it  was  repaved. 
It  is  most  essential  that  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  traffic  problem  be  made  in 
order  that  plans  may  be  made  in  advance  to  determine  where  widenings  of  road- 
ways are  necessary  and  to  make  the  paving  conform  thereto.  In  our  request  for 
funds  for  street  widening  purposes,  there  was  included  an  item  of  $10,000.00  to 
provide  means  for  the  traffic  squad,  which  was  disallowed  upon  the  ground  that 
Corporate  Stock  should  not  be  used  for  such  purposes."

Dear  Sir — Under  date  of  July  30,  1917,  proposals  were  received  and  opened  in 
this  office  for  the  construction  of  the  Park  Avenue  Viaduct.  These  bids  were  re- 
ceived from  representative  contractors  of  the  City,  the  lowest  of  which  was  the 
Terry  &  Tench  Co..  whose  bid  was  $517,070. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  this  improvement  under  resolutions  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  July  15,  1912.  and  April  20.  1917.  was  $474,000, 
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of  which  $7,000  was  expended  for  preliminary  engineering  work,  leaving  a  balance 
available  of  $467,000. 

On  Tuesday,  August  14,  1917,  at  10  a.  m.,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment will  meet  especially  to  consider  the  appropriation  of  additional  moneys,  ano 
favorable  action  is  anticipated.  In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  resolutions 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  authorizing  this  improvement  did  not  carry  sufficient 
moneys  to  cover  the  estimated  cost,  a  contract  cannot  be  legally  awarded  upon  the 
proposals  received  July  30,  1917.

In  Classes  2  and  3  I  am  willing  to  award  to  the  lowest  bidders. 

In  order  to  make  the  awards  suggested  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  additional 
money  in  the  sum  of  $49,279.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  held  on  the  26th  ultimo,  a  resolution  was  adopted  recommending  to  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  that  the  additional  corporate  stock  be  provided,  and 
the  matter  is  now  before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion^ment: 

Gentlemen — Chapter  802  of  the  Laws  of  1917  known  as  "The  Farms  and  Markets 
Law"  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Public  Markets  in  this  City 
by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  approved  by  the  Board 
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of  Aldermen.  It  is  extremely  important  that  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to  make  the 
law  operative  in  New  York  City  be  taken  at  once.  The  duly  authorized  agencies  of 
the  federal  government  are  at  present  making  comprehensive  studies  of  the  food 
supply  conditions  of  the  United  States,  both  present  and  future,  with  a  view  of  adopt- 
ing such  measures  for  the  control  and  distribution  of  food  supplies  as  may  be  deemed 
best  for  the  public  welfare.  A  special  session  of  the  state  legislature  has  been  called 
for  July  30,  in  order  that  the  state  authorities  may  enact  such  legislation  as  will 
enable  the  state  to  maintain  intelligent  and  adequate  control  of  its  food  production 
and  distributing  activities. 

The  law  provides  that  existing  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  having  to  do 
with  the  control  and  development  of  the  public  market  system  of  the  City  of  New 
York  vest  in  the  Department  of  Public  Markets  immediately  upon  the  appointment 
by  the  Mayor  of  a  Commissioner  for  this  department.  The  position  and  salary  of 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Public  Markets  were  established  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  June  29,  1917,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  56  of  the  Charter,  and  the  Department  has  been  established  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  802  of  the  Laws  of  1917. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  failure  in  the  orderly  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  existing  public  markets  of  the  City,  it  is  necessary  that  transfers  be  made  of 
certain  employes  now  engaged  in  market  work  from  the  Bureau  of  City  Revenue  and 
Markets  of  the  Finance  Department,  the  Bureau  of  Public  Buildings  and  Offices, 
President,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  the  Bureau  of  Public  Buildings  and  Offices, 
President,  Borough  of  Brooklyn.  The  law  gives  discretion  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  to  determine  the  need  for  such  employes  in  the  new  department 
and  provides  that  they  shall  be  transferred  by  act  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment without  change  of  salary.  Until  a  careful  survey  of  the  existing  situa- 
tion in  the  City  of  New  York  has  been  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Markets, 
it  will  be  impossible  to  determine  upon  a  complete  organization  for  the  work  to  be 
done.  For  this  reason,  the  Committee  has  deemed  it  wise  at  this  time  to  recommend 
the  transfer  of  only  those  employes  directly  engaged  in  existing  public  market  activi- 
ties and  the  establishment,  under  Section  56,  of  such  positions  as  will  be  immediately 
required  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  department  leaving  for  consideration  later  in 
the  year  or  in  the  budget  for  the  year  1918  such  appropriations  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  development  of  the  market  system  along  such  lines  as  the  Com- 
missioner may  recommend. 

It  is  clear  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Markets  will  require  immediately 
the  assistance  of  an  officer  in  charge  of  the  actual,  current,  physical  and  financial 
operation  of  existing  and  future  public  markets.  In  view  of  the  urgent  public  neces- 
sity, which  is  the  basis  for  the  legislation  already  enacted,  and  the  expressed  intention 
to  enlarge  greatly  the  public  market  system  of  the  City  of  New  York,  your  Com- 
mittee believes  that  a  salary  of  $5,000  a  year  should  be  provided  for  this  position. 

The  Commissioner  will  also  require  immediately  the  advice  and  assistance  of  a 
Deputy  Commissioner,  who  will  act  as  his  principal  consultant  and  adviser  in  the 
study  of  the  numerous  problems  which  are  pressing  for  solution  and  in  establishing 
such  relations  for  co-ordinate  activities  of  the  federal  and  state  government  as  are 
necessary  to  the  intelligent  development  of  the  market  system  of  this  City.  This 
officer  will  be  co-ordinate  in  rank  with  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  and  will  have 
a  relation  to  the  head  of  the  department  on  theoretical  and  policy  determining  side 
similar  to  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  on  the  side  of  practical  operation. 
Your  Committee  recommends  a  salary  of  $5,000  a  year  for  this  position. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  an  office  force  for  the  immediate  assumption  of 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  department. 
The  Committee  recommends  the  establishment  of  the  following  positions  :

In  relation  to  the  available  appropriations  for  purposes  other  than  Personal 
Service.    The  Farms  and  Markets  law  provides  as  follows : 

"On  the  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Public  Markets  in  the  City  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  *  *  *  may  in  its  discretion  transfer 
all  or  part  of  the  existing  funds  and  unexpended  appropriations  made  by  the 
City  to  enable  the  Department,  office,  division,  bureau,  officer  or  employee  to 
exercise  the  powers  and  duties  so  transferred." 

An  immediate  analysis  of  the  existing  appropriations  in  the  funds  of  the  Bureau 
of  Public  Buildings  and  Offices  and  offices  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Boroughs  of 
Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  will  be  made  and  such  transfers  recommended  as  are  prop- 
erly chargeable  to  those  activities  taken  over  by  the  Department  of  Public  Markets. 
For  the  purpose  of  the  modification  of  schedules  and  the  transfer  of  funds  it  is 
necessary  to  fix  a  definite  date.  Any  necessary  adjustments  may  be  made  by  subse- 
quent action.  We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  attached  resolutions  (1)

Preamble  and  Resolution  Requesting  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to 
Take  Immediate  Steps  Looking  Towards  the  Construction  of  Two  Municipal 
Bathing  Pavilions  on  Land  Owned  by  the  City  at  Coney  Island. 

By  Alderman  Drescher — ■ 

Whereas,  during  the  summer  just  past  thousands  of  the  citizens  of  Greater 
New  York  of  modest  means  have  been  unable  to  secure  bathing  accommodations  at 
Coney  Island,  especially  on  holidays,  Sundays  and  in  extremely  hot  weather  unless 
they  would  pay  exorbitant  rates  to  the  private  bathhouses,  in  such  cases,  as  much 
as  $2  for  the  use  of  a  locker  for  a  limited  time;  and 

Whereas,  the  facilities  of  the  Municipal  Bathhouse  now  in  use  at  Coney  Island 
are  wholly  inadequate  to  take  care  of  the  pressing  needs,  of  the  thousands  of  city

Whereas,  bathing  in  the  surf  at, Coney  Island  furnishes  the  one  form  of  health- 
giving  recreation  that  all  the  members  of  the  family  can  participate  in  at  one  time; 
and 

Whereas,  the  only  opposition  to  additional  municipal  bathing  pavilions  at  Coney 
Island  is  that  of  the  so-called  "bathhouse  interest,"  which  opposition  is  based  on 
the  fallacious  ground  that  the  present  Municipal  Bathhouse  is  a  financial  burden  to 
the  City;  and 

Whereas,  the  last  fiscal  report  of  the  Municipal  Bathhouse  showed  that  the. 
municipal  service,  on  the  basis  of  a  dime  per  bather,  with  children  free,  was  rendered 
for  1,640,501  persons  up  to  January  1st  of  this  year.  The  gross  income  on  this 
small  fee  basis  was  $164,050.10;  while  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  salaries,  repairs, 
gas  and  electricity  was  $148,831.21.  This  left  a  surplus  over  all  running  expenses  of 
$15,218.89,  to  apply  on  the  retirement  of  the  bonds,  and 
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Whereas,  the  apparent  argument  against  the  erection  of  additional  municipal 
bathhouses  on  the  ground  of  "financial  burden"  disappears  completely  on  an  examina- 
tion of  the  current  fiscal  report;  and 

Whereas,  on  August  5th  of  this  year  the  Municipal  Bathhouse  took  in  12,512 
paid  admissions,  July  1st  12,303  and  July  22d  13,793;  but  despite  these  large  figures 
thousands  of  persons,  many  of  them  mothers  with  small  children,  have  been  turned 
away  from  the  Municipal  Bathhouse  for  lack  of  accommodation.  There  is  therefore 
a  real  and  vital  need  for  additional  municipal  bathing  pavilions  at  Coney  Island. 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  do  hereby  respectfully  request  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  take  immediate 
steps  looking  toward  the  immediate  construction  of  two  municipal  bathing  pavilions 
on  land  already  owned  by  the  City  at  Coney  Island.

President,  Borough  of  Queens — Request  for  Authority  to  Contract  for  Construe^ 
tion  of  a  Refuse  Destructor,  Without  Public  Letting.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  New  York,  N.  Y. : 

Sirs — On  August  23,  1917,  bids  were  received  in  this  office  providing  for  the 
general  construction  of  a  refuse  destructor  to  be  located  at  Rockaway  in  the  Fifth 
Ward  of  this  borough.  Two  bids  were  received,  one  for  $148,500,  the  low  bidder,  and 
a  second  bid  at  $160,800. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  this  work  had  heretofore  been  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $106,000.  After  the  opening  of  bids,  a  request 
was  submitted  to  the. Board  of  Estimate  looking  to  the  award  of  the  contract  at  an 
increased  cost.  Upon  an  examination  of  the  plans  and  specifications  made  in  con- 
nection with  this  request,  it  was  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision 
that  the  plans  called  for  some  items  which  could  be  eliminated  without  sacrificing  the 
efficiency  of  the  plant.  After  conference  with  the  successful  low  bidder,  it  was 
determined  to  eliminate  certain  items  specified  in  the  original  contract,  to  the  extent 
that  the  low  bidder  agreed  to  accept  the  work  at  $133,000,  provided  the  City  made 
some  arrangement  whereby  the  transaction  could  be  closed  quickly,  for  the  reason 
that  a  great  uncertainty  exists  at  this  time  in  the  markets  for  building  materials  and 
for  metal  construction  such  as  is  necessary  in  the  plant,  and  that  the  price  fluctuations 
coud  not  be  controlled  and  that  in  all  likelihood  upon  a  readvertising  the  cost  of  the 
work  would  be  materially  increased. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  held  on  Friday,  September  21,  1917,  a 
resolution  was  adopted  increasing  the  estimated  cost  to  $133,000,  the  amount  of  the 
low  bid  under  the  amended  plan  and  specification,  which  amount  represents  the  price 
at  which  the  successful  low  bidder  will  accept  the  work  previously  bid  upon  in  open 
competition. 

It  is  my  judgment  that  if  the  bids  were  readvertised  a  considerable  additional 
expense  will  be, incurred  by  the  City,  and  I  therefore  request,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  419  of  the  Charter,  that  your  Board  authorize  the  award  of 
this  contract  without  public  letting  to  the  low  bidder  heretofore  referred  to.

District  Attorney,  Kings  County — Request  for  the  Establishment  of  the  Position 

of  Stenographer. 

District  Attorney's  Office,  Countv  of  Kings,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  September  20th, 
1917. 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  Manhattan,  New  York  City: 

Sirs — I  respectfully  request  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  County  Law,  section  12,  sub- 
division 5,  and  of  section  1586  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  you  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

"Resolved,  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  12,  subdivision  5  of 
the  County  Law,  and  of  section  1586  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  hereby  establishes  the  position  of  Stenographer,  who  shall  also  act 
as  Private  Secretary  to  the  District  Attorney  and  his  Assistants,  for  three  incum- 
bents, at  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  District  Attorney  but  not  to  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  each  per  annum,  in  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney 
of  Kings  County." 

Under  date  of  June  19,  1917,  an  application  was  duly  made  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  in  pursuance  of  the  .provisions  of  section  56  of  the  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  that  it  adopt  and  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  such  a 
resolution.  On  July  9,  1917,  the  Committee  on  Salaries  and  Grades,  consisting  of 
Albert  E.  Hadlock,  Deputy  and  Acting  Comptroller :  John  Purroy  Mitchel,  Mayor, 
and  Lewis  H.  Pounds,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  made  its  report  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  upon  such  application.  That  report  is  to  the 
following  effect : 
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"Finding— Chapter  187  of  the  Laws  of  1916  authorizes  the  District  Attorney 
to  appoint  six  Stenographers  and  fix  their  salaries  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2,000 
per  annum  each.  The  present  request  is  for  three  Stenographers  in  addition  to 
those  allowed  by  the  statute.  On  June  22,  1917,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment denied  the  request  of  the  District  Attorney  for  establishment  of  addi- 
tional positions  of  Assistant  District  Attorney  in  excess  of  those  allowed  by  chap- 
ter 309  of  the  Laws  of  1911,  on  the  ground  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment was  without  jurisdiction  and  that  the  positions  should  be  established  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  under  section  12,  subdivision  5  of  the  County  Law  and 
section  1586  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter. 

"Recommendation — The  Committee  recommends  the  denial  of  the  request  of 
the  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County  for  the  establishment  of  three  additional 
positions  of  Stenographer,  on  the  ground  that  the  request  should  properly  be 
made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  the  Board  of  Estim.ate  and  Apportionment 
is  without  jurisdiction." 

Under  date  of  July  19,  1917,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  adopted 
the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  hereby  denies  the 
request  of  the  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County,  dated  June  19,  1917,  for  the 
establishment  of  the  position  of  Stenographer  for  three  incumbents,  at  a  salary 
ro  be  fixed  by  the  District  Attorney,  but  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000)  per  annum  each,  for  the  reason  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment is  without  jurisdiction  in  the  matter." 

The  foregoing  shows  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  denied  the 
request  for  additional  Stenographers  because  of  its  ovvn  precedent,  had  under  date 
of  June  22,  1917,  denying  the  request  of  the  District  Attorney  for  the  establishment 
of  additional  positions  of  Deputy  Assistant  District  Attorney.  Following  the  denial 
of  the  latter  request  the  District  Attorney,  under  date  of  June  22,  1917,  communicated 
to  your  Honorable  Body  a  full  statement  of  the  abdication  of  power  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  requested  that  your  Board  accordingly  establish 
those  positions  of  Deputy  Assistant  District  Attorney.  After  hearing  the  District 
Attorney,  such  a  resolution  establishing  those  positions  was  adopted  by  your  Hon- 
orable Board  on  July  17,  1917. 

The  present  application  for  the  establishment  of  additional  places  of  Stenographer 
should  follow  the  same  course  in  this  Board.  The  reasons  for  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution  requested  are  briefly  as  follows : 

There  are  at  present  employed  in  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  of  Kings 
County  but  eight  (8)  Stenographers,  including  two  (2)  whose  time  is  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  Grand  Jury  work,  and  known  as  Grand  Jury  Stenographers.  At  least 
one  of  the  remaining  male  Stenographers  is  necessary  for  exclusive  service  in  con- 
nection with  the  Homicide  Bureau.  The  assignment  of  a  Stenographer  to  that  bureau 
requires  his  services  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  It  is  the  practice  of  this  office, 
in  response  to  the  telephonic  communications  of  the  Police  Department,  to  send  an 
Assistant  and  a  Stenographer,  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  necessary  to  aid  in 
the  preparation  of  homicide  cases.  Experience  has  shown  that  such  constant  service 
and  attention  to  homicide  cases  forthwith  is  necessary  to  the  proper  prosecution  of 
this  class  of  offenders.  That  work  often  keeps  the  Stenographer  out  late  at  night 
or  all  through  the  night  and  the  morning.  With  those  special  exclusive  assignments 
to  the  Grand  Jury  and  the  Homicide  Bureau  there  are  left  but  five  (5)  Stenographers 
available  to  the  District  Attorney,  his  thirteen  (13)  Assistants,  the  Chief  Clerk  and 
the  clerical  staff.  In  addition,  there  have  been  created  three  places  of  Deputy  Assist- 
ant District  Attorney.  Those  five  Stenographers  cannot  properly  care  for  all  the 
work  that  is  needed  to  be  done  by  the  office  force,  and  unless  this  request  is  granted 
it  will  become  necessary  to  constantly  employ  temporary  Stenographers.  For  some 
months  past  the  employment  of  an  extra  temporary  Stenographer  has  been  found 
indispensable  and  continues  to  this  time.  The  need  for  additional  stenographic  services 
has  been  sharply  emphasized  by  reason  of  the  withdrawal  of  one  of  the  Stenographers 
for  military  service.  Because  of  this  we  are  left  with  but  four  (4)  available  for  the 
entire  office  force. 

Kindly  give  this  resolution  your  immediate  consideration.

"Reason — Miss  Mary  Anglin,  Stenographer  and  Typewriter,  had  been  re- 
ceiving $1,800  per  annum  prior  to  June  1,  1917.  $1,500  per  annum  from  the  funds 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  $300  from  Hunter  College  for  her  services  as 
Stenographer  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  that  institution.  In  the  preparation 
of  the  1917  budget  the  $1,800  was  allowed  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  a  reduction  of  $300  was  made  in  the  appropriation  for 
Hunter  College.  Since  January  1.  1917,  Miss  Anglin  has  been  receiving  $1,650. 
as  it  was  found  that  she  was  ineligible  under  Civil  Service  rules  to  a  rate  of 
$1,800.    She  would  be  eligible  to  $1,740  per  annum,  as  requested. 
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"Finding — Miss  Anglin  acts  as  Secretarial  Stenographer  to  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  duties  of  the  position  are  appraised  as  first 
grade  Private  Secretary,  with  a  minimum  rate  of  $1,800.  In  the  Stenographer 
group,  under  which  title  the  department  requests  establishment  of  position,  the 
rate  next  lower  to  the  $1,800,  for  which  she  is  not  eligible,  is  $1,680.  The  request 
therefore  contemplates  an  establishment  at  an  amount  which  is  not  a  standard 
rate.

"For  the  Janitor  assigned  to  the  temporary  care  of  Public  School  24,  Rich- 
mond, a  rate  of  $50  per  month  is  requested. 

"For  the  Janitor  of  new  Public  School  93,  Queens,  a  permanent  rate  of  $4,860 
per  annum  is  requested,  which  rate  has  been  computed  on  the  old  measure- 
ment basis.  The  corresponding  rate  of  janitorial  compensation  for  this  building, 
based  upon  the  plan  adopted  by  the  efficiency  staff  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Accounts,  totals  $4,056  per  annum.

"The  1917  budget  provides  $15,784  for  the  employment  in  the  Dock  Depart- 
ment of  Ship  Carpenters  for  3,946  days  at  $4  per  day.  The  request  involves  an 
annual  increase  of  $5,919,  based  on  these  figures.  The  increased  cost  in  other 
departments  would  total  $396,  making  a  net  annual  increase  of  $6,315. 

"A  large  majority  of  Ship  Carpenters,  employed  by  private  firms  and  cor- 
porations have  been  paid  $4.50  per  day  since  July  1,  1917.  Among  the  employers 
now  paying  Ship  Carpenters  that  rate  are  the  following:

"The  above  firms  and  companies  employ  at  the  present  time  over  1,500 
Ship  Carpenters,  It  is  evident  that  a  large  majority  of  Ship  Carpenters  in  Greater 
New  York  are  paid  $4.50  per  day,  which  is  the  rate  demanded  and  obtained  by 
members  of  the  Ship  Carpenters'  Union,  the  Manhattan  Ship  Joiners  Union  and 
the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Ship  Carpenters,  There  are  a  limited  nurn- 
ber  of  Ship  Carpenters  who  are  paid  a  rate  higher  than  $4.50  per  day.  Ship 
Carpenters  who  are  skilled  spar  makers  are  paid  $6  per  day, 

"The  Ship  Carpenters  employed  in  the  Dock  Department  are  not  confined  to 
the  duties  of  their  special  trade.  When  they  are  not  assigned  to  Ship  Carpenter 
work,  they  are  employed  in  emergencies  to  do  the  same  kind  of  work  as  Car- 
penters who  are  paid  $5,50  per  day.  Ship  Carpenters  are  employed  313  days  dur- 
ing the  year.  They  are  not  employed  on  Sundays,  except  on  emergency  calls. 
They  do  not  have  Saturday  afternoon  or  holidays  of¥.  The  12  Ship  Carpenters 
now  in  the  Dock  Department  have  been  employed  for  10  years  or  more  without 
an  increase  in  compensation.  One  Ship  Carpenter  employed  in  the  Department 
of  Plant  and  Structures  and  two  in  the  office  of  the  President,  Borough  of 
Queens,  are  paid  $5  per  day. 

"Inasmuch  as  the  prevailing  rate  for  Ship  Carpenters  in  private  employ  is 
$4.50  a  day,  those  em.ployed  in  the  City  departments  are  entitled  to  that  rate,  but 
not  to  the  requested  $5.50  rate," 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  we  recommend  that  the  requests  of  the  Ship  Car- 
penters for  the  $5.50  per  diem  rate  be  denied,  and  that  the  rate  be  fixed  at  $4.50  per 
diem  by  the  adoption  of  the  attached  resolutions.

Gentlemen — On  June  27,  1917,  the  Commissioner  of  Plant  and  Structures  trans- 
mitted a  communication  from  the  Business  Representative  of  the  United  Housesmiths' 
and  Bridgemen's  Union  No.  40  stating  that  the  rate  of  wages  for  Structural  Iron 
Workers  would  be  $5.80  per  diem  on  and  after  July  1,  1917.  The  Bureau  of  Personal 
Service  reports  thereon  as  follows : 

"On  January  19,  1917,  the  grades  of  position  of  Bridge  Mechanic,  Housesmith, 

Bridgeman  and  Riveter  were  established  in  city  departments  at  $5.50  per  diem,  the 

then  prevailing  rate. 

"On  July  1,  1917,  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  between  the  Building  Trades 

Employers'  Association  and  the  United  Housesmiths'  and  Bridgemen's  Union, 

the  rate  of  wages  for  Structural  Iron  Workers  was  increased  from  $5.50  to  $5.80 

per  diem. 

"The  Secretary  of  the  Building  Trades  Employes'  Association  states  that 
fully  90  per  cent,  of  the  Structural  Iron  Workers  employed  in  Greater  New  York 
are  at  present  receiving  IZYz  cents  per  hour  for  8  hours  a  day,  or  $5.80  per  diem. 
These  men  are  employed  on  the  construction  of  new  buildings,  bridge  building  or 
repairing,  etc. 

"There  appears  to  be  no  doubt,  according  to  the  statements  of  the  official 
representative  of  the  recognized  Employers'  Association  and  the  representative  of 
the  Structural  Iron  Workers'  Union,  verified  by  investigation  made  by  this  bureau, 
that  the  rate  of  $5.80  per  diem  is  now  paid  to  a  large  majority  of  Housesmiths 
and  Bridgemen  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

"The  annual  cost  of  the  increase  in  wages  from  $5.50  to  $5.80  per  diem  in 
city  departments  will  be  $11,034,  as  follows:

Gentlemen — On  July  17,  1917,  the  Conference  Board  of  New  York  and  Vicinity, 
International  Molders'  Union  of  North  America  requested  increase  for  Molders  and 
Coremakers  from  $4.25  to  $4.75  per  diem  in  the  Fire  Department  Repair  Shop.  The 
Bureau  of  Personal  Service  reports  thereon  as  follows  : 

"The  representatives  of  the  Molders'  Union  exhibited  an  agreement  signed 

by  a  number  of  employers  in  large  foundries  to  pay  a  rate  of  $4.50  per  diem 

to  Molders  and  Coremakers  on  and  after  July  1,  1917,  and  a  rate  of  $4.75  on 

January  1,  1918. 

"The  Molders'  Union  submitted  a  statement  showing  the  rates  paid  to  Molders 
and  Coremakers  in  large  foundries,  as  follows : 

"  'Taylor's  Foundry,  Norman  and  Morgan  avenues,  Brooklyn — 50  men  at 
$4.50  per  day;  75  men  from  $4.75  to  $6.75  per  day. 

"  'Rilev's  Foundry,  Van  Brunt  and  Summit  streets,  Brooklyn — 8  men  at 
$4.50;  15  at  $4.75;  2  at  $5.25. 

" 'Halloran  Foundry,  Metropolitan  avenue,  Brooklyn — 12  men  at  $4.50;  30 
at  $4.75. 

"'Brooklyn  Foundry  Company,  Astoria,  L.  I. — 25  men  at  $4.50;  16  at  $4.75; 
1  at  $5. 

" 'Richey,  Browne  &  Donald,  Flushing  avenue,  Brooklyn — 5  men  at  $4.50; 
16  at  $4.75;  2  at  $5;  2  at  $5.25. 

"  'Pitz  &  Weber,  Waterbury  and  Scholes  streets,  Brooklyn — 12  men  at  $4.50; 
5  at  $4.75;  2  at  $5. 

"  'Metcalf  Foundry,  Seabring  and  Richard  streets,  Brooklyn — 14  men  at 
$4.75;  1  at  $5. 

"'R.  Hoe  &  Co.,  Grand  street,  Manhattan— 65  men  at  $4.50  to  $4.75. 

'"Acme  Foundry,  North  Henry  street,  Brooklyn — 45  men  at  $4.50  to  $4.75. 

"'Brooklyn  Vault  Light  Company,  Monitor  street — 30  men  at  $4.50  to  $5.25.' 
"Of  the  433  njen  employed  in  the  above  foundries  those  paid  $5  or  over  per 
day  are  very  competent  workmen  or  are  foremen  or  acting  in  a  supervisory 
capacity.    Smaller  foundries  are  paying  rates  ranging  from  $4  to  $4.50. 

"It  is  not  the  custom  for  the  City  to  anticipate  a  rate  that  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  workmen  and  private  employers.  The  request  for  a  rate  of  $4.75  per 
diem  for  Molders  and  Coremakers  must  therefore  be  denied  at  this  time,  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  Molders'  Union  applying  for  that  rate  after  January  1,  1918, 
when  it  is  proposed  that  the  same  will  be  enforced  in  private  employ. 

"It  is  evident  that  a  majority  of  Molders  and  Coremakers  now  receive  $4.50 
per  diem,  and  that  rate  is  recommended  for  the  two  employees  in  the  Fire  De- 
partment repair  shop.  The  cost  to  the  City  for  the  increase  of  25  cents  per  diem 
for  the  one  Molder  and  one  Coremaker  from  July  1,  1917,  to  the  end  of  the  vear 
would  be  $69.25." 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  we  recommend  that  the  attached  resolutions  ap- 
proving the  $4.50  per  diem  rate  for  Molders  and  Coremakers,  and  requesting  the  heads 
of  City  departments  to  provide  for  the  increase,  be  adopted.

Hon.  Frank  L.  Dowling,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  Manhattan: 

Dear  Sir — Request  is  hereby  made  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  subdivision  8  of  Section  188  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  an  issue  of  special  revenue  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $13,000— $10,000  for  labor  at  $3.00  per  day  and  $3,000  for  horses  and 
carts  at  $3.50  per  day — in  order  to  provide  funds  to  continue  the  forces  at  present  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  cleaning  sewer  basins  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  On  Septem- 
ber 1,  1917,  there  was  an  indicated  deficit  of  $12,000  in  our  line  for  laborers  and  of 
$3,660  in  the  line  for  horses  and  carts,  if  the  present  force  is  continued  for  the  remain- 
ing four  months  of  this  year. 

During  the  year  1916  our  forces  removed  24,000  cubic  yards  of  material  from 
sewer  basins  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  as  compared  with  18,000  cubic  yards  in 
previous  years.  During  the  present  year,  up  to  September  1st,  we  have  removed 
19,771  cubic  yards,  and  if  this  rate  continues  until  the  end  of  the  year,  we  will  have 
removed  a  total  of  about  36,000  cubic  yards. 

It  is  extremely  important  that  the  forces  be  not  reduced  and  that  there  be  no 
let-up  in  this  particular  branch  of  the  work.  It  requires  all  our  efforts  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  work  as  it  develops,  and  if  the  force  is  reduced,  it  is  only  a  question  of  days 
until  serious  complaints  of  stopped  basins  will  be  made. 

The  latter  part  of  the  year  1916  we  were  granted  an  allowance  of  $6,000  of  special 
revenue  bonds  for  this  identical  purpose.  In  our  budget  for  the  year  1917  an  amount 
sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  in  a  proper  manner  was  requested,  but  the  budget  ex- 
aminers and  the  budget  sub-committee  ruled  that  our  budgetary  allowance  could  not 
be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  revenue  bond  issue  of  1916,  but  that  if  the  increased 
amount  of  work  continued,  revenue  bonds  could  be  obtained  for  this  purpose. 

The  additional  work  is  due  to  the  increased  amount  of  flushing  of  streets  done 
by  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning.  We  are  required  to  remove  from  the  basins 
material  which  in  former  years  was  swept  up  and  carted  away  by  the  Street  Cleaning 
Department's  carts.

Dear  Sir — Under  date  of  March  30,  1917,  I  sent  you  a  communication  recommend- 
ing the  installation  of  water  meters  in  "any  or  all  apartment  houses  in  the  City  of 
New  York."  At  that  time  my  attention  had  not  been  called  to  the  decision  of  the 
Courlr  of  Appeals  in  the  Grimmer  case  (204  N.  Y.,  370),  defining  the  term  "apart- 
ment house"  or  to  the  subsequent  act  of  the  Legislature  (chapter  13,  Laws  of  1912) 
amending  the  Tenement  House  Law  so  as  to  include  all  apartment  houses  in  one  class 
with  tenement  houses.  The  class  of  apartment  houses  which  I  had  in  mind  when  I 
wrote  you  under  date  of  March  30  is  illustrated  by  the  twelve  examples  given  on 
pages  2  and  3  of  my  printed  letter,  beginning  with  the  "Minnewaska"  and  ending  with 
the  "Castleton."    Speaking  of  these,  I  said  (page  4)  : 

"The  illustrations  given  are  sufficient  to  show  that  if  the  large  apartment 
houses  in  the  city  were  required  to  pay  for  the  amount  of  water  actually  con- 
sumed, etc." 

In  order  that  my  recommendation  of  March  30  should  be  limited  in  the  manner 
intended  I  brought  to  the  first  hearing  before  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  held  April  27,  a  proposed  amendment  in  writing  which  I  then  and  there 
made  a  part  of  the  record.  The  amended  resolution  now  before  you  reads  as  fol- 
lows (new  matter  in  italics): 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  be  and 
he  hereby  is  authorized  to  install,  or  cause  to  be  installed,  water  meters  in  any  or 
all  apartment  houses,  tenements  and  flat  houses  having  passenger  elevators  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  pursuant  to  section  475  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  as 
amended  by  chapter  602  of  the  Laws  of  1916. 

The  use  of  the  words  "having  passenger  elevators"  limits  the  applicability  of  the 
resolution  to  some  2,100  dwelling  houses  within  Greater  New  York.  I  write  you  this 
letter  so  as  to  make  perfectly  clear  the  department's  position  and  recommendation. 
Most  of  the  opposition  developed  at  the  three  hearings  thus  far  held  by  the  Welfare 
Committee  proceeded  from  persons  having  no  interest  whatever  in  the  limited  num- 
ber of  buildings  to  which  the  department  from  the  outset  intended  its  resolution  to 
refer  and  to  which  the  resolution  as  amended  does  refer.

Dear  Sir— The  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies  advertised  for  bids  on  coal 
for  use  in  the  Public  Schools  for  the  coming  Winter  and  Spring.  Bids  were  opened 
on  July  5th.  . 

One  bid  was  received  for  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  the  prices  exceed 
those  paid  for  the  previous  contract  by  $100,270.00. 

One  bid  was  received  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  the  prices  exceed 
those  paid  for  the  previous  contract  by  $179,718.30. 

No  bids  were  received  for  the  Boroughs  of  Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond. 
Investigation  shows  that  the  coal  handlers  in  these  Boroughs  are  not  willing  to 
submit  a  bid  for  a  yearly  contract.  One  coal  man  in  the  Borough  of  Bronx  stated 
that  he  would  be  willing  to  furnish  coal  on  open  market  orders. 

The  Committee  on  Supplies  has  refrained  in  the  past  from  asking  for  per- 
mission to  purchase  in  the  open  market,  and  would  not  do  so  now,  were  it  not 
that  one  million  children  may  have  to  be  kept  from  school  unless  coal  is  furnished. 

The  custom  that  has  prevailed  in  the  Department  of  Education  for  years,  has 
been  to  fill  up  the  schools  during  the  months  of  July  to  November.  This  is  abso- 
lutely essential  because  of  the  wide  territory  to  be  covered,  and  the  number  of 
schools  to  be  supplied. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  coal  which  will  be  required  for  Winter  and  Spring  will 
represent  about  100,000  tons,  and  permission  is  asked  that  the  Superintendent  of 
School  Supplies  be  permitted  to  purchase  such  quantity  up  to  100,000  tons,  as  may 
not  be  covered  by  contract  after  advertising. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  assure  you  that  if  it  can  possibly  avoid  availing  itself 
of  the  privilege  sought,  it  will  do  so,  but  because  of  the  urgency  of  the  occasion, 
and  because  your  Committee  on  Public  Letting  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may 
not  be  in  session  during  the  Summer  months,  you  are  respectfully  asked  to  accord 
us  this  permission,  so  that  the  children  will  not  be  kept  out  of  school  during  the 
coming  Winter  and  Spring.

The  next  lowest  bidder,  Post  &  McCord,  Inc.,  is  thoroughly 
competent  and  experienced. 

In  Classes  2  and  3  I  am  willing  to  award  to  the  lowest  bidders. 

In  order  to  make  the  awards  suggested  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  additional 
money  in  the  sum  of  $49,279.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  held  on  the  26th  ultimo,  a  resolution  was  adopted  recommending  to  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  that  the  additional  corporate  stock  be  provided,  and 
the  matter  is  now  before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.
